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INTRODUCTION. 



The accompanyiDg Volume constitutes the last of the present series 
of the Calendar to the Eecords of the Corporation of Doncaster, and treats 
viith the transactions and proceedings of that body as contained in five 
Volumes of ** Courtiers " extending over a period of nearly three centuries, 
commencing in the sixteenth. For though there are entries here and 
there of a much earlier date, e,g., Eentals of Kossington, Balby, Exthorpe, 
Warmsworth, and Sandall, dated 1483, and of Doncaster 1474, yet these 
must be looked on as interpolations, and the entries are not to be found in 
anything like ordered sequence until the year 1559. 

It will be observed that the earlier Volumes are not merely records of 
the proceedings of the Corporation, but also contain entries of the exercise 
of civil and criminal jurisdiction, both by the Corporation, as Lords of the 
Manor, and by the Mayor and senior Aldermen, as Magistrates, and 
notably is this the case with the second Volume, to the contents of which 
reference will be made later. To the inclusion of this matter is no doubt 
to be attributed the title of *' Courtiers ** given to these Volumes, a title 
which, surviving to the present day, now applies merely to the minutes of 
the proceedings of the Corporation acting as the Municipal Authority. 

Probably the present Volume of the Calendar will prove of greater 
interest to the general reader than any of the preceeding ones, especially so 
to the residents in Doncaster and the immediate vicinity, who will find in 
the accompanying records a mass of information at all times instructive 
and frequently amusing, to the more characteristic features of which it is 
only possible very briefly to allude. 

In passing under review the following pages, whilst it will be found 
impossible to adhere strictly to any special classification, it may be con- 
venient to consider the records first in relation to the constitution of the 
Corporation itself and its properties, and afterwards in regard to the rule 
of the community, the control of the trades, the protection and development 
of the various interests of the community, whether social, religious, 
educational, or sanitary, and finally in the relationship in which these 
records stand to the National History of the Country. 
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(I.) Passing over the various official oaths which appear in the early 
parts of the first Volume, we come to the first Standing Orders for the 
governance of the Members of the Corporation, dated 1568 (page 6), which, 
though only four in number, are very pointed. In 60 years' time these 
Orders become greatly amplified, as will be seen on reference to page 43. 
They require the attendance, under penalty, of every Mayor, Alderman, 
and Capital Burgess, " every Saboth day at Church to heare divine service 
and God's worde preached both the forenoone and after," and further ** that 
every householder within the towne, his wife, and familye, or, at the least, 
one of everye house, shall repayre unto the Churche at Doncaster every 
worke daye so often as there shall be a sermon, and there continue unto the 
ende thereof." 

In the next place the Aldermen are to provide themselves with fajTe 
and sufficient scarlett gowns '' according to the ancient custome of this 
towne," and the Capital Burgesses have to provide "decent and comeley 
gownes." From a marginal note, it appears that on the 11th October, 
1622, the wearing of gowns by Capital Burgesses was afterwards limited 
to such as had been, were, or should thereafter be Chamberlains, but the 
regulation as to Aldermen is not interfered with. The reader will find 
that this custom of wearing gowns is on several occasions enforced. 

Penalties are also imposed on the Aldermen and Capital Burgesses 
for not attending Council meetings, and the order of precedence and of 
speaking ** without one interrupting another " (a most laudable regulation, 
if enforced) is prescribed. 

The same Orders divide the Borough into four Wards : — *(1) French 
Gate, Marsh Gate, Sepulchre Gate, within the Barres and without ; (2) 
Hall Gate and Scot Lane ; (3) The Market Place within the Ringe ; (4) 
Baxter Gate, St. George Gate, Fisher Gate, and Church Yearde. Very 
particular regulations are prescribed as to the leasing of Corporate Lands, a 
matter which from time to time appears to have caused the Corporation 
much anxiety and trouble, and to which frequent reference is made. On 
page 83, for instance, a record will be found, dated 1622, that William 
Armitage, Alderman, and others have obtained " by assignments from 
the Corporation lessees divers lands and tenements insomuch that if the 
Corporation renew leases to them and such as have engrossed much into 
their hands they would deprive themselves of the means to please neigh- 
bours who deserve well at their hands," and as a remedy for the evil the 
Corporation disallow the assignments. 

Other Orders relate to the Waits, and the time of breaking the 
" Crimsall." Twenty-six names are appended. 

From time to time there appear throughout the Volumes resolutions

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altering or reaffirming the foregoing Orders, but not until 1719 (page 175) 
do we find the Council again dealing in full with this question. 

In the old days unruly members were present at the Council meetings^ 
rendering the foregoing rules very necessary, and many instances are to 
be found of the discipline exercised by the Council for offences of which 
the following are instances : — " obstinacy/* user of ** brobrious " words 
against the Mayor, the neglect of Aldermen to wear their scarlet gowns 
(pages 8 and 9), for " unjust dealing not becoming a townsman " (page 61), 
the ** disclosing and telling abroad such matter as are consulted upon in 
the Council house in common alehouses," and behaving " unquietly and 
unorderly ** and for immoral conduct (page 69), absence from meetings 
(pages 70, 77, and 126), defying the authority of the Mayor (pages 72 and 
82), becoming a bankrupt, and evading the law (pages 75 and 76), " several 
knaveries and misdemeanours" (page 148), disputing the title of the 
Corporation to tolls (page 166). The pains and penalties were graduated 
from a mere fine, through temporary imprisonment, up to expulsion from 
the Corporation and disfranchisement, and were dealt out with what 
appears an impartial hand to Mayor elect. Alderman, Chamberlain, 
Capital Burgess, and not overlooking the humble but melodious Wait 
(page 66). 

Among the persons who for some one or other offences were so 
punished we find such well known Doncaster names as Birkes, Childers, 
Clarke, Copley, Cowling, Stocks, and Vicars. 

In their zeal for law and order the will of the Corporation occasionally 
outran their powers, and they had frequently to submit to the humiliation 
of reinstating, under compulsion from a higher Authority, one whom they 
had displaced from their body. One such instance will be found on page 
168. 

To the Chief Officers, frequent and interesting references are made. 
With regard to the Mayor, we find that in 1569 he is made responsible for 
the provision of six post horses, in order to relieve the town from the 
liability, in recompense for which he is to have the ** Edyshe " of the 
great Hollins ** from the carryinge forth of the haye until Candlemas 
Daye " (page 6). *But in 1581 he appears to have been relieved from this 
duty. The Mayor's accounts and other entries interpersed throughout 
the earlier Volume throw an interesting light on his rights and duties. 
His perquisites seem to have been at one time considerable, and only in 
comparatively recent times do they appear to have been commuted for a 
fixed salary (which varied according to the condition of the finances of the 
Corporation), and at the same time his social duties became more defined. 
The highest salary recorded as being allowed to a Mayor is in the year 
1811 (page 277), where it is ordered that he be allowed 800 guineas.

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From entries on page 122, including a copy of a decree of the Privy 
Council, dated 1591, it would appear that disputes had arisen between the 
Corporation on the one hand and "the Common People" on the other, 
each party claiming the right to elect the Mayor. The decree confirms 
the Corporation in their right of election. 

The Charter of Henry VIII (1532), empowers the Corporation to 
appoint a Steward or Recorder of the Manor. The construction to be 
placed upon this provision gave rise to some rather severe contentions. 
The first Recorder mentioned is Francis Wortley in 1580 (page 10). In 
1583-4 it is provided ** Mr. John Lewis, the Recorder, to have a lease of half 
the Water Mills." In 1588, John Feme, Esq., is chosen Recorder (page 
13), which appears to have caused the controversy between Lord Shrews- 
bury, at that time High Steward of the Borough, and the Corporation, 
which at length waxed so high that the Corporation took the extreme 
measure of appointing Lord Hunsdon High Steward in place of Lord 
Shrewsbury. The entries as to this are found on pages 14, 62-64, 65, 124, 
and 125. The exact nature of the dispute does not seem quite clear from 
these entries. In the first place it appears to have been a question 
whether the Corporation or the High Steward should appoint the 
Recorder, and to have resolved itself later into the other point whether 
the Corporation could have both a High Steward and a Recorder The 
entries on page 62-64 are specially interesting, as shewing the stout 
resistance the Corporation of the day opposed to any encroachments, even 
by a powerful nobleman, on what they believed to be their privileges, 
whilst the entries on page 124 make Lord Hunsdon appear in a very 
agreeable character as moderator between the two parties. The last 
mention of a High Steward of Doncaster is on page 125, when the great 
Lord Burleigh, *' Sir Robert Cecil, Her Majesty's principal Secretary, and 
one of the Privy Council," is appointed High Steward for life, with a yearly 
fee of £5. 

The ** importunity of divers great personages, who were suitors to the 
Corporation, to choose a Recorder out of those persons who were not 
thought fit by the town " appears, by an entry on page 121. to have caused 
the Corporation some embarrassment. Amongst the names of persons 
appointed Recorders we meet with such well known names as Copley 
(page 121), and Frank, of Campsall (page 228). In 1646, Godfrey Copley, 
of Skelbrooke, Esquire, late Recorder of Doncaster, being adjudged a 
delinquent, and thereby made incapable of any place of judicature by 
ordinance of Parliament, the Corporation are ordered to make choice of 
another fit person, and chose William Armitage accordingly (page 134) 
We here get a faint echo of the great Civil War. In 1722 it is ordered 
that the Corporation welcome George Bradshaw, the Recorder, who has 
come to reside in the town, by the drinking of 4 dozen of wine (page 188) » 
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The office of " Chamberlaine " was established in 1588 (page 14). 
The functions of these Officials, who were elected from Members of the 
Corporation, included the duties of collectors and treasurers to the 
Corporation, and their accounts are of frequent recurrence. 

To the " Town Clerk " we get but very slight reference, the earliest 
being in 1688-9 (page 151), three years after the first Charter of James II, 
which specially provided that the Corporation shall appoint a " Common 
Clerk ** of the Borough or Soke. 

The Sergeants at Mace were important functionaries, who executed 
the processes, not only out of the Mayor's Court, but also those out of the 
King's Exchequer. * The first reference to this Office is in 1578 (page 9), 
and afterwards these Officials figure with considerable frequency throughout 
the records. Other Officers who find a place in these records are Ale- 
tasters, Leather Searchers and Sealers, Wool Weighers, &c., &c. 

The references to the estates of the Corporation are, as would be 
expected, very numerous, and it is impossible to deal compendiously with 
these. They cover the Manors of Doncaster, Exthorpe, Sandall, and 
Bossington, mentioning such well known properties as the Water Mills, 
the Commons of Doncaster and Wheatley, the enclosures of Balby Moor, 
Sandall Beat, and at Rossington, the Low Pasture, the drainage of 
Potteric Carr, the Markets, and the Town Moor. The Water Mills 
are referred to in 1579-80 (page 10), and the Manor House at 
Exthorpe is mentioned as early as 1585 (page 11). In the introduction 
to the first Volume of the Calendar, reference is made to the frequent 
litigation in which the Corporation was formerly involved in regard 
to their Manors and Estates, and on page 11 there is an entry, dated 
1585, of the expenditure by Richard Thwaites, Mayor, of the sum of 
£286 2s. 9d., in regard to one of these trials, f Other references are also 
to be found on pages 68, 71, and 74. The boundaries of Exthorpe and 
Balby in 1562 are set out on page 67. The working of Exthorpe Quarries 
in the year 1720-21, and 1752, and the rebuilding of the Old Hall in 1756 
(page 227), are also mentioned. The entries having reference to racing 
are also numerous, and it is evident from that on page 70, and dated 2nd 
May, 1600, that racing on Doncaster Moor has now been practised for over 
three centuries, but it will doubtless be news to many that in 1615 the 
Corporation resolved that " for the preventing of suits, quarrels, murders, 
and blood shed that may ensue by the continuing of the same race, it is 
agreed that the stand and stoops shall be pulled up and employed to some 
better purpose, and the race be discontinued " (page 76). 

The place of meeting of the Council has been changed from time to

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time. In 1685-6 reference is made to the " Counsell House." Pre- 
sumably this is the Moot Hall, which formerly stood in Fisher Gate. 
* In 1588 we find it agreed that there be built, **in some convenyent 
place in French Gayt " a " House for a Gyld Hall of the said Borowe " 
(page 14). Later, the Town Hall is established in the Magdalens, where 
also is placed the Grammar School, occupying the site of the old 
Magdalen Church. 

Social pleasures and hospitality, as we shall have occasion to note 
later, formed a prominent part of Municipal life, and it would appear that 
some Inn in the Town, such as the " Three Cranes," was in the earlier 
years the scene of such festivities. But towards the end of the year 1719 
the Corporation determined to rent a house (page 181), and this only led 
up to the scheme for the Corporation possessing their own Mansion 
House, the land for which was purchased in 1739 (page 212). Other 
references will be found in subsequent pages to the erection and furnishing 
of the House itself. 

An interesting order will be found on page 71, dated 12th April, 1605, 
determining where the several fairs shall be held, the horse fair in one 
place, beast fair in another, sheep fair in another, and swine fair in 
another. 

Allusion is made to the drainage of Potteric Carr in 1618-21 (pages 
80 and 82), and in 1764-8 (pages 233-9). But, probably, no matter 
affords in many respects a better instance of enterprise and persistent 
endeavour than the action of the Municipality in relation to the River 
Don, in which they may be said to have had a valuable property, so far as 
related to the tolls which they were entitled to levy upon the goods passing 
up and down the river. Beginning in a very small way in 1691, by 
contributing £5 out of the common stock towards making the river Don 
more navigable (page 155), we find the Corporation in 1703-4 promoting a 
Bill in Parliament for making the Don navigable (pages 161-3), in 1721 
negotiating with the Corporation of Sheffield and the Master Cutler for the 
same purpose (page 187 et seq,), resulting in 1726 in an arrangement by 
which the charge of making the River Don navigable from the Holmstile 
to the Corn Mill Dam was assigned to the Corporation of Doncaster 
absolutely, the part of the Navigation from Wilsick House, at Barm by 
Don, up to the said Holmstile being treated as joint (page 199). The 
Corporation granted permission in 1728 to get stone at Exthorpe to make 
locks and works. In 1732-3 they support a scheme for uniting the two 
Companies of undertakers. Other schemes are to be noted in 1772 (page 
243), whilst in the year following the water mills are leased by the 
Corporation to the Proprietors of the Navigation. In 1780-1 we get

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references to the re-construction of the Mill Bridge. In 1812, and again 
in 1817, important schemes are brought forward for the improvement of 
the Navigation, and in the latter year the re-building of the water Mills at 
the joint cost of the Corporation and the Company. And so we are 
brought down to the year 1822, when sales and purchases at Long Sandall 
arising out of dealings with the Navigation are completed. Unfortunately 
the present Calendar terminates here, and the subsequent transactions 
cannot properly be referred to in this Introduction. 

To the construction of the old Waterworks in 1703 reference is made 
on page 159, and subsequently to that date orders will be found throughout 
the remainder of the records for the extension of mains to different parts 
of the town." 

Of the Rossington Estates of the Old Corporation there are many 
entries, but, inasmuch as these Estates have all now passed into private 
hands, reference to such in these records must be very brief. The 
building of the School, the re-building of the Rectory House, and on 
several occasions the disposal of the next presentation to the living are 
mentioned. In 1756, the Corporation, ** taking into account that incon- 
** venience may attend several members of the Corporation if the living of 
^'Rossington should become vacant by application by the Country gentle- 
** men for their votes, did order that the next presentation should be sold 
"* to the highest bidder " (page 226), and we find that, as a consequence, 
in July, 1756, the sum of £760 was realised. In 1819 there is an Order 
(page 285), that an agreement with Mr. Hall be prepared for the sale to 
him of the next presentation for £7,000, on which interest at 4 per cent 
is to be allowed during the life of the present incumbent. But this offer 
appears to have been modified in 1820 (page 287), to 5,000 guineas. 

(II.) Passing now to the second of the heads under which we have 
divided these remarks : — The rule of the community, the control of the 
trades, and the protection and development of the various interests of the 
community, whether religious, educational, sanitary, or social. In some 
of the standing orders already mentioned are contained regulations relating 
to the whole townspeople, and to that extent they should be included 
under this head. And, on the other hand, the ordinances entitled 
** Ordinances for the Government of the Town,*' dated 1656 (page 137), 
very largely relate to the Corporation only, but the following provisions : — 
{see the marginal notes) : — ** No owner nor occupier of any house to bring 
any stranger into town," ** Crimsall to be broken at Mr. Mayor's 
pleasure," **All fines and amerciaments by the leet jury to be disposed 
of by the house," ** All fines by breach of these Articles (except 
hefore excepted) to be sued for by the Chamberlaines," are of more

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extensive application ; as also are the following provisions to be found in 
the Ordinances of 1692 (page 152). ** That no foreiner, tradesman^ 
** artificer, or handicraftsman, dwelling within the said towne or burrough 
*' of Doncaster, and not free of the same, at any time hereafter, directly or 
'* indirectly, shall set up his trade or open his shopp and expose his wares 
'' and commodityes to sale within the said towne and burrough untill he 
'' hath compounded with the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the 
"same for his freedom and liberty to trade," under penalties. Power is 
given to the Sergeants at Mace to *' distreine " for such penalties. Under 
the same heading may be placed the rule (page 137), that the Mayor shall 
refuse to grant any license for brewing or tippling to any who shall send 
their com to grind /rom the Corporation Mills, except in time of flood. A 
freeman guilty of this offence is to be disfranchised. Many instances are 
to be found of the action taken by the Corporation for an infringement of 
this regulation, more especially in respect of their tenants, both within 
and outside the borough. 

But there can be no doubt that the most interesting regulations to be 
found in this Volume are those prescribed by the Corporation for the 
various trade guilds of the Town. These will now be published in full 
for the first time, and comprise regulations for the following Guilds or 
Companies : — 

" Butchers," 1610, William Armitage, Mayor (page 14), and 

revised in 1686 (page 90). 

" Glovers," 24 Eliz. (1682), Richard Thwaites, Mayor (page 

21), revised in 1665, Edward Kirk, Mayor (page 27). 

** Blacksmiths, Lawriners, Cutlers, and Hardwaremen," 

1655-6 (page 29), revised 1685 (page 96), when the following trades 

are added : — " Spurriers, Swordslipers, Pewterers, and Brasiers." 
" Weavers, Walkers, and Shermen," 24 Eliz. 1682 (page 34)^ 

revised and extended to ** Lynning Drapers, Dyers, Upholsterers, 

Weyvers, Walkers, and Shermen," 1656-6 (page 39). 

** Cordwainers and Shooemakers," 1682 (page 83), revised 1658 

(page 88). 

" Taylers," Jasper Justice, Maior, 1693 (7), fpage 127;. 
The regulations in the above " Compositions " have many provisions 
in common, and of these the following summary, taken from the Butchers' 
Compositions, may be treated as typical. (The occupation of a Butcher 
throughout is called indifferently a "mystery," a ''science," and an 
"artifice.") The company are required at the meeting, to be held on 
Easter Tuesday, to elect W^ardens, Governors, and a "Bedle," and if the 
Company fail to agree on a Warden then the Mayor is to appoint. The 
qualification to be of the Company appears to be an apprenticeship of 
seven years, the payment of certain fees, the keeping up and maintaining 
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of a house in the Towne, and the baaring of all ordinary and extraordinary 
charges, such as watch, warde, scott, and bott. The condition under 
which ** forrigners " or strangers may trade in the town are laid down. 
Amongst conditions specially belonging to the trade of a Butcher are the 
regulations relating to the time and mode of killing and dressing carcases. 
In the Glovers composition and in that of the Cordwainers and Shooe 
Makers, it will be noticed that the Company shall, at all times when 
commanded by the Mayor, bring forth their "pageant of Corpus Christi 
play in good order," under a penalty. This is a significant instance of 
how much more slowly the religious practices of the Reformation spread 
over the Country than did the political effect of that movement, for deeds, 
Numbered 48 and 50 in Vol. I. of the Calendar, show that the Church 
property of St. Mary Magdalene had been secularised in 1556-7, though 
the pre-Reformation practice of the celebration of Corpus Christi survived 
in the year 1582. 

The compositions of the Blacksmiths, &c., prohibit any man setting 
up his trade in the town unless he be of the age of 21 years or above, or 
be married and dwelling with his Wife in the said Town, and ** payeth all 
such dues and duties to the Church, the State, and the poor as shall be 
imposed upon him." 

Several of the compositions contain lists of the persons then pursuing 
their trades and being of the Company at the time, and later in the 
records from time to time appear similar lists. In 1703 the Corporation 
order the Recorder to add another by-law restraining butchers, barbers, 
and other tradesmen from exercising their trades on Sunday, and also for 
furnishing all persons that shall on that day use any work by carrying 
water, " for filling of brewing of vessels," or other work, save work of 
necessity and charity. 

In course of time the exclusive privileges granted to the various trade 
guilds began to be used oppressively, and the intervention of the 
Corporation was called for. For further reference to this interesting 
matter, the reader's attention is directed to the entries on pages 202, 204, 
206, 208, 213, and 223. 

The jurisdiction exercised by the local Courts is illustrated by many 
examples in this Volume of the Calendar, but more particularly is this the 
case with the entries to be found in Volume II of the Courtiers, com- 
mencing on page 103. From these it will be observed that the Manorial 
Court took cognizance of offences relating to the damage of the wells, 
pavements, sewers, and ditches of the town, as well as to the service due 
by the Tenants of the Manor to their Lords.* 

The most frequent entries to be found of the proceedings of the

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Magistrates relate to larcenies, for which offences the delinquents, male 
and female alike, were generally ordered to be stript to the waist and 
publicly whipped from one well known point in the town to another. In 
the same Volume will be found one or two Coroner's inquisitions, the one 
on page 105, in its quaint diction, at once direct and pitiful, being 
particularly interesting. 

The Chubch has a prominent place in these records, and the 
connection between it and the Corporation in the days gone by is brought 
out in a most interesting manner. The first reference to the Church 
appears on page 9, under the date 1577, when it is determined that the 
Church reckonyngs shall be taken *' upon the holly dayes in Christinmaa 
week, that is to say, the 30th day of December," and the Churchwardens 
are at the same time appointed. From that time forward it will be found 
that the Churchwardens' accounts are regularly submitted to the Cor- 
poration, and many of the items furnish much interesting reading. 
Immediately following the above entry, we find the Corporation apparently 
acting as a final court of appeal in the vexed question of sittings in the 
Church, and that in such delicate circumstances as affecting the position 
of certain ladies : — Eobert Haken's Wife, Richard Thwaites, and William 
Hudson's Wife " shall syt " fthe language is imperative^ ** and remayn in 
the staull that Mrs. Smyth dyd Syt in," and John Snell's wife ** shall goe 
and remayne and syt in the staull when as she was first placed by the 
Churche Wardens." In 1711 orders are given as to locks and keys for 
the doors of the four ancient pews in the Church belonging to the 
** Common Council Men." * And in 1716 (page 173) an order is made to 
cover the seats of the Mayor and '* Alderesses " in the Church with new 
cloth, and in 1724 (page 193), orders are given to admit no other persons 
into the seats ** except the collector and supervisor of Excise." Other 
entries relating to these seats are to be found on pages 229, 260, and 271 
— whilst in 1768 (page 229), the Corporation paid £6 13s. 4d. to the 
Churchwardens for the newly-erected stalls or pews in the South Gallery 
of Doncaster Church, for the use of the Schoolmaster and the Scholars of 
the free Grammar School of Doncaster. Of the Church Bells, the earliest 
record is in 1679, on page 10, In 1574 (page 56), an arrangement is made 
for keeping the *' Cloke and shyms " (the clock and chimes), in order. 
And an order with regard to the same matter will be found in 1663 
(page 145). 

The earliest reference we find in these Volumes to any connection 
between the Corporation and the Clergy of Doncaster is in 1619 (page 81).+

the Chamberlains for his fortnightly pains in preaching in our Church 
upon the Sabbath Day, so long as the Corporation shall think good." On 
the 17th May, 1639 (page 126) the Corporation agree that, " as it is now 
much indebted- and so not able to continue so large contributions and 
pensions as formerly, the lecturer's pension fof the present shall be £26." 
This decision would appear not to have given satisfaction, for in December 
a deputation is appointed to attend the Archbishop to arrange the stipend 
for Mr. James Hutchinson, for his pains to preach, "who is commanded 
to us by His Majesty to be our Lecturer," and a few days later the 
Corporation send an interesting letter (page 126), agreeing to pay a stipend 
of £50 until the preacher be otherwise provided for, ** or that God do send 
us a new Vicar, who, we hope, will be able to teach us without any charge 
to us." In 1666 (page 143), it is agreed that John Jackson, the then 
Yicar, shall be paid by the Chamberlains the sum of £10 at Michaelmas 
next and £10 at Lady Day as a gratuity for his great pains in his calling, 
and this grant is renewed on the following year. This gentleman is in 
1690 appointed Kector of Eossington (page 161). The next entry having 
reference to the Vicar of Doncaster is in 1707 (page 167), when the 
Chamberlain is ordered to pay Mr. Dujon 40s., **of which he is out of 
pocket for printing his Sermon of the Union, at the request of the Cor- 
poration, and for his expenses at the loading of wood given for his house.'* 
The same gentleman in 1708 is paid two guineas for his two sermons 
preached on the Mayor's election days in 1707 and 1708. In 1820 (page 
287), it is resolved ** that 10 guineas yearly be allowed to the Eev. John 
Sharpe, Vicar of Doncaster, for his services as Chaplain to the Corporation, 
in lieu of the present allowance of one guinea." In the Churchwardens 
Accounts for 1569-70 (page 42), there is an item of 13s. 4d. for Mr. 
Fenton ** for certain chests and the organ case." After this we hear 
nothing further of organ or organist until the year 1732 (page 208). In 
1739-40 (page 213), the Corporation appoint an Organist, and other 
appointments follow in 1744, 1755, and 1807. In 1718 (page 174), the 
Corporation contribute towards buying communion plate for the use of the 
Church, 

In the old days Churches were frequently made use of for what in these 
days would be deemed secular purposes, and so in the present case we 
find frequent mention in the early days of payments made to companies of 
strolling players, belonging to certain noblemen, for " playing in the 
Church." The first of such entries appears under the "Beckoning of 
Alderman Byrks, in the year 1674-5 (page 64), paid to Lord Monteagles 
men for playing in the Church 10s., and similar payments are to be found 
to " my Lord Worcester's players," my Lord of Hunsden's players, 
et alia. 
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It would not be a complete account of the connection between the 
Corporation and Church if the following two extracts were omitted. The 
first is taken from a loyal address to King Charles II, dated 1681 (page 
149), which concludes in the following terms : — ** Wee can truly say 
without boas tinge that wee have neither in our town nor Corporation one 
dissenter from the present Government of Church and State, being all, 
dread sir, Tour Majesty's most dutifull and most loyall subjects and 
servants." But, alas ! eleven years after it is recited, ** 22 June, 1692. 
Whereas it appears there is a design to set up a meeting house in this 
Town, wee unanimously declare our dislike and detestation of it, and that 
wee will oppose it by all lawful means and stand by the magistrates in 
what they shall be advised to do in this matter" (page 155). This is 
signed by the Mayor and 33 others. 

• The dealings of the Corporation with poverty, both before and after 
the Poor Law system was established, furnish interesting reading. 

The references to the various Municipal Charities are numerous. In 
some cases the Wills or other instruments founding such Charities are 
copied into the pages of the Courtiers. 

In like manner the history of the Grammar School is fairly written in 
these pages, the earliest reference to which is in the year 1568. In 1811 
(page 276), we find the Corporation appointing not only a master of the 
** Grammar School " but also another person master of the " English 
School." This last mentioned School was discontinued in 1822 (page 291). 
To complete the record of the connection of the Corporation with 
education, as exhibited in these Courtiers, we should refer in the first 
pla.ce to the entry on page 122, dated 1628, where it is agreed that 
William Mancknall, son of Eobert Mancknall, shall have 20s. every 
quarter for two years towards his maintenance at Cambridge, upon his 
good behaviour and carriage, from the town's revenues, whilst in 1815 
the Corporation subscribed 100 guineas towards the establishment of a 
national school for the instruction of the poor children of Doncaster, the 
Mayor having agreed to allow that sum out of his salary in consequence 
of no dinner having been provided for the judges at the last assizes (page 
201). As in some degree connected with the subject of education, may be 
mentioned the grant recorded in 1817 (page 283), of ten guineas towards 
the establishment of a savings bank for the Town and vicinity, and the 
purchase in 1819 of the site of the Old White Hart Inn for a public 
library and news room (page 286), in which undertaking the Corporation 
took shares to the amount of £500, the price of the site (page 288). 

In connection with the sanitation of the Town, we find significant 
reference to the visitation of the Town or the District by the terrible 
scourge, the plague, in the years 1582-3 (page 59), and 1592 (page 65), 
(on which latter occasion it is agreed that those who go to Howden Fair 
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*' shall either be stayed from their dwelling houses or have their houses 
shut up ; and also have all such wares and merchandizes or other stuff as 
they shall there buy stayed and not suffered to come within this town 
until further order be taken therein.") On page 71, by an entry, dated 14th 
May, 1614 (? 1604), provision is made *' if it please God to visit the town 
with sickness so that the market be not kept and the fair holden at St. 
James's Tide *' ; and on page 72 we find that in 1605-6 Hugh Childers is 
allowed his disbursment for relief of the poor ** in the time of the visitation 
of the Plague in Doncaster," £234 15s. 6d. 

In the year 1646 (page 132), "Articles of Misdemeanour" are 
exhibited against Eobert Ince, Mayor of Doncaster, he having visited an 
infected house at Swinton where his child was, and having afterwards 
brought the child and nurse to Doncaster, the child afterwards dying of 
the plague and the nurse being ill thereof, and yet the Mayor both denied 
the facts and declined isolation. For these offences he was removed from 
the office of Mayor, and disabled from thenceforth to hold any office. Nor 
can we wonder at this severity when we consider that at the outbreak of 
the plague in London in 1603 it is estimated that 38,000 people died, in 
1609 11,786, in 1626 36,000, and in 1664-5 68,596, out of a population of 
460,000 of whom two-thirds are supposed to have fled. 

Of the maintenance and repair of highways and streets and bridges, 
the scavenging of streets, the construction of sewers, the carrying out of 
Street improvements, and the 'extension of water supplies to various parts 
of the Town, the entries are so numerous that it is not possible to do much 
more than refer the reader to the Calendar itself. Amongst matters 
curious and interesting, it may be just mentioned that the paving of the 
Market Place in 1682-3 is mentioned on page 65, whilst in the same year 
(page 59), payment of 12d. is made ** to the Paviour's Wife for wattering 
the payment." Whilst scavenging is mentioned at a very early date, a 
scavenging rate of Id. in the £ is not laid until 1727 (page 201). Rights 
of way are carefully guarded (pages 218 and 267). From 1726 forward 
many Town Improvements are undertaken. The Corporation took a 
substantial part in promoting the construction of various Turnpike roads. 
Street Lighting is mentioned in 1764 (page 236), again in 1801 (page 266), 
and Gas in 1819 (pages 284 and 287). In 1803 (page 267), it is ordered 
that the Corporation subscribe 20 guineas towards raising a fund for 
paying the expenses of inoculating poor Children with the Cow Pox. In 
1812 (page 278), a lease is granted for 99 years of a piece of land near 
Friars Bridge for the erection of Public Baths, at the yearly rents of 5s., 
and in 1816 (page 282), a yearly charge of 3 guineas is made for water for 
the Baths. The exact purport of the following entry is not quite clear. 
** 13th April, 1819. Resolved that 160 guineas be subscribed by the 
Corporation in aid of the proposed subscription towards defraying the 
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expenses of erectiog the intended Vagrant Office and Lodging House, 
according to the plans provided at a vestry meeting held on April 12th " 
(page 284). No further reference to this scheme is to be found in the 
pages of this series of the Courtiers. Is it possible that a model lodging 
house was in contemplation at such an early date? A fanciful mind 
might possibly discover in the following the embryo of our Municipal 
Tramways : " 1803. — Ordered that three Sedan Chairs shall be provided 
by the Mayor, at the Corporation's expense, for public use, and also great 
coats and belts for six men to carry the same ; and a Committee is to 
regulate the chair business, and fix the rates and fares." 

The reputation for hospitality and a love of good cheer, which has 
survived even to this day, will be found fully justified in the pages of this 
Volume. One of the circumstances which appears to have given most 
frequent occasion was the itinerary of the Judges on assize, and we can 
readily imagine the Mayor and his brethren going forth to the confines of 
their jurisdiction to meet the Judges with their assemblage of javelin men, 
officials, and lawyers, all on horseback ; and afterwards accompanying 
them to the Town of Doncaster, and there, with ready servitude, attending 
these august Representatives of justice. The first entry relating to this 
matter is on page 57, in the year 1578-9 ; — " Three gallons of wine to the 
Judges, Gs ; wine delivered to the Judges. at their return, 68. 6d." In the 
same year (page 58), we find the Lord President of the Council of the 
North entertained according to the following items : — '* Paid to them that 
" went with my Lord President's carriage, Ss. 4d. ; paid to the Waits for 
** their gowns, 26s. 8d. ; wine and apples to my Lord President, 6s. lOd. ; 
" sugar biscuit and 'caryvaies ' to my Lord President, 9s., <fec." In 1619 we 
find the Mayor is allowed £7 to expend on this entertainment.* Prior to the 
erection of the Mansion House these treats were given at some Inn, such 
as the Three Cranes. It would appear that about that time some of the 
Members of the Council had no objection to participation in the treat, but 
were not so ready to undertake the labour of attending the Mayor to meet 
the Judges, and on the 28th of May, 1821, it is ordered that tickets be 
given out to those invited to sup, at Rossington Bridge, and such Members 
as shall not go there or beyond Top Hall shall not be admitted to sup" 
(page 184). In 1758 (page 229), it was ordered that the Judges be enter- 
tained at the Mansion House. The reason why the Corporation made 
this order was in compliment to Lord Mansfield as being the Lord Chief 
Justice of England, but it provides that for the future the Judges shall be 
entertained in the usual manner. On the occasion of these visits, it will 
be seen that the Corporation often sought a little extra-judicial advice from 
the Judges, as in the case of their trouble with the trades guilds, and in one

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instance the Judge is directed to explain to the Corporation and the 
Burgesses what the relative rights are as to the election of the Mayor, and 
to admonish them to hehave quietly and orderly in the future. Other 
occasions for feasting presented themselves naturally on such occasion as 
proclamations, coronations, declaration of peace, and the celebration of the 
victories of our armies, to all which reference will be made shortly. 
Parliamentary elections afiforded another occasion for hospitality, and 
the following entries appear in these days, when the dangers of ** corrupt 
practices" loom so large before the public eye, refreshingly naive (page 
200):— 

** 30th January, 1726-7. Ordered that Mr. Mawhood and others see that 
'' the freeholders have horses ready for them, and to summon them on 
'* Thursday next to go to York to vote for a Member of Parliament for the 
"County** (page 201). "24 August, 1727. Ordered that at the next 
** election for Members of Parliament the poorer sort of freeholders shall 
" have horses found them, and their expenses allowed at the charge of the 
'* Corporation at 7s. 6d. per man for those that will vote for Sir Thomas 
** Wentworth and Mr. Turner ; and that two pieces of roast beef, to be 
"eaten cold, and two barrels of ale be provided against Thursday 
" morning, when the freeholders are to set forward." " 31 August, 1727. 
" Ordered that the beef, which was bought to be eaten for breakfast by the 
"freeholders who promised to go to York to vote for Sir Thomas Went- 
" worth and Mr. Turner on the morning they were to take horse, be eaten 
" this evening by the freeholders at o'clock ; and that 40 gallons of ale 
" be provided to be then drunk, there being no opposition to the said 
" Gentlemen." In 1733 the Mayor is authorised, with as many Aldermen 
and Common Councillors as think fit to attend, to canvass the freeholders 
for their votes for Sir Rowland Wynn (page 209), and in 1784 the Cor- 
poration, on the occasion of the dissolution, approve the parliamentary 
conduct of " Henry Duncombe, Esq., and William Wilberforce, Esq.," as 
being truly constitutional, and appoint a Committee to solicit the votes of 
the freeholders for these gentlemen, with power to spend £100 on the 
election (page 254). Beading these entries, one can only wonder what 
would have been the experience of Doncaster in these days if the Cor- 
poration had succeeded in that part of their application for a charter in the 
year 1614 (page 74) : — " To purchase if we can a place for two burgesses 
in the Parliament House." As soon as the Corporation had completed 
the erection of their Mansion House they set about the furnishing in a most 
curious manner, presenting the freedom of the Borough in exchange for 
articles of furniture, table linen (page 221), silver (page 224), and other 
matters. The Cook also became a personage of importance (page 202), 
and eventually an institution there, as in 1803 (page 268), it is ordered that 
the Mayor shall hire the " fat cook at the Angel," called Winterbotham, to 
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be a Cook at the Mansion House, upon the same terms as the other two 
women kept there. This part of the subject may end appropriately with 
the last entry in Volume IV. ** 29 August, 1822. Ordered that a pipe 
of port and a hogshead of sherry be purchased into the Mansion House *' 
(page 291). 

Amongst illustrious personages upon whom the honorary freedom of 
the Borough was conferred, we have the following: — Thomas, Earl of 
Maiton, in 1735, the freedom being presented in a gold box ; Viscount 
Downe, Marquis of Granby, and Marquis of Bockingham in 1751 ; Lord 
Eardley ("without paying anything"), 1803 * ; the Prince of Wales 
(afterwards George IV), and Duke of Clarence (afterwards William IV), 
in 1806, on the occasion of their visiting the races, when the freedom and 
addresses were presented to the Princes at their Lodgings at Mr. Wm. 
Lindley's House, in South Parade, in Gold boxes by a deputation of the 
Council ; and Admiral Sir William Sydney Smith in 1810, the freedom being 
presented in a box of '' heart of oak." As some acknowledgment of the 
foregoing courtesy, we find that in 1804 Lord Eardley presented the Cor- 
poration with a picture of George III. This, with the picture of the 
Marquis of Bockingham presented in 1805, are now on the walls of the 
Mansion House. 

III. When we come to that part dealing with the bearing of these 
Eecords upon our national History we at first feel much disappointment. 
Of the revolt of the Catholics of the North in the year 1569, when the 
Earls of Northumberland and Westmoreland led a large following as far 
as Doncaster ; of the Spanish Armada in 1587-8 ; of B^ng Charles I first 
visit to Doncaster in 1631 on his way to Scotland, and of his second visit 
in 1644, when he stayed at the Three Cranes and attended the Parish 
Church, the Mayor preceding him bearing the mace ; of the Civil War, 
and later of the Eevolution, we get no mention in these records. Such 
references to matters of national importance as we do get are to be found 
principally in the loyal addresses, of which a somewhat interesting series 
will be found throughout the Volume, and in the orders given as to 
celebrating events. 

Of the first visit of King James I to Doncaster on his passage through 
from Scotland we have mention in a memorandum on page 71, from which 
it appears that the King gave the Mayor, for the poor of the town, the 
sum of £4. Whether the Mayor considered this sum hardly an adequate 
token of Kingly munificence one cannot say, but against it the Mayor 
shows an expenditure of £8 10s. Od. It would appear that on the second 
occasion of the King's visit he received his own again with usury. For 
on page 76 it is ordered that " the Aldermen provide scarlet gowns and 

• It is also recorded that in 1804 Lord Eardley took the oath of a Common 
Councilman, so that he became actually a member of the Corporation. 
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the burgesses black gowns to meet and attend the King at his conaing, 
against which time £40 in gould, and a comely purse to put the same in, 
to be provided and presented to his Majesty." 

The loyal address to King Charles II, to which reference has already 
been made, was presented in the year 1681, following close upon the series 
of alleged Popish plots, the professed discovery of which by Titus Oates 
and his confederates had so greatly inflamed the public mind, and in such 
address the Corporation allude to '' the malitious popish designs and other 
seditious opposers of the peace." 

To Marlborough's victories in Flanders reference is made in an order 
in 1706, " That only 20 gallons of ale be ordered to the Hall, to be drunk 
on the 27th instant, being the day appointed for Thanksgiving for the 
great victory obtained by the Duke of Marlborough over the French and 
Bavarians in Flanders at the village of Bamillies " (page 164). 

The Coronation of George I was celebrated by the consumption of 4 
dozen of wine and 80 gallons of ale, viz. : — 20 gallons at the Butcher Cross, 
20 gallons at the Wheat Cross, 20 at the Maudlens Cross, and 20 at the 
Town Hall (page 171). 

With the recent proclamation of King Edward VII still fresh in our 
minds, our readers will read with interest the steps taken for the due 
proclamation of King George II (page 200), and his subsequent coronation 
in 1727 (page 201). There is no record of the accession of George III, 
but the proclamation of King George IV (page 286), and his coronation 
(page 289), were celebrated with considerable pomp and circumstance. 

In 1783, what is described by an eminent historian as one of the most 
unscrupulous coalition governments known to history,* endeavoured to 
deal with the constitution of the East India Company, and the Bill was 
received with a general popular outcry, which enabled the King, George 
III, to exert his influence in the Lords to secure the defeat of the measure 
and to require his Ministers to deliver up the seals of office. William 
Pitt, the younger, was called by the King, but, finding himself in a hopeless 
minority, appealed to the Country, with the result that he was returned by 
an overwhelming majority. It was at this juncture the Corporation of 
Doncaster (5 March, 1784, page 253), presented an address to the King, in 
which, referring to the foregoing circumstances, they balance with a nice 
dexterity the King's " just prerogative '* against the ** real and constitutional 
right of the other two branches of the legislature" in a manner which 
compels our admiration. In the same year Pitt carriiBd his India Bill. 

In 1792 the agents of the French Kevolutionary Government were 
actively engaged in negotiations with the ** United Irishmen " in Ireland 
and the so-called ** Constitutional Clubs " in England to arouse a spirit of

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revolutioQ in this Country, and the steps taken to counteract this are 
the text of the address to the King in 1792 (page 258). In June, 1793, 
a sum of 40 guineas is voted for the relief of the distressed French 
Clergy who had taken refuge in this Country from the Involution. In 
February of the same year France declared war on England, and later the 
French Armies were driven back from the Netherlands, when 10,000 
Enghsh Soldiers, under the Duke of York, joined the Austrians in 
Flanders, and so in November of that year (page 260), a further sum 
of 60 guineas is ordered to be layed out in buying " flannings," or other 
necessaries, ** for the use of the British Army now serving on the Continent 
under the Duke of York." But the tide turned next year. France broke 
up the coalition against it. Napoleon was emerging into prominence, and 
gradually England was to find itself in a state of, what would be now 
called, splendid isolation. So in the year 1794 the Corporation voted 600 
guineas toward providing men for internal defences. It dined 5 troops of 
*' cavalry" at the Mansion House, and provided a stand of Colours with 
the royal arms for the Company of Yeomanry Cavalry, raised in and near 
Doncaster (page 260).* 

In 1797 occurred the most critical period in the history of English 
banking, rumours of invasion were prevalent, and, as a consequence, runs 
were made on provincial banks, some of them failed, a state of panic set 
in, which, extending to London, caused such a demand for cash on the 
Bank of England that an order of the Privy Council, issued on Sunday, the 
26 February, 1797, prohibited the Directors of the Bank of England from 
paying their notes in cash until the sense of Parliament had been taken, 
and Parliament afterwards agreed that the restriction should be continued 
for six months after the signature of a definitive treaty of Peace. At this 
crisis the action of the Corporation deserves respect, for on the 3rd March, 
1797, they ** being highly sensible of the responsibility of Messrs. Cooke, 
*' Childers, Swann, Ellison, and Co., Bankers in Doncaster, ordered that 
*' the Corporation accept their notes and bills in payment without drawing 
'' any more cash from their Bank than can be avoided; and the Corporation 
*• earnestly recommended others to do the like." They also order this 
resolution to be published. 

At the commencement of 1798 the Corporation resolved to subscribe 
1000 guineas for the service of the state at a time " when our inveterate 
"' enemy threatens to invade us for the purpose of overturning the 
*' Government and destroying the independence and liberty of our 
** Country " (page 262), and to carry out this vote they determine to use 
all frugality and economy and drop all future dinners and entertain- 
ments. In the same year they address the King in terms of strong 

* Daring the year 1795 the Corporation were making special grants to relieve the 
distress of the poor (page 260-1). 
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loyalty. Again, later in the same year, they vote a weekly payment of £5 
towards the Infantry Corps. 

In 1803 the Corporation tendered another address on the occasion of 
the threatened invasion of England, and then proceeded to vote £500, viz. : 
£100 to the Yeomanry Cavalry and £400 to the Volunteer Infantry (page 
268). In 1804 smaller sums were voted for the relief of the wives and 
families of such of the Volunteers in the Doncaster Troop as needed relief, 
and for the refreshment of the Volunteers when the colours were presented 
(page 269). The enumeration of the various Patriotic Grants from this 
date forward might only weary the reader, who will find them all duly 
recorded in the pages of the Calendar. In December an address is 
presented referring in suitable terms to the glorious victory of Trafalgar 
and the death of Nelson (page 272). In 1807 the Corporation, after 
paying Dr. Chorley £50 for his cost of recruiting for the Yeomanry 
Cavalry, undertake, with the subscription of the inhabitants, to support 3 
companies of Volunteer Infantry on condition that the gentlemen and 
inhabitants of the lower Division of the Wapentake support 4. 

In 1811 the Corporation present an address to the Prince of Wales on 
his appointment as Eegent; and again in 1812 on the occasion of the 
assassination of the Prime Minister, the Right Hon. Spencer Percival. In 
June, 1814, a general illumination, a public dinner, ball, and supper were 
determined on to celebrate the Peace of Paris. At the same time 100 
guineas was voted for providing public entertainment for the labouring 
classes (page 279). The Battle of Waterloo in 1815 claims 100 guineas 
from the Corporation for the relief of the families of the fallen (page 281). 

In bringing this introduction to a conclusion, it is interesting to note 
one more instance of the manner in which history repeats itself. In 
October, 1802 (almost exactly 100 years ago), the Corporation appointed a 
Committee to examine their titles and records respecting their manors, 
and especially the Manor of Long Sandall with Wheatley, and to have the 
assistance of some able ** antiquarian " in translating any old Latin grants 
or deeds that may not be perfectly understood by them, and to advise 
with Counsel on the construction and meaning thereof (page 266). If the 
Committee of that day had carried out their work thoroughly, not only 
would much have been accomplished which has fallen upon the present 
generation, but the work could have been carried out more perfectly, and 
-at less cost, than has been possible to-day. In the century which has 
elapsed, how much has been lost to us through neglect and decay it is 
impossible to estimate. We can only judge partially from the imperfect 
•condition of our records ; and, so far, we know them to be considerable. 
Much has been effected by the Corporation of to-day in this work, and at 
■considerable cost, of which the 4 volumes of Calendar now issued to the 
public supplies but partial evidence. But still there remains material 
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which needs careful treatment if it is to be preserved for future generations^ 
and we may be permitted to express a hope that no considerable time will 
be allowed to elapse before the task has been fully completed.

*' Whereas the towne of Doncaster is an ancient burgh 
and market towne corporate by the name of Maior 
Aldermen and Burgesses and that within the same there 
is alwaies (time whereof the memory of man is not to 
the contrary) hath beene divers and sundry ancient 
laudable and very necessary customes aswell for and 
touching the better government and rule of the com- 
monweale of the said towne and alsoe for and concern- 
ing the publique welfare and private commoditie of all 
and every the ancient and honest artificers and other 
occupyers of sundry trades and occupations inhabitinge 
and dwellinge within the same burgh or towne.

(8). ** Item if any person of the said Company of 
Butchers doe sett upp his occupation within the said 
towne and doe not keepe upp and maintain e an house 
within the said tow^ne and beare all ordinarie and 
extraordinarie charges as watch warde scott and bott 
as other neighbours doe he shall forfeit and pay for 
every such offence to the use of the Maior Aldermen 
and Burgesses of the said towne lOs. and to the use 
of the said Company other 10s. to be levied as 
aforesaid. 

(9). " Item every person or persons which hath served 
as an apprentice at the said occupation within the 
said towne by the space of seaven yeares and doth or 
shall sett upp his occupation within the said towne 
shall first pay to the Wardens of the Company to the 
use of the said Company of Butchers before he doe 
sett upp his occupation within the said towne 2s. and

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(21). " Item that the wardens of the said Company of

(9). "Item if any person or persons which hath served 
as an apprentice at the said occupations by the space 
of 7 yeares within the said towne and (sic) doth or 
shall sett up his occupation within the said towne 
shall first pay to the wardens of the said Company of 
Weyvers Walkers and Shermen before he doe sett up 
his occupation 2s, ^ and to the Maior for the time being 
i2d., to the clarke of the courte for enrowlinge his 
name 6d., to either of the serjants ^d., and to the use 
of the Maior and Comunaltie of the said towne 12d., 
and for default of paiment of the said severall somes 
to be levied by distresse as is aforesaid. 

(10). '* Item that no farriner or stranger shall sett up 
his occupation within the said towne or soake unlesbe 
he shall first bring a suf&cient and true certificate 
under the hands of 3 knowne men of creditt witnessing 
his honest life and good behaviour which certificate 
shall be allowed for good by the Maior for the time 
being his brethren and commons and shall after that 
and before he shall be allowed to occiipie the said 
scyence pay to the use of the Company 20s., to the 
Maior for the time being 3^. ^d., to the clarke of the 
courte for enrowlinge his name 6^., to either of the 
serjants Qd., and to the use of the Maior and 
Comunaltie of the said towne 20^. to be levied as is 
aforesaid. And if any such person shall occupie the 
said occupation before the whole contents of this 
article be fulfilled and done that then it shall be 
lawfuU for the wardens of the said Company to shut 
up his or their shop windowes untill the contents of 
this article be fully fulfilled to all intents. 

(11) . ** Item that the said Company of Weyvers Walkers 
and Shermen shall at all times heerafter when they 
shall be commanded by the Maior in his name or in 
the name of his deputie for the time being of their 
owne proper costs and charges bring forth their two 
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severall pagiants of Corpus Christ! play in good order 
and after such manner as they have beeno accustomed 
heeretofore to doe. And after default thereof to forfeit 
to pay {sic) to the use of the Maior and Comunaltie of 
the said towne 40s. to be levied of the goods and 
chattels of the wardens of the said Company for the 
time being to be levied as aforesaid. 

(12). " Item if any person of the said occupation of 
Weyvers Walkers and Shermen doe retaine any 
person to his jorneyman for lesse space then for one 
whole yeare according to statute in that case provided 
he shall forfeit and pay to the use of the said 
Company for every such default 6s. 8^. and to the 
Mayor and Comunaltie other 6s. 8^. to be levied as is 
aforesaid. 

(13). '* Item that every jorneyman being hired for one 
whole yeare as is aforesaid shall pay to the said 
wardens of the said Company yearly towards the 
amendment of the pavements and highwaies about 
the said towne 4J. of good money to be levied as 
aforesaid. 

(14). ** Item if any stranger or farriner of the said 
Company of Weyvers Walkers and Shermen not 
dwelling within tne liberties of the said towne doe 
fetch any worke of the inhabitants of the said towne 
to worke the same without the liberties of the said 
towne he shall forfeit for every time so offending to 
the use of the said Company of Weyvers Walkers 
and Shermen 3s. id, to be levied as is aforesaid. 

(15). " Item it is agreed that all such persons as is 
alreadie married and hath beene apprentice at the 
same scyence 7 yeares and doth keepe an house and 
payeth scott and lott as other neighbours doe and is 
not alreadie free of the said Company of Weyvers 
Walkers and Shermen that every such person shall 
pay 6s. 8d. before he or they shall be permitted to 
occupie any longer. 

(16). ** Item if any of the said Company of Weyvers 
Walkers and Shermen doe receive into his or their 
houses any man or woman's stuffe to worke and doe 
not worke the same as it ought to be done or purloine 
any of the said goods the partie soe offended shall 
complaine to the wardens of the said Company and 
they shall cause the offender to make recompence 
according to the fault alledged against him. 

(17). ** Item that the wardens of the said Company of 
Weyvers Walkers and Shermen doe and shall yearly 
collect gather and receive all such fines amerciaments 
and somes of money whatsoever as is or shall be 
during the yeare growing and coming of any person 
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for any ofifence before remembred to the use of the 
said Company or to the Maior and Comunaltie by 
reason of this composition and order and thereof at 
their yeares end render and give a just and true 
account unto the said new wardens of the said 
Company next following and yeeld and pay the 
arrearages of the same unto the new wardens 
immediately upon the said accounts or els to forfeit 
and pay to the use of the said Maior and Comunaltie 
the dubble value or sume of so much money as can 
be proved by the testimony of 2 honest witnesses to 
have beene by them received and not accounted for. 

(18). ''Item it is agreed that the said bedle for the said 
Company for the time being shall have authoritie and 
full power to levie gather receive and take all such 
fynes amerciaments and paiments and somes of 
money by distresse or otherwaies as shall be by 
reason of any the premisses aforesaid due and to be 
paid and the same somes soe levied and had to pay 
and deliver over to the wardens of the said Company 
for the time being and the said wardens to give and 
allow the said bedle for his paines and travell therin 
such recompence as to their discretions shall be 
thought meete.

** Forasmuch as it appeareth by the articles compositions 
and agreements above mentioned that there hath beene 
formerly granted by the Maior and Commons of this 
Burrough and Towne of Doncaster unto certaine 
inhabitants of the same towne of the trades and 
occupations of Weyvers Walkers and Shermen certaine 
customes liberties priviledges franchises and prehemi- 
nences for the better maintaining of themselves and 
their families and for the better enabling of them to pay 
such dues and duties as were from time to time to be 
taxed and assessed upon them and also for divers other 
good ends and purposes as by the above mentioned 
articles it doth plainely appeare. And forasmuch as the 
said customes and priviledges have beene for divers 
yeares past neglected disused and forborne to be put in 
due execution as they ought to have beene done to the 
great losse damage and hindrance of the said occupiers 
of those trades and to the utter disabling of divers of 
the said tradesmen not onely for bearing their neighbourly 
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shares and proportions of taxes and assesssments to be 
imposed upon them but also from maintaining of 
themselves and their families. And whereas the 
inhabitants and tradesmen of this towne of Doncaster 
of the severall trades and occupations of Lynning 
Drapers Dyers Dphoulsters Weavers Walkers and 
Shermen have appeared in this house and have humbly 
and earnestly requested and desired that the customes 
priviledges and preheminences which have heeretofore 
beene granted and allowed unto those tradesmen which 
have used and exercised such like misteries and 
occupations may likewise by the authoritie of this house 
be granted allowed and confirmed unto them ; Thomas 
Easine now Maior of the said towne of Doncaster 
together with the full free and unanimous consent 
assent and agreement of the Aldermen and Common 
Councell of the same towne doe hereby fully and freely 
confirme rattifie and allow all the said customes 
franchises preheminences and priviledges unto the said 
tradesmen of the severall occupations of Lynning 
Drapers Dyers Uphoulsters Weyvers Walkers and 
Shermen so far forth as they shall not be contrary nor 
repugnant to the established lawes customes and 
constitutions of this Commonwealth of England and 
noe further. 

And it is further ordered concluded and decreed by the 
said Maior Aldermen and Capitall Burgesses of the said 
towne now assembled and the said Maior Aldermen and 
Capitall Burgesses doe ordaine constitute and appoint 
for themselves and their successors for ever in manner 
and forme following viz. : 

(1). ** First that all the inhabitants being houshoulders 
within the said town using or exercising the mistery 
trade or occupation of a Lynning Draper Dyer 
Uphoulster Weyver Walker or Sherman shall from 
henceforth be and reputed to be accounted to be one 
company to be called the Company of Lynning 
Drapers Dyers Uphoulsters Weyvers Walkers and 
Shermen within the said towne namely Eobert 
Armitage Marmaduke Lacie Robert Triggott Bobert 
Bell senior Richard Speight John Lacie Robert 
Marshall Robert Fixby Thomas England James 
Ogden Robert Bell junior and Thomas Crosland and 
all such other as doe or heerafter shall use and occupie 
any the misteries trades or occupations of Lynning 
Drapers Dyers Uphoulsters Weyvers Walkers or 
Shermen within the said towne shall from henceforth 
assemble themselves together yearly and every yeare 
at the common hall of the said towne callea the 
Guildhall or at some other fitt and convenient place 
upon Thursday next before the feast of Easter and 
then and there by the most voices of that Company 
then assembled shall ellect and chuse of and amongst 
themselves 2 honest subtantiall and fitt persons to be 
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the wardens and governours of the said Company of 
Lynning Drapers Dyers Uphoulsters Weyvers Walkers 
and Shermen. And shall also upon the said Thursday 
yearly and every yeare ellect and chuse of and 
amongst themselves another fitt and meete person to 
be bedle of the said Company. And the said persons 
so ellected and chosen to the said places and offices 
shall stand and continue in the same for one whole 
yeare next following the said ellection and shall 
further proceed according as is expressed and declared 
in the articles above mentioned. Provided alwaies 
that they do not heerby act anything which shall be 
contrary nor repugnant to the lawes and constitutions 
of this Commonwealth as is aforesaid. 

(2) . * ' It is likewise ordered and agreed that no tradesman 
of the said occupations of Lynning Drapers Dyers 
Uphoulsters Weyvers Walkers and Shermen whether 
they be inhabitants within this towne or that they 
doe dwell and inhabitt elswhere shall at any time goe 
up and downe this towne hawkeing any of their wares 
to sell upon paine for everyone soe offending to forfeit 
and pay for every such offence 55. the one halfe to the 
use of the Maior Aldermen and Burgesses and the 
other halfe to the use of the said Company to be levied 
by distresse. 

(3). ** Item it is ordered and agreed that noe forriner nor 
stranger shall from henceforth be made free of the 
said Company untill such time as he have ^ven 
securitie unto the Maior for the time being and the 
Justices of Peace of the said towne for the savings 
harmlesse from any charge to be brought upon the 
said towne and parish by any such stranger upon 
paine to forfeit for every person soe made free the 
some of 20$. to the use of the said Maior Aldermen 
and Burgesses to be levied of the goods and chattels 
of the wardens of the said Company by distresse as 
abovesaid. 

(4). " Item it is alsoe ordered and agreed that the 
wardens of the said Company shall cause their said 
bedle to give notice to every freeman of the said 
occupations that they give their attendance at the 
common hall of the said towne at all times when- 
soever publique warning shall be given by the common 
bellman for the ellecting and chusing of any common 
councell man called the foure and twentie upon paine 
to forfeit by the said wardens for every time so 
neglecting lOs, to be levied by distresse as abovesaid. 

(5). " Item it is lastly concluded and agreed that the 
wardens of the said Company shall yearly make their 
accounts the same day that the new wardens are 
ellected and chosen and shall thereof give timely 
notice unto the Maior for the time being of the 
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particular time and place of their said accounts to the 
intent that it may appeare unto the said Mr. Maior 
that they have delt truly and faithfully in the execution 
of their said place and office according to the true 
intent and meaning of the abovesaid articles and 
agreements. And shall thereupon pay and deliver 
over before the said Maior the surplussage being found 
in their hands of so much money as shall belong 
unto the said Company of Lynning Drapers Dyers 
Uphoulsters Weyvers Walkers and Shermen to the 
new wardens of the said Company and the residue to 
the said Mr. Maior for the use of the said Maior 
Aldermen and Burgesses as is before expressed upon 
paine to forfeit and pay to the use of the said Maior 
Aldermen and Burgesses for every time so failing the 
sume of 20s. to be levied of the goods and chattels of 
the said wardens so offending by distresse as aforesaid.

Whereas through 
the improvident letting of long and unreasonable leases 
to unworthy persons at very low rents the revenues of 
the borough are small and mean and insufficient to 
defray the continual charge and taxation imposed upon 
the same '' yet esteemed by great persons as it seemeth 
by some sinister report amongst ourselves" to be of the 
annual value of 500 marks a year which far exceeds the 
true value. And whereas the said borough is greatly 
overcharged by an exceeding number of poor and 
impotent ^ople more than the inhabitants can maintain 
whereby is like to ensue the ruin of the borough. 
Therefore be it enacted that no lease shall be made of 
any lands belonging to the Corporation (except such 
lands as have been improved in annual rent to the half 
worth thereof) before the chamberlains or two other 
discreet persons shall have viewed the same lands and 
made their return in writing stating what buildings with 
their appurtenances are upon the said lands how many 
acres of meadow pasture arable and wood they contain 
and also of the common of pasture thereto belonging 
with the number of cattle horses and sheep for which 
common of pasture appertains and the same lands they 
shall so rate and improve ** to the highest, best and 
uttermost value " so that upon every lease thereafter to 
be made the moiety of the said improved rent shall be 
reserved in the name of an annual rent and for the 
other moiety of the said improved value not so reserved 
such sum shall be taken to the use of the Corporation as 
they shall think fit in the name of a fine ; no lease to be 
granted for a longer term than 20 years and no lease to 
be granted in reversion unless the lease in being be 
within three years of determination. 

Forasmuch as by " penynge " of leases without learned 
counsel the Corporation have not bound the lessees by 
the proper conditions requisite for the common profit of 
the said Corporation *' and forasmuch as there be many 
undutiful and unthankful tenants " who through the said 
carelessness have more liberty than is fit and who stand 
very obstinate towards the said Corporation be it enacted 
that no lease be hereafter granted to any such undutiful 
or unthankful tenant nor to such as have not been ready 
in doing their " services bownes and workes " except 
special suit of such obstinate person be made. Be it 
further enacted that all leases shall be made under 
reasonable profits for the best commodity of the 
Corporation and that every lease with a rent of 5s. or 
above shall be first drawn on paper by the mayor's clerk 
" if he have then any such of skill to do the same " and 
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in default, by the Eecorder's clerk and shall then be 
examined by the Recorder on behalf of the Corporation, 
he taking from the lessee 3^. id, and that then such lease 
shall be engrossed on parchment the lessee contenting 
the Mayor or the Recorder's clerk therefor. 

And whereas divers persons occupying tenements at will 
and having no lease in writing extant whereby evil 
disposed persons may hereafter challenge their holdings 
to be their own lands be it enacted that all such tenancies 
at will shall be ended and determined and that hereafter 
no lands be let at will but only for term of years ; a 
register book of leases to be kept. Signatures follow. 

Fol. 121, 27 February, 31 Elizabeth [A.D. 1689] . There was this 

day objected certain articles against Francis Copley, 
alderman, for unjust dealing '' not beseeming a good 
townsman" in the suit of Mr. Pudsey against the 
Corporation and also for his contemptuous behaviour 
towards the Mayor. 

First, Mr. Copley was *' dealer " in Mr. Pudsey's suit 
against the town and should have had part of the town's 
lands for his pains ; and that one John Ogden offered to 
Mr. Birkes for his goodwill to further the said suit 40/., 
and told him Mr. Copley should see him paid the same 
for that he was *' in councell " with Mr. Pudsey. And 
Mr. Maples did then and there affirm the same to be 
true as one Mr. Goare told him. Also that Mr. Copley 
suffered his son-in-law Mr. Wentworth to assault the 
Mayor's officers in his own house which officers were 
sent by the Mayor to bring the said Wentworth before 
him and allowed him to rescue himself from the said 
officers without taking order according to the law for 
his appearance before the Mayor. Also the said Mr. 
Copley harboured in his house in contempt of the 
Mayor's commandments a minstrel whom the said 
Mayor had lately punished for his ** roguish behaviour " 
and ordered to depart the town to the place of his 
dwelling. Also Mr. Copley committed to ward one 
John Mylner, a constable, and kept him two days 
'' against bail," although the same was offered. Also 
Mr. Copley, an alderman and justice of the peace, 
rescued his son-in-law Wentworth who was arrested by 
the Mayor's sergeant and prosecuted an action of 
battery against the said sergeant to the damage of the 
Corporation of 20 marks. Also Mr. Copley commanded 
to ward Edmund Thwaites, alderman, the Mayor's 
deputy, coming to his Copley's house he then being 
innkeeper of the Bully to pacify and take order for a 
breach of the peace made by the said Wentworth who 
made an affray upon the said sergeant in Mr. Copley's 
house. *' Finally the said Mr. Copley doth usually to 
the disgrace of the mayors for the time being cross and 
stop their proceedings against the inhabitants of this 
town in punishing them by imprisonment for their 
contempts, by colorable granting of supersedyasses and 
binding of them to the peace." 
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All these articles being considered, the Mayor and 
Commonalty declared the said Mr. Copley to be unfit to 
have the place and office of alderman and justice of the 
peace or to be admitted into the common council house. 

It is therefore enacted that he be debarred discharged and 
utterly disfranchised of and from the office place and 
title of an alderman and justice of the peace of this 
borough both in name and in deed and also of and from 
his alderman's robe and tippet and his alderman's place 
in the church. Signatures.

Earl of Shrewsbury, one of the Privy Council and our 
especial good lord desires to have brought before him 
our ** grand charter" (by which we think he means the 
charter of King Henry VII.) to be perused by his 
lordship, we with one consent agree thereto humbly 
requesting that his lordship ** do not debayte of any 
matter concerning the said charter before Francis Copley, 
gentleman, Francis Maples, alderman, Henry Bingley, 
Mr. West and their adherents." If his lordship be not 
satisfied by the Recorder in all points concerning the 
charter the Mayor and Common Council agree that the 
said charter be perused by Mr. Justice Clynche, Mr. 
Justice Walmesley or Mr. Waterhouse "if it please his 
lordship to take his advice." 

FoL 125 dors, 11 September, 32 Elizabeth [A.D. 1590] . Whereas we 
on Friday 28 August last " in a chamber at the sign of 
the Harte in the borough of Doncaster," in the presence 
of the Earl of Shrewsbury, signed a writing on paper 
" through the urgent means and persuasions of certain 
persons then attendant of the said Earl," which persons 
declared and read to us that the contents of the said 
writing did only purport that we would account the said 
Earl as our head steward in such manner as his father 
was accounted and not otherwise ** we the said parties 
do utterly declare and protest by our very consciences 
by these presents that in that intent and meaning only 
and none other we the said day and place did subscribe 
our names and with open words at the said time of our 
subscription did protest and declare our consents to be 
given to his lordship to be accounted our head steward 
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or honourable patron to speak or write in the causes of 
our Corporation in Parliament or elsewhere and to that 
purpose only that the said now Earl and his honourable 
father were reputed amongst us and called our high 
stewards as divers other corporations do the like towards 
honourable personages." 

The said Earl, after the death of his father, was called to 
be our high steward without patent and without any 
prejudice to the government of our town or the mayoralty 
or recordership to which office of recordership the 
corporation have always elected without consent or 
knowledge of the Earl or his ancestors. And we protest 
that by our abovesaid subscription we never consented 
that the office of recorder should be anyways impeached 
or that the election thereto be anyways divested from 
the Mayor and Corporation. If any words to that effect 
were inserted we protest the same were contrary to our 
consents and contrary to what the said attendants 
declared and read to us. 

Fol 126, 11 September, 32 Elizabeth [A.D. 1590] . We the under- 

signed with the previous signatories and divers others of 
the Common Council about one hour before the matters 
contained above were dealt with, were called before Mr. 
Mayor in the chancell (sic). The Mayor proposed to us 
that my Lord of Shrewsbury's pleasure was to know 
our final answer whether we would acknowledge him to 
be our steward and we gave our final answer that his 
lordship should be our high steward as his ancestors 
had been and not in any other manner (see entries on 
fol. 42 of the Courtier). 

23 September, 32 Elizabeth [A.D. 1690] . Agreed that the 
then Mayor and all succeeding Mayors should have and 
occupy half the water mills according to a lease made 
by the Corporation to John Lewys " from the Tuesday 
next after Michaelmas day after the election at 12 
o'clock of the same day until the Tuesday next after 
Michaelmas day then next following." 

Fol 127 dors. 27 February, 33 Elizabeth [A.D. 1591] . Agreed that 
Thomas Harrison, Mayor, Eichard Thwaites, deputy, 
Thomas Usher and Bobert Isot, aldermen, shall obtain 
and borrow on their bond 20Z. for one whole year and 
that the Common Council shall in like manner obtain 
amongst themselves 40Z. for the like time to be em- 
ployed in and about ** the stablishing of the Mayor of 
this town and the confirmation of the usages and 
government." And it is further agreed that the deputy- 
mayor, all the Aldermen and Common Council shall 
pay as they may be assessed towards the discharge and 
satisfaction of the said 60Z. lent for defence of the said 
cause. If more money shall be borrowed for despatch- 
ing the said business the Deputy-mayor, Aldermen and 
Common Council shall in like manner contribute to- 
wards the same by like assessment and finally that for 
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all money that has been heretofore paid, borrowed or 
lent towards the cause all such persons as have not 
paid according as they were rated either by bond or 
payment of money shall in like manner be assessed and 
pay their assessments behindhand.

don, Lord Chamberlain of her Majesty's Household is 
elected and constituted high steward of the borough for 
term of his life at the annual fee of 6/.

the Council's letters to Mr. Justice Clynche and as they 
threaten the said Mayor that he shall answer their 
wrongful imprisonment in some other place. 

It is agreed that whatsoever suits shall be hereafter 
commenced by the said imprisoned persons against the 
Corporation or any of its officers the same shall be 
defended and answered at the town's charge. It was 
also agreed that Eichard Savage and Frances his then 
wife (at the request of our very good lord the Lord Darcy 
and in consideration of his honourable favour always 
shown to us) shall have a lease of the benefit or right to 
be taken of all com and grain coming to this market to 
be sold the townsmen only excepted To hold for their 
lives *' at such rent as his lordship shall set down."

order set down on 12 November last should continue in 
force saving that the money and fines are to be collected 
by the chamberlains and by them employed for the 
amending of the bridges and other things within the 
said town. 

16 May, 36 Elizabeth [A.D. 1693] . Agreed that the jury 
shall according to ancient custom " walk about " Long 
Newton and present defaults and if anv suit shall grow 
about the same the charges thereof shall be defrayed by 
the Mayor and Commonalty and in like manner for all 
other trespasses and offences by whom the same shall 
be done in any place within the ancient liberties of the 
town and soke {sic ; meaning obscure). 

FoL 137. 27 May, 36 Elizabeth [A.D. 1693] . Agreed that the 

goods of Francis Barwicke impounded at Wheatley for 
amercement for a matter in Long Newton supposed to 
concern the title of the Mayor and Commonalty shall 
be repaired and the charges so far as the title of the 
town shall prove to be in question, be maintained by 
the Mayor and Commonalty. 

FoL 140. 26 January, 36 Elizabeth [A.D. 1694] . At the Common 

Council then held it was established that so much of 
the Act made the 17th of January, 31 Elizabeth [A.D. 
1689] entered on fol. 119 d., as concerned the letting 
of leases in reversion and the fees therein reserved for 
the recorder shall be void ; and it is agreed as follows : 

(1). That the Mayor and Commonalty may make leases 
for 20 or 21 years in reversion so that such covenants 
are introduced as are hereafter set down in this book. 
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(2). " That the council house shall be boarded and 
seated and that there shall be a tree or two, as need 
is, felled at Bossington and brought home to be 
wrought for the same." 

(3). That none hereafter be mayor of this borough 
except he has been chamberlain and of the common 
council for at least four years. 

(4). That the said house being seated everyone of the 
said aldermen and common council shall, at their 
assembly take and keep his place, there being first 
made known to him and appointed as foUoweth, viz. : 
— that every alderman shall take and have his place 
(the Mayor being first set) according to his antiquity 
saving the justices which are to sit next unto the 
Mayor by reason of his authority of justice and that 
everyone of the Common Council shall be placed in 
like manner according to his antiquity of that place 
saving those which have borne the office of chamber- 
lain who are to be placed above the rest by reason of 
that office." 

(5). That none of the Common Council at their assem- 
blies do speak until the question be propounded by 
the Mayor or such as he shall appoint, '* and then to 
answer with reverence everyone in his place, to such 
matters as shall be then in question," except upon 
special request he be allowed by the Mayor. 

FoL 143, 16 May, 36 Elizabeth [A.D. 1594] . Agreed at the Com- 

mon Council that every person inhabiting within this 
town, before he be elected one of the 24, take upon him 
the oath of a townsman and pay for his freedom such 
fine as the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council shall 
set upon his head, to be bestowed at their discretions. 
Memorandum of several elections of freemen follows. 

The same day in the Guildhall Thomas Storthes, one of 
those so elected, was chosen one of the Common Coun- 
cil to fill up the number of the 24, in the place of Jasper 
Justice, now Mayor. The names of those present at 
the election follow and against each name is written 
either S or B or 0. 

A memorandum states that those marked with the letter 
S " gave their voices with Mr. Storthes " and were 30 
in number; those marked with the letter C, for William 
Cowlinge and were three in number ; and those with 
the letter R, for William Bichmond and were 19 in 
number. There were seven absentees. 

Fol 143 dors, 20 August, 36 Elizabeth [A.D. 1594] . Agreed at a Com- 
mon Council held in the Guildhall that Robert Gryoe, 
one of the waits of this town, be displaced from the said 
office because be has sued the Queen's writ out of the

The White Friars of 
Doncaster and others who were tenants of Alverley to 
Lord Scrope did ever pay 6d, a year to Exthorpe and 
Balbye for their way entering on Balbye Moor till Hugh 
Wirrall, Esq., took a lease of Alverley and has ever 
since denied payment of the said rent. It is agreed by 
the assent of the Mayor and Commonalty of Doncaster 
that half a " rowde " of land now in the tenure of 
Bichard Wentworth be laid to a balk going from Balbve 
Oak to Exthorpe to enlarge the said balk and the 
inhabitants of Exthorpe and Balbye shall pay yearly 
for the same ground 4a. to the said Richard or whoever 
else shall be tenant of the same ground. 

It was presented that the manor house of Exthorpe was 
in decay ** in timber four pannes one mantle tree and 
eleven pair of sparres and many lattes."

To put in a clause to ride yearly the bounds of the soke 
of Doncaster.

FoL 241 dors, 6 June, 1615. Forasmuch as it appears by divers accidents 
and inconveniences past that the race on Doncaster 
Moor has brought and bred many jars and suits which 
tend to the great damage and prejudice of the corporation, 
and quarrels and inconveniences have by occasion of this 
race oeen stirred up. Therefore for the preventing of 
suits, quarrels, mumers, and bloodshed that may ensue 
by the continuing of the same race, it is agreed that the 
stand and stoops shall be pulled up and employed to 
some better purpose and the race be discontinued.

Memorandum that Hugh Childers, alder- 
man, in this mayoralty, did grant an arrest against one 
Cordall Savill, gentleman', at the suit of William Barrow;

mayor and his sergeant in an action of battery, wherein 
the said Savill was cast and Mr. Childers had a verdict 
against him, but Savill dying soon after, much indebted, 
the said Hugh Childers could not get his charges.

places either in open standings or covered stalls. 

31 May, 1622. Memorandum that whereas William 
Levett, gentleman, behaved himself '* unreverently " 
before the mayor and the rest of the company by 
speaking these words, viz. : .*^ Mr. Armitage, although 
that some heare may seem to flatter you, I will not 
flatter you."

That this day in the afternoon on going from the house 
of her master George Browne she heard John Squire, 
who lives next to William Broughton, say " Will no one 
go in I am afraid ; William Broughton's maid is slain, 
for I heard a gun go off and heard her shrieking." 
Whereupon informant went into Broughton 's house and 
saw Jane Sausby lying on the floor and would have laid 
a cushion under her head but she would not let her but 
bid her let her alone. Then informant and Elizabeth 
Steele helped her into a chair and the said Jane cried 
out, " her body, her body." And there was Peter 
Kidson, a young boy, standing in the corner by the fire 
crying and saying ** Woe is me, woe is me; I doubt she 
is killed." Then Jane Sausby casting her eyes several 
times upon the said Peter often said " I freely forgive 
him." She lifted up her hands and said " God forgive 
me my sins, for this is the death I am ordained to die ; " 
and she died about an hour and a half after she was 
helped into the chair. She had a wound in the upper 
part of her belly supposed to be made by the shot of a 
gun which this informant verily believes was the cause 
of her death. 

25 December, 1685. Information of Elizabeth Steel. 
That this day in the afternoon being set by the fire in 
her own house; her husband came to her and said 
<' What is the matter; I see persons coming into William 
Broughton's house." Whereupon informant went to 
the house and saw Jane Sausby tumbling on the house 
floor. Informant and Dorothy Holdsworth helped her 
into a chair. And there was Peter Kidson, a young boy, 
crying and saying " Woe is me, woe is me ; what must 
I doe; I am afraid she is dead." The said Jane several 
times casting her eyes upon Peter Kidson said, "I freely 
forgive him ;" and held up her hands and said " God 
forgive me my sins, for this is the death I am ordained 
to die." The said Jane died about an hour and a half 
after she was helped into the chair, having a wound in 
the upper part of her belly supposed to be made by the 
shot of a gun which was the cause thereof. 

25 December, 1685. Information of Richard Cooper 
That this day being sent for to view a wound made, as 
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was supposed, by a gun, in the body of Jane Sousby, he 
found the wound to be about half an inch broad, halfe 
an inch long and about three inches deep, which wound 
informant looked upon to be mortal and is very well 
satisfied that the said Jane Sausby died thereof in a 
very short time after. 

Recognizance for the appearance of Bichard Cowper, John 
Wright, Thomas Broughton, Dorothy Holdsworth, and 
Elizabeth Steel, for their appearance at the next assizes 
gaol delivery at the Castle of York to give evidence 
against Peter Eddson. 

Fol. 14 dors, 27 December, 1685. Examination of Peter Kidson. That 
Thomas Broughton, a young man about 16 years of age, 
nephew and servant of William Broughton of Doncaster, 
distiller, on Christmas day last about noon came to the 
examinant and asked him to go with him to his uncle's 
house to bear him company and that about two o'clock 
on the same day he went to the said house and seeing a 
gun or birding piece standing in the chimney comer 
examinant took it into his hand. The said Thomas 
Broughton bade him have a care, that she was charged. 
Examinant being about to set it out of his hands having 
hold of the gun with one hand about the middle and the 
other hand on the stock towards the butt end, it suddenly 
went off without any means used by him (unless the 
trigger caught his clothes) and did the mischief to Jane 
Sausby. 

Recognizance for the appearance of the said Peter Eidson. 

Fol. 15. 25 December, 1685. Inquest held at Doncaster. The 

jurors say that Peter Kidson being in the dwellinghouse 
of William Broughton of Doncaster, distiller, took in his 
hands a gun charged with powder and shot and without 
any apparent cause the said gun exploded and the shot 
entered the belly of the said Jane and caused a mortal 
wound half an inch long half an inch wide and three 
inches deep of which wound the said Jane died. The 
jurors further say that the said gun is worth 4s. and is 
in the custody of Richard Watson, one of the constables 
of the town of Doncaster.

At the general sessions of the peace held 
at the Guildhall complaint was made by Elizabeth 
Carver of Loversall that her dwellinghouse is in very 
bad repair and that she cannot remain dry in her house;

a fitting and convenient dry lodging room. 

24 June, 1686. A bill is charged to William Pettinger for 
105. due to Elizabeth Baynold for keeping Pagden's 
boy, viz. : Is. 6d, for schoolwage. Is. for wool for 
stockings, and Is. for cloth for neckcloths ; in the whole 
13s. 4d. 

A bill is charged to him for 6s. Sd. due to Elizabeth Wand 
for a quarter's salary for Pagden's girl, viz. : Is. 6d. for 
school wage, 2s. 6d, for shoes and shoe mending ; in the 
whole, 10s. Sd, 

28 June, 1686. A bill is charged to John Vicars for a 
quarter's salary due to Thomas Walker for keeping 
Scholey's child.

parted. About an hour after being a prisoner, at the 
suit of Mr. Henry Washington (by the procurement of 
the said Becket) the said Becket, with Jane his wife and 
Anthony his son, went with informant to the gaoler's 
house, and as well at Oxley's and as they were going to 
the gaoler's house, the said Becket gave him several 
threatening words and the said Jane cast a can of ale in 
his face and said they would.be revenged on him, with 
several other threatening languages and words ; where- 
fore informant is afraid of some bodily harm. 

Fol 20. 22 May, 1686. Information of Benjamin Allen. That 

William Mockson has several times and not on market 
days hawked from house to house and sold several 
parcels of woollen cloth called " carsy *' within the town 
of Doncaster and gave out several threatening and 
opprobrious words against informant and assaulted and 
beat him. 

22 May, 1686. Information of Benjamin Allen. That 
William Growther has several times and not on market 
days hawked and sold several parcels and quantities of 
woollen cloth called ** Carsy " within the town of 
Doncaster and gave this informant several threatening 
and opprobrious words and assaulted him. 

FoL 21, 24 August, 1686. Information of George Tyas. That 

Margaret the wife of Thomas Bidgell cast a stone at 
him whilst he was on his own doorstead which fell on 
his cheek near his left eye and made a great cut and 
cast him backward and said she had given him a rogue's 
mark and would give him another. 

4 September, 1686. Information of Elizabeth Carr. That 
on the 1st September last she was about to give 
information against Eneas Thomas for some words 
spoken by him against John Bevell, Esq., and Mrs. 
Martha Foxcroft, when the said Eneas, in Mr. Copley's 
house, having a rapier by his side said ''Goddamn thee; 
if you say aught against me I will stab thee." Informant 
further says that she is afraid of some bodily harm 
being done to her by the said Eneas or someone acting 
under him. 

Fol. 22. 2 October, 1686. Letter of John Ramsden to Nicholas 

Curtis, mayor: — Anne, wife of Farmery Mawe, has 
given information before me that Anthony Beckett the 
younger and William Becket in August last unlawfully 
broke and entered the house of the said Farmery Mawe 
in the parish of Hatfield and committed several 
misdemeanours and disorders there; which persons 
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being inhabitants of the soke of Doncaster and being 
unwilling to interfere with the corporation, I therefore 
desire that you will issue your warrant to arrest the said 
offenders and bind them over to the next Barnesley 
sessions which will be owned as a civility by the justices 
at large. 

2 October, 1686. Warrant by the mayor for the arrest of 
the said Anthony and William Beckett. 

Examination of Edward Watson who 
says that this day he and John Wand, going to thresh 
together at the parsonage, saw some turkeys in the 
parsonage garth.

seal of England and under the seal of the Duchy of 
Lancaster demanded toll of strangers. Upon demanding 
toll of William Parker and Bobert Cooper several times 
within the six weeks, they beat informant in a most 
violent manner, threw him down, pulled quantities of 
hair from his head and threatened to knock his head off. 
The constables are therefore ordered to arrest the said 
William Parker and Robert Cooper and to bring them 
before the justices provided with sureties for their 
appearance at the next sessions.

two shall be elected mayor by the old mayor, aldermen 

and residue of the common council or the greater part 

of them. It is further ordered that all such persons as 

are now of the common council shall continue of the 

council during their lives unless for misbehaviour they 

shall be removed. And further that whensoever by 

death or removal the number of the common council 

shall be reduced to 24 the burgesses who shall continue 

of the common council shall not exceed the number of 

24 and that within the said towne the common council 

shall for ever consist of the full number of 24 persons of 

the most sufficient and honest burgesses and freemen of 

the said town who shall from henceforth be the common 

council of the said town as persons representing the 

commonalty. Yet nevertheless for a full pacification 

of all variances and that peace love and unity may be 

preserved in the said town and to avoid confusion and 

disorder it is ordered and decreed that when the number 

of the common council shall by death or removal be 

reduced the mayor shall cause to be assembled the 

aldermen and common council and all the freemen 

representing the commonalty of the said town and being 

residents and inhabitants within the same to choose a 

sufficient person from the said commonalty to be one of 

the 24.

Clynch. — Having made a decree for the. pacification of 
the troubles within the town of Doncaster and because 
you are acquainted with the matter we pray you as you 
pass your way to the assizes that you will cause the 
said order to be notified to the mayor and the rest of 
tbQ inhabitants s^nd commonalty of the town, enjoining 
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them very strictly to see the same hereafter observed 
and to leave all factions, partialities and divisions, being 
a most uncivil and most unchristian thing and will in 
the end be the overthrow of their town ; and to persuade 
them to submit themselves to the due performance of 
these our orders being set down with great regard and 
indifference for the general good and benefit of the said 
town. 

6 November, 1692. Letter from Lord Hunsdon, lord 
chamberlain, to the mayor, &c., of Doncaster. — I 
received your letter of the last of October. Touching 
the having of a recorder besides a steward, whereof it 
seems you have taken the advice of counsel, I leave to 
your own considerations to do what your counsel 
shall advise ; for I would be loth you should do 
anything to your prejudice or hindrance to your charter 
and liberties which for my part I will maintain to the 
uttermost of my part and so I doubt not my lord of 
Shrewsbury would have done if he had kept it ; but he 
finding, and belike fully persuaded, that you might not 
have both a high steward and a recorder, but one of 
them (for so go the words of your charter either to have 
a steward or recorder). Then you having made Mr. 
Stanhope your recorder before you had confirmed his 
patent, he was persuaded that he could not be your 
steward, and thereupon has returned my grant so that 
I am your steward still and do mean, God willing, so to 
continue. I have also received my half year's fee for 
which I give you my hearty thanks. One thing I would 
heartily wish amongst you which is, to agree together, 
not for any small matter to contend one against the 
other, for that will decay all your wealths — nothing so 
sure. Therefore, whensoever any variance shall happen 
amongst you, acquaint your recorder withal who, I am 
sure, will do his best to end them without contention of 
law. And if you hold this rule you will all prosper the 
better and your town will flourish to all your comforts 
and commodities.

(2). Also they shall in lyke manner then and there 
appoynte and chose one honest and fytt person to be 
beadle to the said Companye of Taylers and to wame 
the sayde Companye of the tyme and place of all their 
assemblyes and metinges by the commandement of 
the said wardens and to execute and do whatsoever 
shalbe to hym commanded beinge lawfull towchinge 
the said Companye. And yf such person so chosen 
beedle shall refuse to exercyse the same office or shall 
neclecte the commandemeate of the saide wardens for 
the tyme beinge shall forfett 28. for every defalt the 
one halfe to the use of the said Companye of Taylers 
and the other halfe to the use and behowfe of the 
Maior and Commonalty to be levyed by dystres. 

(3). Also the said wardens shall assemble the said 
Companye at the hall aforesaid fower tymes in the 
yeare that ys to saye ones in every quarter or oftner 
yf nede shall requyre for any good and lawfull orders 
and governmente to be taken for and towchinge the 
said Companye and so amongst themselves to set 
downe such good and lawfull orders as by them shall 
be thowght mete for the mayntenance of the said 
Companye so that the same orders be not hurtfuU or 
prejudiciall to the inhabytants of this towne but such 
as shall be good and lawfull and to be allowed by the 
Maior for the tyme being and the Comon Councell of 
this towne. 

Also yf any person of the said Companye do not 
come to the said assemblye or to the said wardens 
upon reasonable warnynge or somons geven to hym 
or them by the said beedle than (sic) then the said 
person so absentinge hymselfe without reasonable 
cause proved shall forfett for every defalt 12(i., the one 
halfe to the use of the Companye of Taylers and the 
other halfe to the use of the Maior and Comunaltie 
to be levyed by dystres. 

Also yf the said Companye of Taylers at their 
assemblye cannot agree upon the election of the said 
wardons that then the Maior of the said towne for 
the tyme being sliall nomynate two persons in maner 
and forme abovesaid. And the said two persons so 
nomynated by the said Maior shall be taken s^d 
reputed wardons of the said Company for that yeare 
then next to come in all causes as well as yf they had 
bene elected by the whole Companye. And yf any 
person so elected and nomynated as ys aforesayde 
shall refuse to take upon him the same office and 
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place that then every such person so refusynge shall 
forfett 65. Sd. the one halfe to the use of the said 
Companye and the other to the Maior and Comunaltie 
to be levyed as is abovesaid. 

(6). Also yf any inhabytante within this towne do take 
any tayler to worke in his howse other then such one 
as ys a freman and dweUinge in this towne of the 
said Companye shall forfet for every daye 2s. the one 
halfe to the use of the Companye and the other halfe 
to the use of the Maior and Comunaltye to be levyed 
tU supra. Provyded alwaies that yf any such 
inhabytante cannot have and get such a workman as 
he shall lyke of amongst the fremen and make his 
complainte to the said wardons that he cannot have 
such one that then yt shall be lawfull to take a 
stranger oneles the said wardens will procure hym a 
freman of the said Companye. And yf the said 
wardons shall appoynte or procure hym any such 
taylour as shall spoyle such garments as he shall take 
in hand and not hable to pay for the same then the 
sayd wardons to pay to the partie greved as moche 
for the said garmente or garmentes so spoyled as 
shall be thowght good by the Maior for the tyme 
being and twoo of his brethren upon fyne making at 
. their discretions and further punyshment at Mr. 
Maior his pleasure. 

(7). Also yf any of the said Companye will not obey 
the said wardons in all lawfull matters and orders 
maid and to be maid for the good of the said towne 
and Companye then every person so disobeying and 
not performynge the same shall forfett for every 
defalt Ss, id. the one halfe to the use of the said 
Companye and the other halfe to the Maior and 
Comunaltye to be levyed ut supra. And further his 
bodie to prison at Mr. Maior his pleasure, &c. 

(8). Also yf any person of the said Companye of 
Taylers do take to his or their apprentice any person 
for lesse terme then seven yeares that then every 
person therein so offending shall forfett and paye for 
every such defalt 405. the one halfe to the use of the 
said Companye and the other halfe to the Maior and 
Comunaltie, &c. 

(9). .Also yf any person of the said Companye of 
Taylers do set up his occupation within this said 
towne and doth not kepe and mainteigne an howse 
shopp or chamber within the said towne and beare 
and pay and all ordynarie and extraordynarie costes 
and charges as watche wayrde skott and lott as other 
neighbours do he shall forfett and paye for every 
such offence 20s. for every month to the uses 
abovesaid, &c. 
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(10). Also yf any person or persons which have served 
as an apprentice within this said towne at the said 
occupation hy the space of 7 yeres and doth or shall 
set up his occupation within the said towne shall 
first paye to the wardons of the same Companye to 
the use of the same Companye 3s. 4^^ before he do 
set up his occupation and to the Maior for the tyme 
being 12^/., to the clarkeof the courte for inrolling his 
name 12^/., to the Maior and Gomunaltie 12d, and to 
eyther of the serjants (xl. to be levied ut snina, 

(11). Also that no person or persons which were borne 
within this towne and have served as apprentice by 
the space of 7 yeares in some other place or places 
without the same shall set up his or their occupation 
within this towne untill such tyme as he shall bring 
a good and lawfull certyficate to the Maior and 
justices of this said towne thereby signyfying not onely 
his said service of apprentyshipp but also his good and 
honest behavyour which shall be allowed by the said 
Maior and Justices to be good before he or they do 
set up his or their occupation and shall then and 
there upon the same before the said Maior and 
J ustices paye the doble fee mencyoned in the artickle 
before for such as have served within the same towne.

(13). Also yt is ordered and agreyd that the beedle of 
the said Companye shall have aucthorytie and full 
power for his yeare to levye gather and receyve all 
such fynes amercyaments payments and somes of 
money by distres or otherwyse as shall be by reason 
hearof forfeyted and due to be payd and the same so 
by hym levyed and receyved to paye and delyver over 
to the wardons of the said Companye for the tyme 
then beinge. And the said wardons thereupon to 
geve and allow to the said beedle for his paynes and 
travaile therein such recompence as to their discretions 
shall be thought good upon payne and forfeyture for 
every defalt to be mayd by the said beedle in 
necklecting his said oflice and dutie the some of 6s. Sd. 
the one halfe to the use of the Maior and Comunaltie 
and the other to the use of the Companye to be 
levyed as abovesaid and his bodie to prison at Mr. 
Maior' 8 pleasure, &c. 
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(14). Also yt is agreyd that none shall set up his or 
their occupation of taylour within this towne oneles 
he be of the age of 24 yeares or above or inaryed and 
dweliinge with his wyfe in this towne or otherwise 
allowed by force of a statute in that cayce provyded. 

(15). Also yt is agreyd that all such as are alreadie 
uiaryed and have been apprentice at the said 
occupation by the space of 7 yeares and doth now 
kepe an howse within this said towne and payeth 
beareth and doeth skott lott watche wayrd and all 
other ordynarie and extrordynarie charges and not 
allowed to be free within the same shall before he be 
made free of the said Company come into the open 
court before the Maior and Justices and then and 
there shall pay unto the use of the Maior and 
Comunaltie 10s., to the use of the said Company 10s., 
to the Maior for the tyme being 12(1. to the clarke of 
the Court for inrollinge his name 12r/. and to eyther 
of the sergeants 6(1., and th(in and there to take such 
lawful 1 oathe as ys usual 1 for that purpose and shall 
be ministred unto them. 

(16). Also yt is agreyd that none of the said Companye 
of Tay lours shall set any to worke above 7 dayes 
oneles he be hyred for one whole yeare for meate 
drinke and wages or els be a f reman of the said 
occupation and dwellinge within this towne and the 
wardens for the tyme beinge to be privye to such 
enterteynment and hyringe before he shall set hym 
on worke for any longer tyme then ys aforesaid upon 
the penaltie and forfeyture for every braunche of this 
artickle beinge broken to paye for every severall 
defalt 20s. the one halfe to the use of the Maior and 
Comunaltie and the other halfe to the said Companye. 

(17). Also yt is agreed that no tayler dwellinge out of 
this towne shall fetche any worke at any man's howse 
within this towne upon paine of every defalte for hym 
that shall fetche the same to paye 6s. 8^/. and every- 
one that shall delyver the same 3s. 4r/., nor that any 
taylor dwellinge within this towne other then such as 
ys a freman within the same or the servant or 
apprentyce of such a freman shall fetche any worke 
as abovesaid under the lyke penaltyes to be levyed to 
the uses abovesaid, &c. 

(18). Also yt is agreyed that none of the said Companye 
shall worke at any man's house out of the towne by 
the space of 14 dayes next before Christmas Easter 
and Pentecoste yf they have worke within the towne 
and that they shall worke at the howse or bowses of 
townesmen yf they shall be thereunto requyred untill 
tenn dayes next bofore Christmas and Easter and 7 
dayes next before Pentecoste upon the pc naltie and 
forfeyture of every severall braunch of this artickle 
6s. W. to be levyed to the uses abovesaid. 
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(19). Also yt is ajjreed that the said taylors and every 
of them sliall upon reasonable request with their 
servants and apprentices havinge four dayes warnynge 
geven worke at the howse of any townesman unlill 
tenn dayes next before Christmas and Easter and 7 
dayes next before Pentecoste yf that they do not 
suffyciently prove (bona fide) that he or they weare 
at the tyme of such request maid alreadie promysed 
to a stranger and yf any of them shall breake promyse 
hearin without good and just cause proved then he 
and they offendinge in the same or in any parte of 
this artickle to forfet and paye for every severall 
offence hearin the some of Cw.

(1). That the mayor having sent a child to Swinton to 
be nursed there and it being reported that that town 
was visited with the pestilence and that the said child 
was dead of the infection, the mayor on 28 June last 
went with Brian Vincent, one of his officers, to 
Swinton to enquire the truth of the business and at 
his return reported to the inhabitants of Doncaster 
that the child was not dead nor was there any 
infection in Swinton, whereas in truth the infection 
was in the town and four persons died thereof, one 
in the house where the child was. 
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(2). That the mayor's child was on 4 July brought 
from a visited house in Swinton to Doncaster without 
the privity or consent of the rest of the governors 
thereof. 

(3). That at the coming of the child to Doncaster and 
the nurse acquainting the mayor's wife that she was 
not well and much feared that the house from which 
she came was infected and desired that she might be 
put into some convenient place *' till further trial was 
had," yet they were put in a house with two other 
families in the heart of the town. All this was 
concealed and not made known to any member 
thereof. 

(4). That on Friday 10 July the child's nurse 
acquainted them that she ho^ a rising under her arm 
and expressing herself more fully said she feared 
they were all undone; yet the mayor never acquainted 
any member of the town therewith. 

(6). That on the following day the child died of the 
infection it being spotted and having a swelling on 
the face. Upon its death two of the justices of the 
peace for the town went to the mayor and desired 
him to acquaint them with the truth of the business 
so that satisfaction might be given both to the town 
and country who told them ** in large protestations " 
that neither the house at Swinton out of which the 
child came nor anyone in the said town was infected, 
but that the child died from a natural disease. 

(6). That upon further enquiry three of the aldermen 
went the same day at night to the nurse to know how 
the case stood with them and they found she was 
dangerously sick and troubled with a casting and had 
a rising under her arm and great pain in her head. 
Perceiving these to be tokens of infection they went 
to the mayor and desired him to keep his household 
from going abroad until further trial was made both 
of his family and the town of Swinton yet the next 
morning contrary to his promise and the fidelity 
reposed in him he went abroad himself up and down 
the streets and sent for divers persons to his house to 
the great danger of those persons and of the whole 
town. 

(7). That he being further requested to keep himself 
and his family more retired and not to stir abroad, 
*'he being a public person," and being told it was 
expected he should be a good example to others and 
that he was sworn to endeavour the good of the 
corporation, yet on the Lord's day in the time of 
divine worship he sent or suffered his wife and 
servants to go abroad into the country. Being 
reproved for the same he answered that he would 
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justify their going, to the great teiTor and danger of 
the town and country and contrary to the great trust 
reposed in him. 

(8). That on Sunday 12 July two aldermen were sent 
to the town of Swinton to he informed of the state of 
that town in respect of the pestilence and finding that 
thre(i persons were dead and a fourth sick in the 
house fron) which the mayor^s child came and that 
there were at that tin)e six pei*sons dead and all 
unhuried in Rwinton they returned home and related 
the truth of tlie business to the mayor and the 
rest of the aldermen yet he "sleightly and scornfully" 
answered that he would not believe it for he knew 
there was no such thing. 

(9). .That about the 10th of May last when the garrison 
of NewMirk was delivered to the Parliament's forces 
and the soldiers who came from that garrison w^ent to 
their homes, the mayor received command by warrant 
from the commissioners about Newark that none of 
the said soldiers should be received or lodged in any 
town upon their march for fear of the infection, *• it 
being very vehement in the town of Newark," yet he 
not only suffered certain of the soldiers to lodge in 
this town for the space of a week but also entertained 
and harboured in his house one Thomas Ince, an 
inhabitant of Newark, and his wife, who came from 
there at that time, for divers weeks, to the great fear 
and imminent danger of the whole town. 

These articles having been read at a public meeting on 
July 17th, 1646, before the deputy mayor, aldermen, 
and common council, it was ordered that the said 
Robert Ince be removed from the office of mayor and 
be disabled from henceforth to hold any office.

be suflicient warning given by the mayor for the time 
being to the alderQien and burgesses for any assembly 
or meeting about the affairs of this corporation that 
then they the said aldermen and burgesses and every of 
them so warned shall personally appear at the place 
and time appointed and whosoever shall make default 
shall forfeit for the fii-st offence, 12d., for the second 
time 2s. and for the third time so offending 3s. 4^/. 
which said several sums shall be forthwith distreined 
for as they shall Ix^come due. And if the partie so 
offending do not shew a sufficient excuse for his 
absence, to be approved on by the house, the said 
distress shall be forthwith soulcf (except the owner 
will redeeme the same himself) and the overplus to be 
restored to the owner and the said somme so forfeited, 
the one half therof to be given to the poore and the 
other half to the use of the said company. And if 
any of the said company shall still continue obstinate 
and refuse to frequent the publique meetings being 
warned thereof as aforesaid that then every such 
person shall undergo the further censure of this house 
either by fine, suspention or expulsion as to the said 
house shalbe thought most fitt for such an offender.

Page 4'A. 28 June, 1704. Ordered that the difference between the 

Corporation and Mrs. Cowley concerning the con- 
struction of the will of Mr. Thomas Martin about the 
putting out of apprentices be referred to counsel to 
advise thereon. 

Ordered that an appearance in Chancery be entered for 
the Corporation and the rest of the defendants in the 
suit by Sir John Wolstenholme and others and that the 
suit be defended according to an agreement with the 

' freeholders of Exthorpe cum Balby made at a court at 
Exthorpe. 

Ordered that Mr. Halliday and others be a committee to 
agree with workmen to dig deeper and dress up the 
division ditch to be made by the corporation between 
Doncaster Moor and Wheatley Common not already 
sufficiently fenced in. 

Ordered that lOZ. be added yearly to the salary of Mr. 
Bland the schoolmaster to enable him to provide him- 
self with a good usher not concerned in any curacy in 
any church or chapel. 

Ordered that the chamberlain pay to Mr. Bland the 20s. 
yearly given to the use of the schoolmaster by Mr. John 
Marrow and the arrears thereof due since Mr. Bland 
became schoolmaster.

Page 456. 21 July, 1704. Ordered that the two new houses now 

building at Rossington for George Ingall and Thomas 
Drewry be covered with pantile, but the tenants are to 
fetch the pantile from Hatfield to Rossington. 

8 August, 1704. Ordered that the shoemakers stalls in 
the shoe market shall be repaired by the Corporation at 
their own charge and let for the best rent that can be 
got. 

Page 457. 12 October, 1704. Ordered that an address be presented 

to Parliament for making the river Don navigable. 
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30 October, 1704. Ordered that the chamberlains have 
power to take up a sum of money not exceeding 100/. 
towards obtaining an Act of Parliament for making the 
river Don navigable, the money to be paid to Mr. Alder- 
man Walker for that purpose who is hereby appointed 
to go to London to manage the same. 

Page 458. 29 November, 1704. Ordered that Mr. Thomas Glew and 

others shall go about the town to obtain subscriptions 
towards a water engine for quenching fire. 

Ordered that Mr. Alderman Edward Basset and Mr. 
Thomas Croft be added to the committee appointed to 
manage the business of the navigation. 

Page 460. 25 June, 1705. Order that a list of names of boys fit to be 

put out apprentices by Mr. Martin's charity be made and 
presented to Mrs. Alice Cowley, Mr. Martin's sister, so 
that she may elect five boys, and in case she does not 
vrithin ten days make her choice the corporation shall 
nominate and put them out. 

Ordered that Mr. Henry Bland, the schoolmaster, shall 
have 50/. yearly for his salary and that the 10/. added 
to his salary on 28 June, 1704, be taken off and that he 
shall enjoy Mr. Marrow's gift and *' Schoolmaster Acre." 

Page 461. 25 September, 1705. Ordered that the mayor shall have 

40/. in money and the tolls waifs estrays felons goods 
and all other allowances of late allowed to the mayor. 

5 December, 1705. Agreed that the mayor, justices and 
chamberlains shall buy the poor's cloth of their 
neighbours as good and as cheap as they can. 

Page 462. 29 January, 1705. Ordered that a list be made of the 

freemen admitted from 28 June, 1694 to 1 August, 1698, 
and from 1 August till this time and that the chamber- 
lains advance money for buying stamps for entry of the 
freemen. 

Order that the chamberlains pay 20/. to Mr. Arthur, the 
town clerk and solicitor towards the charges about our 
law suits and in Chancery. 

Page 464. 28 March, 1706. Resolved that the shoemakers shall pay 

rent for the stalls in the shoemarket, as follow^s : — 

Mr. Shaw, the present mayor, for his stall yearly 14s. ; 
13 more stalls on the same side and at each end, 125. ; 
eight more stalls under the Town Hall, seven whereof 
are to pay each yearly, 105. (except John Persons' 
which must be 125.) and one small one, 85. ; two shops 
in the Mawdlens, IO5. : and one back shop to Fockton 
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Notice is to be given by tbe chamlxjrlains to all shoe- 
makers that if they presume to use any of those stalls 
without taking them yearly at the said rents they shall 
pay for such usage 12(1. a day or else be distrained. 

Ordered that Robert Woodall be employed to inspect the 
water mills and wind mills and to make them as good 
as when Mr. Lees entered them. 

8 April, 1706. Ordered that Mr. Arthur shall use means 
to stop the proceedings of Mr. Daniel Lees against the 
corporation upon the covenants in the lease of the 
mills. 

Ordered that the chamberlains shall borrow lOOZ. for six 
months for the present occasions of the corporation. 

Page 465. 22 April, 1706. Ordered that 150Z. be borrowed and that 

the order of 8 April for l)orrowing lOOL be repealed. 

30 April, 1706. Ordered that lOOZ. be borrowed from Mr. 
Broughton and that 37/. 15s. be included in the same 
sum which was due from the corporation to Richard 
Shaw at the passing of his accounts when chamberlain 
and that the sum of 50/. more be borrowed of Mr. Roger 
Perkins. 

Page 466. 10 May, 1706. Ordered that on Monday next the 13th 

of May the present chamberlains shall take care of and 
manage the mills and salmon hecks for the use of the 
corporation. 

3 June, 1706. Ordered that four boys be put out this year 
under Mr. Martin's charity. 

18 June, 1706. Ordered that only 20 gallons of ale be 
ordered to the hall to be drunk on the 27th inst. being 
the day appointed for Thanksgiving for the great victory 
obtained by the Duke of Marlborough over the French 
and Bavarians in Flanders at the village of Ramillies. 

Page 467. 8 August, 1706. Ordered that the water mills and wind 

mill be repaired forthwith by the chamberlains. 

29 August, 1706. Ordered that the presentation of 
Rossington parsonage now vacant by the death of Mr. 
John Jackson shall be given to Samuel Gardiner, clerk, 
under a bond of resignation to the intent that Mr. John 
Jackson of Jesus College, Cambridge, may be presented 
thereto at his age of 24 years upon the demand of the 
corporation, which bond has been approved by the 
Archbishop of York. 

Signatures follow. 

Page 468, 26 September, 1706. Ordered that Thomas Rayney the 

mayor, be paid 40/. by yearly payments and to have the 
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tolls, waifs, estrays, felons' goods and all other 
allowances lately allowed to the mayor. 

Page 469. 14 Novenaber, 1706. Order that the bond of resignation 

of Rossington living when Mr. John Jackson attains his 
age of 24 years and becomes capable thereof entered 
into by Mr. Samuel Gardiner, be given up and 
surrendered to the said Mr. Gardiner upon his giving a 
bond to be resident in person or by a sufficient curate 
for three years and a half next and after that time to be 
resident there himself, the said bond to be entered into 
by the said Mr. Gardiner and Mr. Copley and Mr. 
Battle in the penalty of 500Z. for performance, the same 
to be signified to the Archbishop of Canterbury (sic) 
under the common seal of the corporation. 

11 December, 1706. Agreed that Alderman William 
Walker and others be appointed a committee to find 
ways and means to set the poor on work. 

Also that 40Z. be paid for clothing the poor and that any 
burgess may have power to attend and dispose of such 
clothing. 

Page 470. 4 February, 1706-7. Ordered that a presentation of 

Rossington living be made to Mr. Edward Withers (in 
regard that a dispensation for Mr Gardiner cannot be 
obtained) to hold under a bond of resignation approved 
of by the Archbishop of York (sic) till Mr. John 
Jackson of Jesus College, Cambridge, be in priest's 
orders and shall desire the said living, and Mr. Withers 
is requested to employ and continue Mr. T witty as 
curate. 

Signatures follow. 

Page 471. 11 February, 1706-7. Ordered that three guineas be given 

by the corporation to Mr. Edmund Withers, the school- 
master for a New Year's gift for the last Christmas, but 
to be no precedent for the future. 

Page 472. 24 April, 1707. Ordered that seven trees, out of ten that 

are marked, be felled for and towards the building of the 
vicarage house. 

Page 473. 30 April, 1707. Memorandum that the water corn mills with 
the windmill and the salmon hecks were let to Thomas 
Hill, John Kirgarth and Robert Moody for five years at 
70/. per annum. 

Order for the inspection and repair of the mills, dams, 
weirs and salmon hecks. 

Page 474. Ordered that the decoy be let to Mr. Roger Gough for 21 

years at the rent of 3/. under a covenant to leave the 
decoy in a condition for taking fowl and to grind his 
corn at Doncaster mills.

15 July, 1707. At a meeting of the corporation Mr. 
George Viccars, a capital burgess having given very ill 
language to divers members of the corporation and being 
ordered by the mayor to behave himself civilly and sit 
down, he neglected so to do and reflected on the mayor 
and the rest of the members and was very troublesome 
to the company and disturbed them so that they could 
not go on with their business and told Mr. Mayor, when 
he advised him to sit down and be quiet and speak in 
his turn, that he would not sit down and that he knew 
how to behave himself better than he did and bade him 
to commit him if he dared or to that efifect. Where- 
upon the mayor required him to find sureties to answer 
for his misdemeanours which he refused to do and the 
mayor and justices committed him to prison till he 
found sureties. Which actings and doings of the mayor 
and justices are approved by the corporation and it is 
agreed that they shall be indemnified for so doing. 

Signatures follow. 

Page 475. Whereas the corporation are and time out of mind have 

been seized of a toll of and for coals coming into the 
town of Doncaster to be sold there. And whereas the 
corporation have received infoi-mation upon oath that 
Mr. George Viccars, a capital burgess, on or about 20 
June last contrary to his oath and the trust reposed in 
him as a member of the corporation, discharged divers 
persons from paying the said toll and declared to them 
that none was due and that he would vindicate them 
for refusing payment thereof ; and thereupon, then and 
since, divers persons have refused to pay the said toll to 
the great damage of the corporation. And because the 
said Mr. Viccars is a common disturber of the corporation 
at their meetings and has used much reflecting language 
against the mayor and other members of the corporation 
and refuses to be obedient. It is agreed that he be 
displaced from his office of a capital burgess. 

Signatures follow. 

Page 476. 28 August, 1707. A letter was received from Mr. George 

Viccars to the mayor in the following words : — 

" Doncaster, 28 August, 1707. Mr. Mayor, I am come 
by your own appointment and you cannot but know my 
business. My business is to desire the favour of you to 
let me have a copy of my commitment and another of 
my disfranchisement or a copy of the pretended articles 
exhibited against me." 

To which the following answer was sent by the mayor : — 

'* By order of the corporation I acquaint you that your 
commitment was for misbehaving yourself towards me 
and divers others of the corporation at theire meeting 
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and disturbing them so as they could not proceed in 
their publique business they met about and for using 
reflecting and disrespectful language to me as mayor 
and refusing to find sureties for your good behaviour. 

And as to your removal from the office of capitall burgesse 
it was for that the corporation had divers informations 
upon oath that you went about contrary to your oath 
and trust to disinherit the corporation of their right to 
an ancient toll of coals coming through Marshgate into 
this town to be sold and that divers persons by your 
encouragement refused to pay the said toll, wherewith 
your being accused at a meeting of the corporation you 
insisted upon it that the toll was not due and justified 
your actings about it contrary to your said oath and 
trust ; by means whereof divers persons did refuse to 
pay the said toll, to the loss and damage of the 
corporation." 

Page 477, 16 September, 1707. Ordered that Mr. Marcus Hargrave 

the chamberlain shall pay to Mr. Dujon 40s. of which 
he is out of pocket for printing his sermon of the Union 
at the request of the corporation and for his expenses at 
the loading of wood given him for his house. 

16 Septemberf 1707. Order that the town clerk shall 
appear for the corporation and Joseph Ludlam the 
gaoler at the suit of Mr. George Viccars. 

Page 478. 25 September, 1707. Ordered that the courtiers wherein 

the entries of the acts of the corporation are made 
be henceforth kept in the Long Firr Chest in the 
council chamber, under three locks the keys whereof 
are to be kept, one by the mayor for the time being, 
another by the eldest justice of the peace and the third 
by the chamberlain bursar. 

Page 479, 16 December, 1707. At this meeting George Bradshaw, 

Esq., ^as chosen recorder, during pleasure, in the room 
of Jasper Blythman, deceased. 

Ordered that the bridge between Holins Carr and 
Wadworth Carr be taken away and a foot bridge be 
made instead. 

Page 480, 15 March, 1707-8. Ordered that a bill in Chancery be 

filed against Mr. Thomas Lee and Mr. George Viccars 
to discover what writings or charters belonging to the 
corporation are in their custody. 

Page 482. 8 April, 1708. Ordered that to raise money for the present 

supply of the corporation the sum of 100/. be borrowed 
of Mr. Alderman Burton and that the same and the 
other 100/. due to him on account of the corporation be 
secured to him by a mortgage of Sandall farms and that 
40/. thereof be paid to Mr. John Arthur or his order on 
account of the business of the corporation. 
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28 June, 1708. Ordered that the chamberlains borrow 
100/. for managing the trial with Sir John Wolsten- 
holme and others about Balby Moor and for other 
occasions of the corporation. 

Page 483. 23 September. i708. Memorandum that Mr. Richard 

Shaw was this day chosen mayor ; and order that he 
shall have the tolls, waifs, estrays 40/. and other 
allowances as the last mayor had. 

Page 484. 4 November, 1708. Order that the chamberlains do buy 

at the corporation's charge three cloaks of scarlet 
coloured cloth " for the waits or musick of the 
Corporation," but that at the decease or departure of 
any of the said waits out of this town the cloaks shall 
be left to the use of the corporation. 

Order that Mr. Dujon be paid two guineas for his two 
sermons preached on the mayors' election days in 1707 
and 1708. 

Page 485. 28 January, 1708-9. Ordered that 650 oak trees marked 

in Hunster Wood in Rossin^ton be valued in order to be 
sold the coming spring and in case they will not raise 
the sum of 600/. then so many more shall be marked as 
will make up that sum. 

Page 487. 20 May, 1709. At a meeting held this day a writ of 

mandamus issuing out of the Queen's Bench directed to 
the corporation was read to restore (Jeorge Vicars to the 
oflBce and place of a capital burgess of the corporation 
from which place he was lately removed ; in obedience 
to which writ the corporation have immediately restored 
him to the said office. 

Page 489, 13 April, 1710. Appointment of the corporation steward 

to collect the rents at a " reasonable salary." 

Page 490. 9 May, 1710. Order that 8/. be added to the salary of 

Mr. Withers, the schoolmaster, to make up what he 
usually received — 60/. in aM. 

Order that a presentation of Rossington rectory be made 
to Mr. John Jackson. 

Page 491. 4 July, 1710. Order that the charter of Charles II. shall 

not be produced at the next assizes at York in the cause 
between George Vicars, plaintiff, and Thomas Rayney 
and others, defendants. 

Page 493, 13 November, 1710. Order that 11. lis. be paid to Mr. 

George Vicars for copies of the charters of Charles II. 
and Edward IV. and a draft of an information against 
the corporation and divers members thereof in the 
attorney general's name in the nature of a quo icarraniOy 
pursuant to an award of Tobiah Harvey, Esq. 
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29 November, 1710. Ordered that 30Z. be paid for 
clothing the poor. 

Ordered that the mayor and chamberlains shall procure 
money to pay off the charges of all suits between Mr. 
Vicars and the corporation except the charges of the 
last term which are to be paid by those persons who 
gave orders for the motion or motions of a new trial or 
a case. 

Page 494. 4 December, 1710. Order that Mr. Pell, Mr. Brerton and 

Mr. Fayram do meet Mr. George Vicars to treat with 
him and take in writing his grievances and complaints 
against the corporation and report them to the corpora- 
tion, in order to an accommodation and satisfaction to 
be made him. 

7 December, 1710. Ordered that lOZ. be paid to Mr. 
George Vicars on account of a Chancery suit about the 
charters and other papers and a suit commenced by 
James Bennet, and that general releases be sealed upon 
payment thereof. 

4 January, 1710-11. Ordered that Mr. Banks be sent 
for to make an end of all differences between Mr. Viccars 
and the Corporation. 

Signatures follow. 

Page 495, 9 January, 171011. Agreed, about several suits by Mr. 

George Vicars and the corporation and several members 
thereof and the judgments Mr. Vicars has obtained 
against several members of the corporation and other 
suits to be commenced, that ail shall be ended and 
general releases as to everything relating to the said 
suit shall be given mutally and Mr. Vicars is not to 
bring or procure any qiio warrants or information in the 
nature thereof but hereafter there shall be perfect peace 
and a full end as to all matters and misdemeanours 
heretofore done or suffered by and between the said 
George Vicars and the corporation. And the corporation 
having already paid him 921. in discharge of one 
judgment they hereby agree to give him security to pay 
him and some other for his use 249Z. more in discharge 
of another judgment and all other costs charges and 
demands from the said corporation or about the said 
suits and Mr. Vicars agrees to assign a judgment he 
obtained against several of the corporation for 160/. to 
such person as the corporation shall direct. 

Signatures follow. 

Page 497. 10 April, 1711. Agreed that law bills concerning Balby 

Moore for 178Z. 6«. 2d. be referred to the chamberlains. 
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Order that a horse <<'ite as usual be made into the carr at 
the bottom of the Carr Lane by St. John's causey for 
Doncaster cattle to go in, and that a bank be made for 
that convenience. 

12 April, 1711. Mr. John Jackson is to have wood 
allowed him for building his house at Eossington. 

11 June, 1711. Ordered that 5/. be continued to be paid 
by the chamberlains towards the plates on the old horse 
course this year. 

Patje 498. 19 July, 1711. At this meeting Mr. William Pell was 

chosen as mayor in the room of John Mawhood, deceased, 
and it was ordered that William Mawhood executor of 
the said John Mawhood shall receive all the tolls, salary 
and other allowances usually allowed to the mayor for 
his year and pay thereout to Mr. Pell for the residue of 
this year the sum of 28/. and the mayor is to receive to 
his own use all accidental profits that shall happen in 
his time towards the maintenance of his office. 

Page 499. 5 December, 1711. Ordered that 30Z. and in case of 

necessity 40/. be paid for clothing the poor. 

Ordered that the chamberlains do buy locks and keys to 
set upon the doors of the four ancient pews in the church 
belonging to the 24 common councilmen and that the 
sexton be ready to give his attendance and open the 
doors as there is occasion to everyone coming to church. 

Page 600. 15 January, 1711-12. Ordered that the order of 5 Decem- 

ber last made for setting locks and keys to the four 
pews in the church belonging to the common councilmen 
be performed by the churchwardens instead of the 
chamberlains and that strangers be permitted to sit in 
the said pews on occasion. 

Pa{fe 501, 28 January, 1711-12. At this meeting the surrender of 

the office of alderman by Mr. William Whitaker was 
accepted and it was ordered that he be paid 5/. and also 
the weekly sum of 5s. during his life and if he die before 
the end of the year following, the same shall be 
continued to his executors for the remainder of that 
year. 

Page 503. 8 May, 1712. Whereas it was granted by various charters 

paid to the corporation of Doncaster should have a 
common seal to use for all their causes and business 
and from time to time to break and change and make 
new that seal. And whereas the corporation have for 
many years past used a common seal, viz: '• the cross 
floree betwixt four flowers de lys," which seal for good 
reasons they have agreed to break and destroy. It is 
therefore ordered that it be broken and destroyed and 
that a new seal be presented to the corporation by Mr. 
Henry Ellis, late one of their capital burgesses, " being 
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the I yon sedent armed bearing a banner charged with a 
castle and a river running under it, with this inscription 
"Don" and the words ' sigillavi commune Burge de 
Doncctster ' upon the margent thereof." 

Page 507. 25 September, 1712. Ordered that 30Z. and in case of 

necessity 40/. be given for clothing the poor this year. 

5 February, 1712-13. Ordered that the corporation allow 
10s. apiece towards clothing the poor apprentices of the 
parish put out this year, and the parish is to pay lOs. 
apiece more. 

Page 510, 23 March, 1712-13. Ordered that the chamberlains borrow 

100/. upon the corporation account. 

5 May, 1713. Ordered that the bounds of the corporation 
be ridden this year on such days as the mayor shall 
appoint ; the first day towards Hatfield side, the second 
to Godcrosse and towards Finingley and Bawtrey and 
the third to Loversall and Warmsworth. 

Ordered that courts be held this spring at Exthorpe and at 
Sandall after the Kossington court is over. 

Ordered that a pump be placed in the market place instead 
of the draw well, at the expense of the corporation. 

Ordered that a whipping post be set up at the stocks at 
Butcher Cross for punishing vagrants and sturdy 
beggars. 

Page 511, 1 December, 1713. Order that not more than 40/. be laid 

out for clothing the poor this winter. 

Order that Mr. Jackson, parson of Eossington shall have 
leave to throw up what clay he thinks fit on Eossington 
Common to make bricks. 

Page 514. 22 June, 1714. Ordered that Mr. Broughton the chamber- 

lain, a freeholder of Exthorpe and a freeholder of 
Balby, shall go to Balby Moor and take notice who 
comes there and digs soil and puts down mere stones or 
landmarks and to forbid such persons to do so. 

Page 515. 13 July, 1714. Ordered that 100/. be borrowed for six 

months. 

19 October, 1714. Ordered that at the coronation of King 
George, four dozen of wine shall be expended and no 
more, and 80 gallons of ale, viz : 20 gallons at the 
Butcher Cross, 20 gallons at the Wheat Cross, 20 at the 
Maudlen's Cross and 20 at the Town Hall. 
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Page 517. 26 August, 1714. The following orders were agreed to : — 

That in respect of the great debt, which M present lies 
upon the corporation, the several reductions and 
abatements of payments and expenses following shall 
be made for the future, viz : 

That the 40/. salary of the mayor be taken off for the 
time to come. 

That the 8Z. yearly advanced to Mr. Withers the school- 
master be no longer paid. 

That no more than 11, be laid out for the entertainment 
of the judges in their journey to the York assizes. 

That the yearly charge of an entertainment at taking 
the chamberlains' accounts shall be no longer spent, 
save 10s. by those appointed by the mayor to take the 
same. 

That the 40«. usually expended with the recorder upon 
his coming to hold the sessions at Doncaster be no 
longer laid out. 

That no more than 20s. be expended for Rossington 
court dinner besides what the tenants of Bossington 
pay, pursuant to their covenants. 

That the chamberlains shall for the future lay out no 
money on the corporation account but by an order of 
the corporation or by the order of the mayor and 
justices for the time being at peril of losing what they 
lay out contrary to this order. 

That the rents of the corporation be collected by the 
chamberlains half yearly and as the same become due, 
and in default of payment after 30 days and demand 
made thereof the chamberlains for the time being are 
empowered to distrain for the same or take such other 
course by law for the recovery thereof as they shall 
be advised. 

It was also ordered that it is not nor shall be in the 
power of the mayor for the time being to make any 
man free of the corporation without the consent of 
the corporation though such person served a freeman 
of the corporation for seven years as an apprentice or 
was born in the town. 

Signatures follow. 

Page 519. 23 September, 1714. Ordered that the boys to be put out 

apprentice by Mr. Martin's charity be agreed on and 
presented yearly to Mrs. Cowley or other the heir of 
Mr. Martin pursuant to his will on or before Lady Day 
yearly to be made choice of and appointed to be put out 
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and that tho mayor shall receive 20Z. appointed to be 
paid to the corporation by the said will for putting out 
the said apprentices and shall not pay the same out for 
the future without the consent of the corporation. 

Ordered that the mayor for the time to come shall be 
obliged to entertain at his first and last feast in his year 
all the aldermen and capital burgesses for and in respect 
of such allowances and profits as are granted him by the 
corporation. 

Mr. John Barnard was then elected mayor and it was 
ordered that he should have all the tolls, profits, boons, 
fines, forfeitures and other allowances usually allowed, 
except the 40Z. 

Page 520, 19 January, 1714. Agreed that the corporation be at the 

charge of repairing the pavement between the White 
House and the marsh rails and Marsh Gate and that 
the chamberlain order the same to be done with speed. 

Page 521, 29 July, 1715. Ordered that the seats of the mayor and 

aldermen and also of the ** alderesses " in the church be 
covered with new cloth. 

Page 522, 25 August, 1715. Ordered that Mr. Admell's bill of 

10/. 125. for painting the Queen's arms in the hall and 
for making and painting the banner be paid by the 
chamberlains. 

Page 523, 1 December, 1715. Ordered that not more than 40/. be 

laid out for clothing the poor this winter. 

2 March, 1715-16. Agreed that Mr. Richard Whitaker 
shall entertain the Judges and shall be allowed 11, " the 
corporation paying for their own sack and bisket." 

Pa^e 524. 8 March, 1715-16. William Gamble, gentleman, appointed 

town clerk in the room of John Arthur, deceased.

Walker used towards him. 

6 April, 1716. Ordered that articles be drawn up and 
exhibited against Alderman William Walker. 

Page$ 529, 530, The Eleven articles against Alderman Walker are entered 
and struck out. 

Page 531, 27 July, 1718. Agreed to subscribe 5/. 75. 6^. towards a 

plate to be run for on Doncaster Moor to be called the 
Town's Plate, providing the neighbouring gentlemen 
subscribe a valuable plate to be run for on the said 
moor. 
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28 September, 1716. Agreement that Mr. Broadhead be 
allowed 35/. from his rent provided he find a pair of 
good French stones for the mills. 

Page 532. 5 December, 1716. Ordered that not more than 40Z. be 

laid out for clothing the poor this winter. 

29 Jany., 1716-17. Ordered that half of the bridge 
between Holmes Carr and Wadworth Carr be pulled 
down. 

Ordered that the constables be allowed new staves. 

Page 536. 18 November, 1717. That not more than 40Z. be laid out 

for clothing of the poor. 

Page 537. 17 February, 1717—18. Ordered that Mr. Henry Broad- 

head have liberty to pull up Holmes Carr bridge betwixt 
Eossington and Wadworth, he leaving a sufficient foot 
bridge. 

Page 538. Agreed that Richard Whitaker shall, at his own request, 

entertain and treat the judges this year and all the 
aldermen and 24 according to custom for 12Z. for each 
assize, to find all biscuit and sack except such of the 24 
as shall not think fit to attend the mayor and judges as 
far as Bossington bridge. 

Page 539. 28 August, 1718. Order that the Recorder's opinion be 

taken whether the clay pits and several other enclosures 
shall be broken open or not. 

Page 540. 2 December, 1718. Ordered that not more than 40Z. be 

laid out in clothing the poor. 

9 December, 1718. Ordered that lOZ. be paid to Mr. 
Dujon Vicar of Doncaster and to the churchwardens 
towards buying communion plate for the use of the 
church. 

Ordered that the tenants of Eossington have leave to 
throw up clay this winter in order to make bricks for 
the use of the corporation and to have the usual allow- 
ance for the same. 

26 February, 1718-19. Ordered that Mr. Wilson take 
the Judges to treat this year upon the same terms as 
Mr. Whitaker had last year. 

Page 541. 5 April, 1719. Ordered that Robert Seaton, mayor shall 

subscribe on behalf of the corporation 10/. to be paid 
yearly towards setting up and maintaining a charity 
school in Doncaster during the pleasure of the corpora- 
tion. 
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Page 543. 29 April, 1719. Ordered that the following bye laws shall 

be the standing by laws to be observed by every member 
of the corporation. And it is further ordered that the by 
laws shall be engrossed on parchment and framed and 
hung up in the council chamber. 

Page 544, " Bylawes, ordinances and constitutions revived, 

corrected and made for the better ordering and 
regulating of the burrough, soake and corporation 
of Doncaster att a court of the mayor, aldermen 
and capitall burgesses holden for the said burrough 
the 29th day of Aprill, 1719. 

1. ** Imprimis, it is ordered that every capitall burgess 
shall before the feast of St. James next provide 
himself with a cloak, upon the penalty of three pounds 
SIX shillings and eight pence to be paid to the 
chamberlains for the time being for the use of the 
mayor, aldermen and burgesses. And that the alder- 
men in their gowns shall upon every Sunday morning 
attend the miyor from his house, or other place by 
him appointed, to the church yearly and also the 
aldermen in their gownes and the capitall burgesses in 
their cloakes shall upon warning attend the mayor 
from his house or other place by him appointed to the 
church yearly on the severall feast days of the Nativity 
of our Lord commonly called Christmas Day, on 
Easter Day, on Whitsunday, on the twenty ninth day 
of May, on the fifth day of November and at the 
proclaiming of every fair to be holden for this towne 
upon the penalty for every default the sum of five 
shillings for an alderman and two shillings and six 
pence for a common councilman or capitall burgess to 
be paid to the said mayor for the time being for the use 
of the said mayor, aldermen and burgesses, except the 
person or persons making default was then out of the 
town or had been excused by the mayor for the time 
being or shall at the next meeting of the coi'poration 
shew sufficient lawfull cause for such his absence, to 
be allowed of by the mayor and justices of the peace 
at such meeting. 

(2). "Item that every alderman and capitall burgess, 
upon notice given of a court or meeting to be held of 
the mayor, aldermen and capitall burgesses shall 
attend the said court or meeting immediately upon toll 
of the bell, unless such alderman or capitall burgess 
hath got excused by the mayor for the time being, and 
that every alderman or capital burgess that shall 
neglect or refuse to appear att the said court or meeting 
without being excused as aforesaid or without shewing 
reasonable cause to the contrary and allowed of att 
the next succeeding court or meelring by the mayor 
and justices att such meeting shall for every such 
default or contempt forfett and pay the sum of one 
shilling to the mayor for the time being for the use of 
the said mayor, aldermen and burgesses. 
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(3). **Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor, 
aldermen and burgesses aforesaid that every one of the 
said company appearing at any public meeting shall 
take his and their place and places according to 
their election, viz., the mayor in the first place, the 
justices next in their degrees and every alderman as he 
hath been called to that office and the capitall 
burgesses as they have been chosen (except those who 
have born or do bear the office of chamberlain who 
shall have their places next to the aldeniien, viz. the 
most ancient in office first and to the rest successively 
for ever) and the rest of the common councilmen to 
have their places as they have been elected and that the 
said company so appearing or any of them shall not 
depart the house without licence first obtained of the 
mayor or his deputy then present upon pain to forfett 
for ever}'one offending herein the sume of twelve 
pence to be paid as above mentioned. 

(4). '*Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor, 
aldermen and burgesses aforesaid that whensoever the 
said company shall meet att any public assembly and 
having taken their places and silence made, the mayor 
for the time being shall propound to them the cause 
of their assembling which being done every man shall 
deliver his opinion orderly touching the thing in debate 
and shew his reason (if he please) without being 
interrupted of any ; and if anyone of the said company 
shall interrupt or hinder any man when he is 
delivering his opinion or shall give or say any 
approbrious or abusive words to any person att such 
assembly or misbehave himself in any kind, he shall 
without delay pay unto the mayor for the use of the 
said mayor aldermen and burgesses for every time so 
oflFending such sume of money as the major part of 
the said corporation then assembled shall order and 
appoint so as such sume of money do not exceed two 
shillings and six pence for every offence and that such 
person shall withdraw until 1 the said fine be sett, if 
the mayor so think fit and orders the same. And if 
any of the company after the mayor has ended the 
matters for which he caused the assembling of the 
company have anything further to make known unto 
the company, upon licence first obtained from the 
mayor, and not before, he may propound it and have 
answer thereto as the cause shall require. 

(5). ** Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor> 
aldermen and burgesses aforesaid that if any of the 
said company do absent himself or themselves and do 
not appear at the two great yearly elections, viz., the 
election of the two elects and the election of the 
mayor, without sufficient cause for his absence as 
shall be approved and allowed of by the greater 
number of the said company, that every alderman so 
absenting himself shall forfitt and pay the sum of five 
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sliillinf^s, and every one of the capital 1 burgesses being 
the common council so absenting himself shall forfit 
and pay the sume of two shillings and six pence ; 
which said forfeitures shall be paid to the mayor for 
the time then being for the use of the said mayor, 
aldermen and common council. 



(6). "Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor 
aldermen and burgesses aforesaid that if any of the 
said company have been a retainer or servant to any 
nobleman, knight, gentlemen, or other, and wearing 
or having wore their liveries or cognizances shall not 
be elected or chosen to be of the number of the 
twenty four capitall burgesses ; or any other person 
who hath not in his own right some freehold land or 
whose personal estate shall not be reputed to be 
worth an hundred pounds att the least ; and that no 
person elected to be a common councilman shall be 
admitted to sit in the house untill he shall first have 
taken the oath of that office according to the usuall 
custom and such other oaths as are required by law 
to be taken when he is sworn into the said office. 

(7). **Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor, 
aldermen and burgesses aforesaid that the burrough of 
Doncaster shall before the feast of St. James next be 
divided into four wards by the mayor aldermen and 
burgesses and the oversight thereof shall be committed 
to the mayor for the time being and the rest of justices 
of peace for the said town, each one respectively ; and 
whosoever shall refuse to take upon him the care and 
oversight of such proportion of the said town as shall 
be allotted to his ward shall forfit t forty shillings to 
be paid to the chamberlains for the use of the said 
mayor, aldermen and burgesses. 

(8). "Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor 
aldermen and burgesses aforesaid that no lease or 
leases of any houses lands or tenements belonging to 
the corporation shall att any time be granted or lett 
to any such person or persons as have been or shall 
be undutifull or unthankful tenants to the said mayor, 
aldermen and burgesses or to any such person or 
persons as have not been or shall not be ready (but 
obstinate) in doing their services, bounds and works 
due and accustomed unless that such undutifull and 
obstinate person and persons shall (by especiall suit 
and submission made to the mayor, aldermen and 
burgesses att a publick meeting) have obtained the 
good likeing, particularly of the said mayor, aldermen 
and burgesses or the major part thereof. And it is 
further ordered and agreed that there shall be no 
leases let to any person or persons whatsoever but 
that such lease or leases shall be first registred in a 
book which is or shall be provided for that purpose. 
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(9). "Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor, 
aldermen and burgesses aforesaid that it shall be in 
the choice of the mayor for the time being at his 
discretion to cause any person or persons Inhabiting 
within this town to be arrested by the mace upon 
any action to be commenced in the burrough court of 
this corporation or to cause him or them to appear 
by original process, viz. by "pone"<i>or summons 
according to the nature of the action ; and whosoever 
in this town or soak, after he has been summoned as 
aforesaid and willfully suffers a capias to be awarded 
against him in any suit commenced in the said court 
and thereupon arrested it shall be in the mayor's 
choice for the time being whether he will afterwards 
allow him the priviledge to appear by his attourney 
or cause his body to be arrested by the mace as 
is usual to a stranger and compell him to find bail. 

(10). '*Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor 
aldermen and burgesses aforesaid that Grimsall shall 
be broken before Michaelmas every year at the 
pleasure and discretion of the mayor for the time 
being and that no person put in any fat, feeding or 
young cattell or cows having calf or calves, or any 
mare having foal or foals, or any stoned horse, or any 
scabbed or infectious cattel or horses ; and that no 
person put any cattel or sheep therein that shall be 
brought out of any ground lying out of the township 
of Doncaster ; and that no sheep be put therein by 
the space of twelve days next after it be broken and 
eaten upon pain for everyone ofiFending to pay for 
every beast or horse put in and found there contrary 
to this article twelve pence and for ever^ sheep four 
pence, the said goods and cattle so found as aforesaid 
to be impounded by the common pinder and detained 
untill the aforesaid forfeitures be satisfyed and paid or 
the distress be delivered by due course of law; all 
which said sunies so collected shall be employed and 
laid out in repairing the decayed highwayes about this 
town. 

(11). "Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor, 
aldermen and burgesses aforesaid that all the fynes 
and amerciaments which shall hereafter arise and 
become due unto the said mayor, aldermen and 
burgesses by the presentments of the great inquest 
called the Leet Jury who heretofore have been and 
hereafter shall be sworn at every court leet of the said 
mayor, aldermen and burgesses within this town, 
shall be duly collected and gathered by the mayor's 
officers who are to have allowed them for their pains 
and travell therein two shillings and six pence for 
every twenty shillings they shall so collect and gather 
and the residue of the money so collected and 
gathered shall be given and paid to the mayor for the 
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time being as a perquisite, who is thereout to treat the 
jurys yearly as usuall instead of what is allowed by 
the corporation. This act is to continue only during 
the pleasure of this house and no longer. And the 
said officers who do so collect and gather the fynes 
and amerciaments shall be saved harmless and kept 
indempnified by the corporation for their so doing. 

(12). "Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor 
aldermen and burgesses aforesaid that there shall be 
yearly and every year henceforward four persons, 
members of this company, viz., two of the aldermen 
and two of the capitall burgesses appointed to take 
care and oversee all such business as the town 
soUicitor shall be imployed in, especially when there 
shall be any suits commenced for or against this 
corporation ; and that they shall reckon and make 
clear all the accounts between the town and their said 
sollicitor at the end of every issuable term in the year 
holden att Westminster (that is to say) twice in the 
year or oftner if need so require, who are to return 
the said accounts into the house in convenient time 
after it shall be by them concluded, and the four 
persons appointed for this present year, viz., from 

last past are these hereafter mentioned, viz. 

(blank in original). 

(13). "Item it is agreed and ordered that the mayor or 
his deputy for the time being shall call a meeting of 
the said mayor, aldermen and burgesses once in six 
weeks at the furthest during his mayoralty. 

(14). " Item it is ordered and agreed by the mayor alder- 
men and burgesses that no lease or leases of any lands 
or tenements belonging (to) the corporation shall be let 
to any person or persons longer than for the term of 
twenty one years, houses excepted, and att the full 
yearly value to the highest bidder, respect being first 
had to any member of the corporation ; and that no 
concurrant lease of any lands or tenements now in 
lease to any person or persons belonging (to) the said 
corporation, shall be made for the time to come. 

(15). "Item it is ordered and agreed that every member 
of this corporation shall strictly keep secret all 
transactions att the meetings of this corporation 
without divulging anything to the prejudice of this 
corporation or any particular member of the same ; 
and that such person or persons ofiFending in this kynd 
shall be lyable to any fyne to be set and adjudged by 
the mayor, aldermen and burgesses att the first 
meeting after the discovery so as such fyne do not 
exceed twenty shillings, to be paid to the mayor for 
the time being for the use of the said mayor aldermen 
and burgesses aforesaid. 
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(16). "Item it is ordered that noe lease or leases 
for the time to come shall be renewed sealed or 
executed by the corporation untill such time as the 
term or terms of such lea<se or leases in being 
shall be determined or within six months before 
the expiration of such lease or leases. 

In confirmation whereof wee the mayor, aldermen 
and burgesses have hereunto sett our hands the day 
and year within written.

Page 560, Ordered that the salmon hecks, said to be in decay, 

be viewed and repaired. 

8th June, 1719. Ordered that Mr. Seaton, mayor, 
and Mr. Eayney, alderman, agree with Mrs. Mary 
Burton, widow, as to what weekly payment is to 
be made by the corporation to Mr. Robert Burton, 
her son, during his life, in consideration of 60Z. to be 
paid to the mayor for tlie use of the corporation. 

Ordered that the mayor give orders to Mr. Gamble the 
town clerk, who is at London, to procure all Acts 
of Parliament as are necessary for the corporation's 
use. 

Page 551, 3 August, 1719. Whereas Henry Broadhead, the 

corporation tenant of Doncaster mills, has made 
complaint that several of the inhabitants of Doncaster 
as well tenants as others refuse to grind all their corn 
at the corporation mills, which in time will be a great 
prejudice and very much lessen their value if not 
prevented. It is therefore Ordered that public notice 
be given by the bellman that the corporation expects 
and insists that all the inhabitants as well the 
corporation tenants as others shall grind all their 
corn at the corporation mills on pain of the 
corporation's displeasure. And it is further ordered 
that the mayor, by his officers, shall acquaint all 
foreign millers that they shall not presume to take 
any corn out of the town of Doncaster to grind 
at other mills, but only what shall be delivered 
to them on market days, otherwise they wall be 
prosecuted. 

31 August, 1719. Order that the chamberlains have 
power to fell wood in Sandall, Exthoi*pe and Balby 
and to get stones for the repair of the back part 
of the wash belonging to the salmon hecks. 

Page 652. 30 October, 1719. Ordered that no more than 40/. 

be laid out for clothing the poor. 
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Page 553. 22 December, 1719. Whereas several noble persons and 

worthy gentlemen in and about this neighbourhood 
have contributed and promised to contribute several 
great sums of in and towards erecting and fitting up 
of a workhouse or house of maintenance to set 
the poor of Doncaster, who have become very 
numerous, on work. It is agreed that the sum 
of 30/. yearly be applied out of the corporation rents 
to the use and towards the support of the said 
workhouse during the continuance thereof. 

Signatures follow. 

Page 554. At the same Court or Meeting then held it is also 

Ordered that the house wherein Mr. Withers now 
dwells be taken for a term and such rooms therein 
shall be for the use of the corporation to make their 
public treats in as are hereafter mentioned. And 
that Mr. Perkins the present mayor have power to 
contract and agree with Mr. Baker, the owner of the 
said house, for and under such rents and covenants 
and for such time and terme as he best can or may 
agree for the same. And that in case the said 
Mr. Perkins doe take the said houso with all its 
appurtenances that then the succeeding mayor, 
aldermen and burgesses shall pay dureing all such 
terme to the said Mr. Perkins his executors and 
administrators the yearly rent of seven pounds at 
such time and times as the said Mr. Perkins shall by 
his lease be bound to pay his rent to the said 
Mr. Baker.

Mr. William Wade was elected steward of the corpora- 
tion courts and also town clerk in the room of William 
Gamble, gentleman, deceased. 

Ordered that the Steward cause those who get stone at 
Exthorpe to bring their leases to the mayor and shew 
what writings empower them to get stone. 
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Page 658. Ordered that the town clerk do draw up articles against 

Christopher Scott, a capital burgess, for his many frauds 
and false charges brought in his accounts as one of 
the chamberlains. 

27th June, 1720. Ordered that the town clerk shall pro- 
vide himself with a gown suitable to his place at the 
charge of the corporation, not exceeding 4Z. 

Page 659. 27 June, 1720. Ordered that the town clerk attend the 

committee appointed to inspect the leases and that they 
draw up a case for Counsel s opinion to know^ whether 
a lease is good which is granted to one of their own 
members, and what other things the} shall think proper 
to draw up concerning the leases. 

8 July, 1720. Ordered that the articles recorded in the 
courtier on pp. 549 aad 550 against Mr. Alderman 
William Walker, lately dejul, for misdemeanours, be 
erased. 

Ordered that the town clerk do file a bill in Chancery 
against Mr. John Burton or any others who claim 
liberty of getting stone at the quarries at Exthorpe, 
to stay any further work on the corporation lands there. 

Page 600. 18 August, 1720. Ordered that Mr. Bassett the steward 

do give notice to the several persons to whom the 
corporation is indebted that if they will not take 4 per 
cent, per annum, the corporation will pay them their 
principal within six months time. 

Pages 560-567. 13 June to 9, September 1720. Copy of the articles 
drawn up against Christopher Scott, capital burgess, 
and steward of the corporation, charging him with 
fraud in his accounts and his answer thereto. 

On the matter being considered the said Christopher Scott 
was found guilty and it was ordered that he be removed 
from his office of capital burgess. 

Page 668, 8 September, 1720. Ordered that Sir George Cooke Mr. 

Burton Mr. Daniel Whitaker, Mr. Broughton and Mr. 
Wild be paid the debts owing to them and that they 
have notice that the same will be paid in 6 months 
time. It is also ordered that lOOOZ. be borrowed of 
George Bradshaw Esquire the recorder at 4 per cent, 
per annum to pay off the said debts. 

16 September, 1720. Whereas Roger Wild and others 
have turned into the eatage in Crimsall several cattle, 
which is prohibited by a by-law of this corporation, 
which cattle have been impounded. 
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It is ordered that the delivery of such cattle be left to 
the mayor to make such end with the parties so 
offending as he shall think fit, and in case the offenders 
do wilfully refuse to make such end, the cattle shall 
be still detained and the offenders put to bring replevins 
for the delivery thereof, and if any suits arise thereupon 
the costs and charges thereof shall be borne by the 
corporation.

Pcigc 570. Memorandum of a grant to Mr. Robert Copley of liberty 

to lay a pipe or pipes of lead underground for bringing 
up water to his mansion house in Doncaster from the 
river Don. 

Page 571. 22 October, 1730. Ordered that Mr. Heaton, the mayor, 

shall have the profits of the tolls and all waifs estrays 
and felons' goods and the allowance of the sum of 
40/. this year and also all other profits and allowances 
formerly enjoyed by the mayor. 

29 November, 1720. Ordered that not more than 40/. 
be laid out for clothing the poor. 

Page 572. George Jackson is appointed gamekeeper of all the corpor- 

ation manors at the salary of 40.s. yearly. 

10 January, 1720-1. Ordered that the chamberlain and 
the steward do go to Long Sandall and take an account 
of how many farms there are in the town and in whose 
possession and particularly how many freehold farms 
there are and enquire the acreage of low Common 
next Doncaster Beat. 

Ordered that the order made 8th July last relating to 
persons getting stone in Exthorpe be put in execution 
and that Mr. i3urton be obliged to show by what title 
he holds under the corporation the wood called 
Sandall Shaw and several other lands and tenements. 

Ordered that the chamberlains pay to Mr. Wade 
5/. 65. ^d. paid by him for his gown. 
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Mr. George Marshall, a capital burgess, being much 
solicited by his friends to remove to London and 
being about to remove thither, he surrenders his office. 

Page 573. 17 January, 1720-21. Ordered that the mayor and 

others do meet in the Council Chamber of the 
guildhall to consider the pains and by lavtrs made 
for the direction of the leet jury and the good govern- 
ment of this town and to make alterations and additions 
thereto. 

1 February, 1720-21. Ordered that Francis Smith of 
Balby be made a defendant to the bill filed in 
Chancery by the corporation against persons who 
have taken Stone from Exthorpe quarries in their 
grounds there. 

Page 574, Ordered that Mr. Eadcliffe do make good his accusation 

against Mr. Brooke, he having accused him of publish- 
ing the private vote which Mr. RadclifiFe gave at the 
last election for a capital burgess. 

Ordered that Dr. Neil do write a letter to his honour 
Went worth now at London to compromise the suit 
brought by William Jackson agamst the sergeants and 
others for arresting the said Jackson by a town action. 

7 February, 1720-21. Ordered that the Judges at the 
next Lent assizes and Lammas assizes be treated at 
Mr. Macaulay's according to an order made in Mr. 
Gilbert Wilson's time, who lived at the Three Cranes 
Inn where Mr. Macaulay now lives. 

Page 575. 23 March, 1720-21. Ordered that Francis Smith pay to 

the use of the corporation 20/. according to a vote 
passed for the damage he has done in getting stone at 
Exthorpe and to give a bond in lOOZ. not to break 
ground in the close he now enjoys under Evan's lease 
nor get any slate stone or " mallion" in that ground 
nor in the quarry he now gets it from further than 
what is already bared ; and he shall level the ground 
out of which he has got stone. The lease under which 
he claims to get stone is made to Thomas Evans 
and expires Michaelmas, 1723, and the power granted 
to him for getting stone was first given to Mistress 
Law in 1650.

Ordered that William Cave be the new scavenger, and 
he is to cleanse St. Mary Magdalenes, the Market place, 
the Butchers Shambles, and the Goose hill as well as 
the other streets and places in and about the town, 
notwithstanding that several of the places above men- 
tioned have been accustomed to be cleansed by the 
pinder. 

Ordered that the money already paid by several persons 
for their freedoms and pow respited in the hutch, be 
laid out in buying tables, knives, and forks and such 
other things as they shall think most necessary to be 
used by the present and succeeding mayors at their 
public feasts. 

Page 578. 28 March, 1721. Ordered that the quarries out of 

which Francis Smith gets stone be viewed and an 

account be given to the corporation what is best to 
be done as to his further getting stone there. 

28 April, 1721. Whereas it was ordered that Francis 
Smith should pay 25/. for the waste done in getting 
stone at Exthorpe and the said Francis desiring he 
may have liberty to dig the stone which is now bared 
and that he may have time for paying the said 25Z. 
It is ordered that he shall have liberty till March 
1723 to get the stone now bared and that he shall pay 
half the 25Z. at Midsummer next and the other half 
at Lady Day 1722. And that he allow towards making 
and converting a bam belonging to St. Thomas' 
Hospital into an almshouse, 25 loads of wall stone 
and three chaldron of lime. 

Order that the chamberlains and steward buy a pair 
of new grey stones for the water corn mills, Mr. 
Broadhead the present tenant paying them the 6Z. 
now in his hands. 

Order that the '* common stair" be viewed and put in 
repair. 

Page 579, Order that the fences about the decoy be well made 

to keep out the common cattle. 

Order that two oak trees be felled and that every part 
thereof be applied towards hanging the new bells, 
notwithstanding the custom of the chamberlains having 
the tops and barks of trees to their use. 

9 May 1721. Whereas Mr. Broadhead, who farms the 
water corn mills, has requested that he may have a flood 
mill added thereto. It is ordered that the said mills 
and the windmill be viewed and an estimate made of 
the cost of a flood mill. 
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Page 580, 28 May, 1721. Further order as to stone at Exthorpe. 

Mr. John Arthur to have two guineas to procure the 
channel on the back of the town hall to be paved and to 
carry the water thence down into the Barr Dyke sewer. 

The piece of ground against the mayor's house in 
Fishergate to be paved at the charge of the corporation. 

Page 581. 3 July, 1721. Order as to cleansing by the scavenger as 

before. He is to report the names of those who do not 
keep open and cleanse the common sewers. None of 
the dirt taken by him from the town shall be laid in any 
part of the town but carried to a convenient place at a 
distance. 

Page 582. 19 July, 1721. Mr. Withers the schoolmaster having 

written a letter to the mayor complaining that his salary 
was unpaid, it was objected by some of the members 
that the school was neglected, whereupon it was 
answered by others that Mr. Withers could give good 
answer for those things which they thought neglects ; it 
was ordered by [that?] the mayor and some others should 
go to Mr. Withers house and discourse him about the 
arrears of his salary ** and also to take his reasons in 
writing concerning the school " and acquaint the 
corporation therewith at their next meeting. 

31 August, 1721. Ordered that the upper end of the 
common called the Beat be taken in and that the 
freeholders have notice to attend at the town hall to give 
their consent thereto. 

Page 583. 14 September, 1721. Ordered that the Blacksmiths' 

composition be allowed of and sealed with the corpora- 
tion seal. 

Page 584. Ordered that the town clerk draw up an instrument fo** 

the freeholders and freemen of the borough to sign and 
seal ** for the taking in of the Beat." 

28 September, 1721. Appointment of various persons to 
stake or set out such part of the common called the 
Beat as is intended to be enclosed. 

Ordered that the mayor be allowed the waifs estrays 
felons' goods fines forfeitures &c. and 40Z. 

Page 585. 7 November, 1721. Ordered that Mr. Heaton be paid his 

bill of 61. 3s. which he laid out in buying goods, coals, 
and other things for the charity school. 

Ordered that the town clerk write to Mr. Jackson abou t 
the will concerning Bossington School and on behalf of 
Daniel Law, who says that Mr. Jackson promised him 
the next turn for schoolmaster there.

Ordered that the mayor and others do treat with the 
persons concerned for Rotherham and Sheffield to make 
the river Don more navigable and to hear what they 
propose concerning the same. 

Page 686. 28 November, 1721. Ordered that the mayor and others 

do inspect the accounts given in to the corporation by 
Mr. Heaton, the late mayor, of money expended by him 
in building the new almshouses in far St. Pulcher Gate. 

7 December, 1721. Ordered that the persons formerly 
appointed to treat with the undertakers about making 
the river Don more navigable do again meet the 
undertakers to hear their further reasons and proposals. 

11 December, 1721. Ordered that John Tymm, a prisoner 
for debt in the common gaol, have 2d, a day allowed 
him ** to subsist on.*' 

Ordered that the charge for clothing the poor shall not 
exceed 20Z. 

16 December, 1721. Ordered that a case be drawn up and 
sent to London to Mr. Newsome, who is to consult there 
with persons versed in the usage and custom of 
Parliament, to know how the corporation shall proceed 
as to the navigation ; whether they should petition to 
make the navigation to Doncaster themselves or petition 
against the undertaking in general. And in case they 
petition against it whether they can afterwards have as 
good terms before the committee of the House of 
Commons as they might expect to have if they had 
petitioned for it, or if they should petition for the whole 
navigation up to Sheffield, whether that would not be 
best for their interest. 

Page 587. 22 December, 1721. Ordered that the mayor, the recorder i 

Mr. John Arthur and Mr. Wade, the town clerk, shall 
go to London to take care of the bill for the navigation 
of the Don, brought into the House of Commons by the 
towns of Sheffield and Botherham. 

16 February, 1721-2. The persons who were appointed 
to go to London about the bill for the navigation of the 
Don having returned and reported their doings and that 
they had received proposals from the corporation of 
Sheffield for making the Don navigable, it is ordered 
that those proposals be kept very secret and that the 
mayor and others shall treat with the corporation of 
Sheffield about the said proposals and form an estimate 
of the cost and to consider what sum yearly shall be 
paid to the corporation and the undertakers for goods 
going up and down the river to and from Doncaster and 
in their passage to Botherham or Sheffield.

each time, as has been paid for some years past. 

1 March, 1721-2. Mr. Roljert Martin ha^-ing been formerly 
clio^en chaujljerlain, it is ordered that he shall continue 
ill tliat oiiice till Lady Day, 1723, but no chamberlain 
shall be chosen for the year to come nor afterwards 
unless the corporation shall think proper. 

Page 091. 21 May, 1722. Ordered that the wool-weighers shall from 

henceforth weigh the wool in the open market that shall 
be brought to be sold there and not in any other place 
and that they allow 15lb. to each stone in the weighing 
of the pack together, and 141b. 12oz. to each small parcel 
when weighed singly. 

4 July, 1722. Ordered that 26/. 13s. 4rf. received for 
freedoms be laid out in buying tables &g. to be used at 
the mayors' feasts. 

Pcuje 5fJ2. 20 August 1722. Ordered that tne corporation wait upon 

George Bradshaw, the recorder, who has come to reside 
in the town and that 4 doz. of wine be sent to be drunk 
at the time of their visit. 

30 August, 1722. Ordered that an instrument be drawn 
up for the freeholders and inhabitants of Exthorpe and 
Balby to sign, that they agree to put into Exthorpe Ings 
and Grim sail no other kind of " goods " than such as 
the freemen of Doncaster have agreed to put in. 

18 September, 1722. Ordered that the bellman go about 
to warn all persons that if any go into the Gorporation 
liberties to kill game they will be prosecuted according 
to law. 

Page 593. 27 September, 1722. The corporation having received a 

letter from the Master Cutler of Sheffield acquainting 
them that they would be glad to meet them at '< the 
Grown " at Eotherham on Monday next, it is ordered 
that the mayor, recorder, town clerk, and as many more 
of the corporation as please, do meet them to treat 
about making the river Don navigable. 

Page 694. Ordered that the mayor be allowed the waifs estrays, &c., 

and the allowance of 40/. 

22 October, 1722. Ordered that the depositions taken in 
a cause between the corporation and William Mountney 
and the agreement which was drawn up at the ending 
of the said cause, be inspected in order to better 
ascertain the boundaries between Doncaster and 
Wheatley. 
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Page 595. 15 November, 1722. (?) An account of what it will cost 

to make the river Don navigable by a canal, and of the 
best ways and means for doing thereof and bringing up 
five feet of water. 

(1.) ''Q, What the charge will be? 

An, To carry the navigation up into the river 
above the mills will cost 6,000/. and 
upwards. 

(2.) ** Q. Then what sum per ton will be proper to be 
insisted on for lock dues? 

An. Considering the charge it will be proper to 
insist upon 2s. 6ci. per tunn in the winter 
season and Is. 8c2. in the summer for the 
lock dues. 

(3) ** Q, .Whether will it be better for the corporation 
of Doncaster to make their navigation at 
their own charge and to stand to the 
benefit of their own lock dues or to joyn 
with Sheffield in the whole charge and 
come into an average with them ? 

An. That it will be better for the corporation of 
Doncaster to perfect their own navigation 
at their own charge and to stand to their 
own lock dues for to answer their charge 
thereof rather than joyn with Sheffield in 
the whole and to come into an average 
with them." 

Ordered that the six proposals now drawn up be offered 
to the Corporation of Sheffield by a committee of this 
corporation at their next meeting at Eotherham on 
Monday next, and a copy thereof be sent to Sheffield by 
the messenger who this day brought their proposals. 

Page 596, 29 November, 1722. Ordered that the cost of clothing 

the poor this year is not to exceed 20Z. 

Mr. Copley having desired leave to resign his place and 
having declared that he would give plate of the value of 
40 guineas to the corporation for leave to resign, it is 
ordered that he have leave to resign. 

Page 600, 5 January, 1722-3. Ordered that the Master Cutler of 

Sheffield be acquainted that a petition has been handed 
about and signed by some of the town to oppose the 
navigation, but that the corporation will perform their 
agreement with Sheffield " with the utmost honour and 
strictness " 
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Pages 600-605. Memoranda of reasons given by various persons for 
opposing the navigation, as follows : — 

*' Mr. France says the reason of his signing against 
navigation was that he was informed how prejudicial 
it would be to the neighbourhood and that he thought 
in his conscience that he ought to have a regard to 
the neighbourhood as well as to himself. 

** Mr. Bernard says that he was unwarily drawn into the 
signing of the petition offered by Mr. Cooke and 
Dr. Eratt against making of the river Dunn navigable. 

'* Mr. Seaton says that the demand of five foot of water 
from Fishlake to Doncaster would be prejudiciaJl to 
the lands adjoyning and that he was told by Mr. Cooke 
and Dr. Eratt that if the surveyor sent down from 
London gave satisfaction to the gentlemen that then 
that petition would never be presented which he had 
signed. 

" Mr. Bay ley says that his signing the petition was 
because Mr. Cooke and Dr. Eratt told him that if the 
surveyor sent from London gave satisfaction to the 
gentlemen that then that petition would never be sent 
up, but if he gave no satisfaction that then they 
would present the same, but that he himself never 
thought that navigation would be beneficial to the 
town of Doncaster. 

** Mr. Broughton says that making of the river Dunn 
navigable would never be of service to Doncaster, but 
destructive to all the adjacent lands and ruinous to 
all our neighbours. 

'' Mr. Martin says that Dr. Erratt told him that the 
corporation demanded five foot of water; if so, he 
thought it would be prejudiciall to himselfe, which 
was the judgement (sic) of his signing the petition 
against navigation. 

** Mr. Twist says he was informed by several persons, 
but would not declare whom, that the corporation 
demanded five foot of water; that his reason for 
signing against navigation and that it would ruin the 
market and carry away all trade from the town. 

" Dr. Eratt refused to give any reasons why he signed 
against navigation and handed about a petition 
contrary thereto any otherwise than in writing, but 
being a second time demanded by the corporation to 
give his reasons at that tyme he refused to do so. 

<< The informations of the persons hereafter against Doctor 
Eratt when he went about the petition against navigation. 
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" Mr. Eobert Ambler says that upon the going about of 
Mr. Cooke and Dr. Eratt to gett hands to oppose the 
making of the river Dunn navigable, that Dr. Eratt 
told him, upon his refusall to sign, that he was worth 
nothing and also told Mr. Sympson whose bookkeeper 
he is that Ambler had a son and a daughter, both of 
trades, but that he would take care to prevent them 
of what laid in his power, and also told Mr. Sympson 
that Ambler was a vile pittifuU fellow. 

" Mr. Eobert Heaton says at the same tyme of Mr. 
Cooke and Dr. Eratt going about with a petition 
against navigation that Dr. Eratt after many 
arguments used to engage Mr. Heaton to sign, which 
he refused, upon such refusall Doctor Eratt told him 
he supposed that he expected a benefitt from his 
houses adjoyning upon the river, but that he would 
take care he should have none thereby. 

A question being put whether the behaviour of Dr. Eratt 
was not scandalous, vexatious, and malicious, it was 
carried in the afl&rmative. 

After which a debate arose about the words scandalous, 
vexatious, and maHcious and a question being put 
whether the above question should stand, it was carried 
by 19 to 5. 

14 January, 1722-3. Mr. Perkins says he never was 
against navigation or the good of the town but as he is 
a proprietor of lands lyeing uppon the river and w^hen 
he was satisfied that it would do no damage to his estate 
he should readily come into the same. 

'* Doctor Neale alsoe says he is a proprietor of lands lying 
upon the river Dunn and till he is satisfied that 
navigation will do no damage he will be always against 
it. 

*' Mr. Gill says he never did sign for navigation for that 
he knew he should be a suflFerer thereby with the rest 
of the landowners. 

** Mr. Whitaker, senior, of the Angel, says that at his first 
signing the petition he beleaved navigation would be 
good and advantageous to the corporation ; and as to 
signing the second petition he w^ould not have done it, 
but that as he is in publick business he was loath to 
disoblige a great many gentlemen who were opposed to 
the same." 

Page 605, 14 January, 1722-3. Order that the recorder and others 

of the corporation go up to London to attend the 
committee at their next meeting to solicit the bill for the 
navigation, jointly with the corporation of Sheffield. 
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Page 606. 11 March. 1722-3. Ordered that the judges at the Lent 

and Summer Assizes be treated at Mr. Archibald 
Macaulay's house of the sign of the Three Cranes for 
12Z. each time. 

Page 607. Mr. Sympson having set up a weigh beam within the 

borough and taken money for weighing goods thereon 
without the licence of the lords of the manor, it is 
ordered that the town clerk do discourse with him about 
the same and discharge him from using the said beam 
any further. 

Page 610. 9 May, 1723. Ordered that Mrs. Arthur be paid 1/. Is, 

for the seal that was her husband's and which Mr. Wade, 
the town clerk, has, it being a seal proper and bought 
for that office, being a castle crowned with the motto 
** sigilluni clerici statutorum de Doncaster/' 

Page 611. Ordered that the next presentation of Rossington living of 

100/. per annum be sold, and that an advertisement to 
that effect be inserted in the London Evening Post and 
in the Nottingham Gourant, and that the persons to be 
applied to for the purchase thereof be Mr. Thomas 
Newsome at London and Mr. William Wade at 
Doncaster. 

Page 613. 3 June, 1723. Ordered that the sum of 200Z. be set upon 

the next presentation of Rossington. 

Page 615. 26 August, 1723. Ordered that a committee be appointed 

to meet the corporation of Sheffield to treat with the 
gentlemen who have estates upon the river. 

Ordered that an account be taken of the corporation 
pewter, &c. 

Page 616. 6 September, 1723. Ordered that the members who are 

threatened to be prosecuted by Dr. Erratt and others 
shall be defended at the charge of the corporation. 
Signatures follow. 

Pages 617-618. 1723. Memoranda of leases granted. 

Page 618. 26 September, 1723. An account of the goods belonging 

to the corporation, viz. : At the mayor's house, 18 tables ; 
at the corporation house, 3 tables, ** ill broke " ; at the 
mayor's house, 60 dishes, 8 dozen plates, 5 dozen knives 
and forks and a long green table cloth. 

Page 619. Ordered that the mayor be granted the profits of the tolls 

&c. and 40Z. 

1 November, 1723. Ordered that a case be presented to 
counsel to advise whether it was not a breach of trust 
by those members who signed the petition against the 
navigation, and if so whether the corporation can punish 
them by disfranchisement or fine. 
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Ordered that the mayor and others do go to Sheffield to 
treat with the corporation about settling the navigation 
of the Don. 

26 November, 1723. The debts of the corporation 
amounting to 1810Z. having been under consideration 
and several methods proposed for the payment thereof 
and a question arising whether the same shall be 
discharged by a mortgage of the corporation lands or by 
taking in annuities and it being resolved that it be done 
by taking in annuities. It is ordered that 2000Z. be taken 
up by annuities. 

Page 620. 4 December, 1723. Ordered that the cost of clothing the 

poor this year shall not exceed 25Z. 

7 January, 1623-4. Whereas in the second paragraph in 
the proposals formerly agreed to with Sheffield and 
signed by the mayor and their master cutler there was 
inserted that the lock at the mill-dam shall be as wide 
as our locks l^elow and 3^ feet of water at the least at 
even weir but that then the corporation of Doncaster 
was to have a navigation of 30 tons. It is now ordered 
that the agreement with Sheffield shall be made for only 
2^ feet of water, we being now obliged " by the 
agreement with the gentlemen " to accept of a small 
navigation of 4 feet from the bottom of the river at 
Sandall. 

Ordered that Mr. Perkins, Mr. Molyneux and Mr. William 
Arthur shall go on Thursday next to Sheffield to settle 
the matter about the 3^ feet of water in the lock at the 
mill dam. 

20 January, 1723. Whereas since making the above 
order of 7 January the recorder and others have had a 
meeting with the gentlemen of Sheffield at Botherham 
on the 16th January, when an agreement was made and 
signed by Mr. Dale and Mr. Shore for the Corporation 
of Cutlers of Hallamshire and by Mr. Molyneux and 
Mr. John Arthur for the corporation of Doncaster. It 
is now agreed that the corporation shall abide by the 
agreement made by the parties aforesaid. 

Page 621. Ordered that the petition to be presented to Parliament 

about making the river Dun navigable be engrossed and 
sealed. 

Page 626. 27 August. 1724. Ordered that the steward agree with 

Thomas Parsonson for 10s. or 12s. per annum to wait 
upon and let into their seats the capital burgesses every 
Sunday at morning and afternoon service and that he 
let no other persons into the said seats except the 
collector and supervisor of the excise. 
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Page 627. 7 September, 1724. Agreed between John Battie, lord of 

the manor of Wamsworth, and the freeholders of that 
township and William Arthur on behalf of William 
Dixon, lord of the manor of Loversall, and the 
freeholders of Exthorpe and Balby, that the commons 
called Balby Moor and Warnsworth Common be divided 
and allotted to the several townships and fenced to 
prevent all dispute as to intercommoning and also that 
that part of the carr which runs up to the old '' eau " 
belonging to Balby and Loversall be divided and fenced 
and the common fields of Balby and Warms worth also 
fenced off by the two townships. 

24 September, 1724. Ordered that the mayor be granted 
the profits of the tolls &c. and 40/. 

Page 628, 2 October, 1724. Whereas the capital burgesses of this 

borough have anciently on public days worn a black 
gown, but for several years past have worn cloaks, 
which now, according to the diversity of men's fancy, 
are of so many different colours that they render that 
part of the body very, unseemly. Now, we whose 
names are hereunto set, do agree to provide ourselves at 
our own charge with decent black gowns such as are 
usually worn by common councilmen or capital burgesses 
of other corporations. 

There is a space left for signatures but none appear. 

17 November, 1724. Ordered that the charge of clothing 
the poor this year shall not exceed 25Z. 

Page 629, 26 November, 1724. Ordered that a committee be 

appointed to treat with the gentlemen who have estates 
upon the river, about the navigation, the town of 
Rotherham being about to present a petition for making 
the river Don navigable. 

Page 630. 3 December, 1724. The corporation having been informed 

that a petition to Parliament was gone up from 
Botheram for making the Don navigable the question 
was put whether the corporation should petition jointly 
or singly, and it was voted unanimously that it should 
be singly. 

The further question having been put whether the 
corporation should petition immediately or stay till 
Rotheram has petitioned, it was voted by 14 against 12 
to stay. 

14 December, 1724. Some persons from Rotherham 
having assured the Corporation that if the corporation 
do not petition for making the Don navigable up to 
Doncaster themselves, the gentlemen in and about 
Rotherham will petition for the whole navigation. 
Which now being taken into consideration, it is ordered 
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that a petition be drawn and engrossed, signed with the 
common seal and sent up to Mr. Newsome along with a 
letter to his honour Wentworth, in order to present the 
said petition, notwithstanding the orders made at the 
last meeting. 

Voted that the order above shall stand, yeas 19, noes 4. 

Page 631. 18 February, 1724-5. Ordered that the judges at the next 

Lent and Summer assizes shall be treated at the Three 
Cranes for 12Z. 10s. each time, Mr. Macaulay finding a 
gallon of sack each time. 

Page 632, Ordered that the bailiffs who arrested Mr. Foster and the 

bailiffs who have lately infringed the corporation's 
liberties by serving process therein illegally, be indicted 
at the next assizes. 

20 April, 1725. Ordered that the recorder be consulted 
about Dr. Eratt's behaviour as to absenting himself 
from meetings, and who, since taking the office of 
alderman, has not worn a gown nor conformed himself 
to the bye laws of the corporation, and how the 
corporation must proceed in order to fine him. 

Ordered that Mr. Croft, upon resigning his place of a 
capital burgess, there be allowed to him and Beatrix his 
wife during their lives, 3s. weekly. 

Ordered that the 16s. per annum paid by the corporation 
according to the will of Thomas Burton be henceforth 
paid to Elizabeth Burton, widow of Robert Burton. 

Page 633. 11 June, 1725. Ordered that the mayor subscribe in the 

name of the corporation 5/. 5s. yearly to the new 
articles for the horse race, to be continued for five years 
from the next plate, which is to be run in 1726. 

Ordered that a poor tenant of Rossington shall have 31. 
allowed him for the loss of his beasts killed by his beast 
house being blown down. 

Pa^ge 634. Ordered that the corporation agree to making a division of 

the common between Warmsworth, Loversall and 
Exthorpe-cum-Balby ; according to the proposals now 
drawn up by the freeholders of Exthorpe and Balby, and 
also the Carr ground and that a committee be appointed 
to treat with Mrs. Dixon for that purpose. 

Page 637. 18 July, 1725. Ordered that the town waits have new 

scarlet cloaks provided for them against the next 
election of mayor. 

26 August, 1725. Ordered that the corporation's messuage 
or tenement at Loversall be sold to Mrs. Dixon if she 
will agree to divide both the common and the Carr 
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ground now lying as common between the townships of 
Loversall and Exthorpe in Balby, and that the sum of 
300/. be set upon the purchase thereof. 

Ordered that a clock be set to strike upon the watch bell 
and also a hand and dial to show the hour, at a cost 
not exceeding 10/. 

Page 638. 23 September. 1725. Ordered that the mayor be granted 

the tolls, &c. and 40/. 

8 October, 1725. Ordered that three or four of the 
corporation do wait upon the honourable Edward 
Wortley and Sir Conyers Darcy to know their sentiments 
about the navigation. 

Page 640. 8 November, 1725. Ordered that a committee be 

appointed to agree with a workman for making 200,000 
stock bricks or other bricks to be used in building and 
repairing the houses and barns at Rossi ngton and 
Kossington bridge and that they then view the piece of 
common which Kichard Halifax is about taking in, and 
to report how many years he ought to have it rent free 
for enclosing and improving the same and what he ought 
to pay afterwards. 

25 November, 1725. Ordered that the cost of clothing 
the poor shall not exceed 25/. 

Page 642. 26 January, 1725-6. The question was put whether the 

corporation shall petition for the navigation this session 
of Parliament or no, and was carried ; yeas 27, noes 2. 

The corporation having this day been acquainted that a 
petition was sent up from Sheffield for making a 
navigation from Holmstill up to Tinsley Common, it 
was then moved by the mayor and some members of 
the corporation to consider whether they shall petition 
this sessions for making the navigation up to Doncaster ; 
and the question being put as above, it was carried in 
the affirmative, all the members then present voting for 
it except Alderman Bayley and Mr. Broughton. It is 
therefore ordered that a petition be drawn and engrossed 
and sealed with the corporation seal in order to be 
presented this session, and that a committee be appointed 
to draw up the said petition with the town clerk and to 
acquaint the proprietors of lands adjoining to the river 
thereof and to take such measures with them as they 
shall think proper for negotiating the said afifairs. 

Page 643. 3 February, 1725-6. Ordered that the Butchers Cross in 

the High Street be taken away, it being a great hindrance 
to coaches and carriages turning down into the market 
place, and that a committee be appointed to view the 
ground about the said cross, where to place the pump, 
and also to view all the sign posts whose supporters 
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stand in the streets, and to have all such as are 
obstructions to the road, or otherwise, removed. 

Page 644. 28 February, 1726-6. Mr. Copley of Doncaster having 

desired leave to take in a piece of ground adjoining the 
highway between the top of the great close and the 
sandpits in order to erect a wall with pallisadoes. It is 
ordered that the matter be referred to Mr. Molyneux 
and others to view and set out the same, but they are to 
have special regard to preserve the ancient footways up 
to, into, and from the said close and to the said highway 
adjoining the sandpit hill as well as all other highways 
belonging to and going through any of the said grounds 
and closes of the said Mr. Copley, and to report if any 
and what obstructions are made in any and which of the 
same and also to set and bound out half an acre of land 
lying in the said great close or new close being the tenth 
half acre land lying from the west hedge and the eighth 
from the west hedge and is ten yards throughout from 
the bottom to the top. 

Ordered that the same committee have power to set out 
three roods of land lying in a close of John Barnards 
adjoining to Ingman's Folly. 

Page 645. Ordered that the Mayor wTite to Sir Thomas Sanderson 

thanking him for presenting their petition about the 
navigation. 

Ordered that the mayor's officer be sent to Mr. Perkins 
with the corporation's answer to a copy of a petition 
this day sent by him to the mayor for a turnpike 
between Doncaster and Sheffield, that the mayor has 
written to their friends at London to know if it be 
advisable for them to send a petition relating to the said 
turnpike, and if they are advised to do so, they will send 
one under their common seal. 

Ordered that the Judges be entertained at the house of 
Mr. Eichard Whitaker at the same price as usual. 

Page 646. Ordered that the petition against the Sheffield navigation 

be engrossed and sealed and sent up to be presented to 
Parliament. 

Page 647. 12 May, 1726. Ordered that the Butcher Cross be taken 

down and the stones therof applied to the repair (if 
several things at the mills and that the pump be drawn 
to the west side of the street there and placed against 
the wall of a house. 

17 June, 1726. Ordered that the present and every 
succeeding mayor shall have power to make a distress 
upon every member who shall have notice to attend at a 
court or meeting of the corporation and shall not appear 
• in such sum as is appointed by the by-laws lately made 
and entered in the courtier.

Page 648, Ordered that two persons shall be yearly chosen to be 

overseers of the corporation's business and accounts viz : 
one of the aldermen and one of the capital burgesses. 
Their duties are set out. 

11 July, 1726. Ordered that the mayor and others do 
treat with Mr. Smyth about the water engine. 

Page 660. 25 August, 1726. The meadow of Crimsall having of late 

been much damaged by the quantity of sheep put 
thereon it is ordered that persons who are not freemen 
shall not depasture any sheep there during the " eatage," 
and if they do, their sheep shall be impounded. % 

Ordered that the two large windows at the end of the 
council house be taken down, and two new handsome 
sash windows be made instead. 

Page 651. 2 September, 1726. The Rev. Patrick Dujon, Edmund 

Withers and John Fox and others having applied to the 
corporation in their own name and in the name of all the 
neighbouring clergy and having brought in an indenture 
dated 14 April, 1726, between the said Patrick Dujon, 
vicar of the parish church of Doncaster of the one part 
and the Marquis of Carmarthen and a great many other 
noble and worthy gentlemen of the other part, setting 
forth that the neighbouring clergy had formed themselves 
into a society for their mutal improvement in Christian 
knowledge and had entered into a subscription* to 
purchase such books as should be thought useful and to 
set up a library in the chamber over the south porch of 
the parish church for so good a work ; and amongst a 
great many other worthy persons Thomas Rayney, the 
present mayor, is nominated a trustee and the mayor for 
the time being is also nominated a trustee for the said 
library. And by the indenture it is agreed that there 
should be three parts thereof and that one should remain 
with the mayor, aldermen and capital burgesses for the 
time being, another in the library in a chest with three 
locks and the other part with the library keeper. Where- 
upon it is ordered that the part to remain with the 
corporation shall remain amongst their records. (See 
Calendar to Charters and Deeds, No. 690). 

Page 652. 19 September, 1726. Ordered that the clerk do write to 

Mr. Hokeby for his consent to take in Sandall Common 
and to have it afterwards enclosed. 

Ordered that an instrument be drawn up to be signed by 
the lords and freeholders of Doncaster who have right 
of common on Doncaster Moor and that part of it called 
the Beat in order to have such part of the Beat or Moor, 
as shall be set out, enclosed and let to a tenant or tenants 
and the profits applied to the payment of the poor's 
assessments which are now very high and a great burthen 
upon the inhabitants. 
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Pa^e 653. 22 September, 1726. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

the profits of the toils &c. and 40Z. 

8 November, 1726. Order that the draft read at this 
meeting about taking in the Beat be engrossed by the 
next meeting and the common seal affixed thereto. 

Page 654. 25 November, 1726. Ordered that stoops be set up at 

each end of the Lodge Lane leading to Exthorpe Little 
Moor and the enclosed grounds adjoining to the said 
lane to prevent its being used as a common highway for 
carts and carriages it being only a private way for horses 
and foot persons. The inhabitants of Balby are to make 
stoops at the upper end of the way leading from the 
outgang to their Little Moor, to prevent the same. 

Motion being made and question put whether the making 
of the river Don navigable from Holmestile to the mill 
dam be done at the charge of the corporation in their 
corporate capacity, or at the charge of such members of 
the corporation in their private capacity as please to 
subscribe, it was passed that it be done by members in 
their private capacity. 

19 December, 1726. Ordered that Mr. Perkins shall 
transact the affair between the corporation and Mr. John 
Lieth of London and draw the bills upon Mr. Lieth and 
receive the 1300Z. to be paid by him to the corporation 
in consideration of an annuity of lOOZ. per annum 
granted to him and Eebecca his wife for their several 
lives (see also p. 661.) 

Page 655, 23 December, 1726. Ordered that the charge of making 

the river Don navigable from the Holm stile to the corn 
mill dam, which part of the navigation is assigned over 
to the corporation by the corporation of Sheffield, and 
that part from Wilsick house in the parish of Barmby 
upon Don up to the said Holmstile, be joined together 
and that the charge be divided into 50 shares, 10 shares 
whereof are to belong to the corporation in their 
corporate capacity and the rest to be divided amongst 
such members as have at this meeting been pleased to 
take them. 

The names of those taking up shares are given. 

Ordered that the Eecord'er and others go to London to 
solicit Parliament for a bill for making the river Don 
navigable from Wilsick House to Holmstile in Doncaster. 

Page 656, 12 January, 1726-7. Ordered that the town clerk be paid 

100 guineas for his and his clerks' journeys to London 
and all other things done by him about the navigation in 
the years 1722, 1723 and 1725 over and afaK>ve his 
expenses and that the recorder be paid 10 guineas over 
and above the 10 guineas received. Various sums are 
ordered to be paid to other persons. 
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Page 657, Appointment of various persons to manage the navigation. 

30 January, 1726-7. Ordered that the petition to 
Parliament about the navigation be engrossed and the 
common seal affixed thereto. 

Ordered that Mr. Mawhood and others see that the 
freeholders have horses ready for them and to summon 
tliem on Thursday next to go to York to vote for a 
Member of Parliament for the county. 

Page 668. 20 February, 1726-7. Ordered that the judges for the 

next assizes be entertained at the house of Mr. Boise, 
the Three Cranes, at the usual price. 

Proposals in writing having been brought into the 
corporation at this meeting from Mr. Copley relating to 
the footway leading down from the top of his great close 
by his kitchen to the Docken Hill and in lieu thereof to 
grant them a way through his passage and down by his 
fishponds and to give an acre near the Thief Lane for 
the land in his great close and that Mr. Copley have 
leave to perfect in a straight line the wall at the top of 
his great close next the sand pits. It is ordered that 
the proposals be referred to the next meeting. 

9 March, 1726-7. Ordered that the address to King 
George I. be engrossed signed and sent up to Sir 
Thomas Wentworth who is to be desired to present it. 

Page 662, 19 June, 1727. Ordered that at the proclamation of King 

George II. the mayor, aldermen and burgesses shall be 
mounted on horseback, the mayor and aldermen in their 
gowns, and that Sir George Cooke, Mr. Bryan Cooke, 
Mr. Fountayne, Mr. Wrightson, Mr. Woodyear, Mr. 
Childers, Mr. Copley, Mr. Sunderland and Mr. Sotheron 
and the gentlemen and best inhabitants of the town be 
invited, and that 4 dozen of wine be taken up and three 
half hogsheads of ale be then drunk amongst the 
company ; the liquor to be taken up and provided by 
Mr. Cowley, Mr. Mawhood and the steward, and that 
they make a bowl of punch. 

Ordered that the mayor and others do treat with Mr. Baker 
for taking his whole house for the use of the corporation. 

Ordered that the procession when the King is proclaimed 
be as follows, viz. : First the constables, two by two ; 
then the town waits in their cloaks and laced hats ; 
then the capital burgesses, three by three ; then the 
two banners, the sergeants with the little maces, the 
town clerk in his gown, the great mace, the mayor and 
recorder in their gowns, the aldermen, two by two, in 
their gowns, and then the gentlemen, all to be on 
horseback, except the constables. 
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14 July, 1727. Ordered that there be bought two pieces 
of linen for table cloths and napkins for the use of the 
corporation at their public feasts. 

21 July, 1727. Agreed that every housekeeper in the town 
shall pay a Id. per pound rent for the houses they live 
in for one year towards cleaning the streets by the 
scavenger. 

Ordered that counsel's opinion be taken upon the deed 
about the navigation. 

24 August, 1727. Ordered that at the next election for 
members of Parliament the poorer sort of freeholders 
shall have horses found them and their expenses allowed 
at the charge of the corporation, at 75. 6d, per man, 
*' for those that will vote for Sir Thomas Wentworth and 
Mr. Turner; and that two pieces of roast beef to be 
eaten cold and two barrels of ale be provided against 
Thursday morning when the freeholders are to set 
forwards." 

Page 663. 31 August, 1727. Ordered that the beef which was bought 

to be eaten for breakfast by the freeholders who promised 
to go to York to vote for Sir Thomas Wentworth and 
Mr. Turner on the morning they were to take horse be 
eaten this evening by the freeholders at o'clock ; and 
that 40 gallons of ale be provided to be then drunk there 
being no opposition to the said gentlemen. 

5 September, 1727. Order that Mr. John Cowley shall 
have power to receive the lock dues relating to the 
navigation for the use of the corporation and the rest of 
the undertakers. 

18 September, 1727. Ordered that the articles relating to 
the navigation, formerly ordered to be engrossed, be now 
sealed with the common seal. 

28 September, 1727. Ordered that the mayor shall have 
the tolls &c. and 40/. and all other things granted to the 
late mayor, and 10s. in lieu of the fishing of the river 
Don and Kossington river. 

Page 664. 2 October, 1727. Ordered that in case the toUa do not 

amount to 40/. this year, the deficiency shall be made 
good to the mayor by the corporation. 

6 October, 1727. Ordered that at the coronation of King 
George II. there shall be taken up for an entertainment 
on that day, being the 11th instant, 4 dozen of wine, 80 
gallons of ale, viz. : 20 gallons to be drunk at the 
Butcher Cross, 20 at the Wheat Cross, 20 at the Town 
Hall, and 20 at the Corporation House ; and that the 
company shall meet at 3 o'clock in the afternoon at the 
Town Hall and go from thence in their ** formalitys " to 
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the corporation bouse with the constables and town 
waits before them and the bells ringing at the same 
time. 

25 November, 1727. Ordered that the town clerk write 
an answer to Mr. Baker's letter about taking his house 
again for their treats, that the corporation will be willing 
to have the old tenants continued under them, but that 
they would be principal tenants. 

Piuje 600. 14 Deceml>er, 1727. Ordered that a committee be 

appointed to peruse the charter granted by the 
corporation to the company of Blacksmiths and others. 

8 January, 1727-8. Ordered that the mayor aud others 
who were elected by the corporation to vote for them at 
the elections and all general meetings to choose a 
committee about the navigation, shall be their proxies 
for the ensuing year, pursuant to articles for managing 
the navigation. 

13 February, 1727-8. Ordered that all the corporation 
goods after every feast be taken care of by Anne Smith 
and that the linen, pewter, knives, forks and glasses and 
all other goods be washed, cleaned and locked up and 
kept at the Corporation house under two locks, the 
mayor to keep one key and Anne Smith the other, and 
that an inventory of the said goods be taken, the mayor 
to have one copy and Ann Smith the other; and that 
the said Anne Smith shall be employed as cook at all 
the corporation treats and entertainments. 

Pcujc 606. 21 March, 1727-8. Ordered that the undertakers for 

perfecting the navigation of the Don shall have power 
to get stone on the bank of the river at Exthorpe in a 
place where they have now begun to get stone, to make 
the locks and works, and that such stone shall be paid 
for by the undertakers at the price at which it shall be 
valued by Mr. Sheppard and Mr. Smith. 

13 May, 1728. Ord<^red that the agreement with the 
Corporation of Sheffield as to retaining or delivering up 
the assignment or articles made between the Corporation 
of Doncaster aiid the Corporation of Sheffield, which 
relate to making the lock of the mill or engine dam and 
the lock dues between Holmstile and Doncaster town or 
up to the mills, be left to the recorder, aud the 
assignment is to be put into the mayor's hands to be 
delivered up in case no better terms can be got from 
Sheffield than what are now offered. 

Ordered that the leads of the town gaol be put into repair 
at the corporation's charge. 

Page 667. 30 July, 1728. Ordered that Shaw and another, 

both of Bawtry, be prosecuted by the town clerk at the 
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assizes for arresting John Berkinson within the liberties 
of the corporation without a legal warrant, he not being 
a sworn bailiff. 

Ordered that a committee be appointed to enquire into the 
charge of boarding the hall and drawing it overhead with 
lime and hair and making such other alterations as shall 
seem fit. 

Ordered that a committee be appointed to view the lands 
of the Corporation as well for making "haling" paths 
as cutting the lands for making the navigation from 
Tinsley Common Down to Holmstile, according to the 
notice given by the Corporation of Sheffield, to begin 
over against Cooper the boatman's yard up into . 
Crimsall over against Newton. 

Page 668. 29 August, 1728. Ordered that the mayor shall be 

indemnified against all actions brought against him for 
the escape of William Prestidge and William Hutton, 
they having broken through the wall of Doncaster 
Common Gaol. 

5 September, 1728. Ordered that William Dixon Esquire, 
owner of Loversall, shall have power to erect a foot 
bridge over the river Torn at a place called Eau Bridge 
at the end of Holmscarr and he shall make a rail or 
turnpike and keep the same constantly locked and not 
allow any carrier or other person belonging to any mills 
to pass over the same to fetch any corn or grain out of 
the town of Rossington to be ground at any mills other 
than the corporation mills at Doncaster. 

Ordered that Henry Broadhead shall have the writing, now 
produced, sealed with the common seal, which is 
a counterpart of the writing by which the corporation 
transferred 40 shares to the proprietors of the navigation 
in which Mr. Broadhead has eight shares. 

Page 669, 26 September, 1728. Ordered that the mayor shall have 

the profits of the tolls, and of all the courts &c. the 
allowance of 40/. and other things as the late mayor 
had and also 10s. in lieu of the fishing in the rivers of 
Don and Rossington. 

22nd October, 1728. An indenture being made between 
the corporation, lords of the manor of Exthorpe and 
Balbye, and the freeholders there, the lord of the manor 
of Loversall and the freeholders of Warmsworth, in order 
to enclose their several commons to prevent the 
intercomraoning of their cattle, the corporation agree to 
the same and order that it be engrossed and sealed. 

Ordered that Richard Walker be spoken to about land of 
the poor of St. Thomas' Hospital of which he has 
possession. 
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Page 669. Ordered that the decoy be leased. 

Page 670. 27 November, 1728. Ordered that John Wilson be 

appointed the Corporation gamekeeper for the manors of 
Doncaster, Exthorpe and Balby and Sandall and that he 
" have allowance according to his demerits." He is not 
to carry or use a gun. 

10 January, 1728-9. Ordered that Mrs. Addinell be paid 
5Z. 95. 6^^. for her husband's painting the dial plate and 
other things. 

6 March, 1728-9. Ordered that all grants or charters 
granted to the several companies of Doncaster, viz. the 
Mercers, Grocers and Haberdashers, the Tailors and 
Drapers and the Blacksmiths and Lorimers, be brought 
in at the next meeting and referred to the committee 
which was appointed to inspect the same by order of 
14 December, 1727, and that no person be prosecuted 
during that time. 

Ordered that the judges be treated for the two next assizes 
at Mr. Mayor's house at the price of 12Z. lOs. each time 
and that the mayor shall have a dozen bottles of wine 
allowed him at each treat. 

Page 671, 6 May, 1728. Ordered that the bill for leading the gaol 

be referred to a committee. 

24 March, 1728-9. Resolved that Mr. George Swallow, 
though not bom nor serving as an apprentice in the 
borough, be made free thereof and that he pay 5Z. 6s. 

Ordered that a committee be appointed to settle the affair 
between the freeholders and tenants in Balby relating 
to the commons now taken in, and whether the 
corporation as lords of the manor shall contribute to the 
charge of taking in the said common. 

Page 672, 24 July, 1729. Ordered that that part of the order made 

10 June last [not entered] which relates to the entrance 
to the hall to be made out of the Magdalen's by two 
pair of stairs to go up close by the hall wall side, with 
an arch under the top of the stairs to go into the guard 
room, be repealed, and that the entrance into the hall be 
made by a pair of stairs to be made and run up out of 
the Magdalen's near the free school door into the 
passage between the antechamber and the said hall and 
that the court room or place where the court is now 
kept be taken down and placed at the west end of the 
said hall and that that part of the said hall where the 
court room was be boarded over even with the floor of 
said hall and the place for keeping the court be made as 
commodious at the west end of the hall as it was before 
and that the doing thereof be left to the committee 
appointed for boarding the hall. 
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14 August, 1729. Ordered that a committee be appointed 
to wait on the gentlemen who are commissioners in the 
Sheffield Act for the navigation, to endeavour to engage 
them to attend at a ** commission " to be held on 
11 September next at Conisbrough, about the said 
navigation. 

Page 673. - Ordered that the lease of the Decoy made to Lord Gal way 
and others be engrossed. 

25 September, 1729. Ordered that the mayor shall have 
the tolls, Ac, and 10s. in lieu of the fishing in the rivers 
of Don and Bossington. 

2 October, 1729. Ordered that an inventory be taken of 
the corporation goods which are used at the mayor's 
feasts and that the same be entered in the courtier. 

10 October, 1729. Ordered that the inhabitants of Balby 
have leave to enclose 60 acres of Balby Moor and to 
plough it and hold it for seven years paying the sum 
agreed to the lord of Loversall. 

Page 674. 28 October, 1729. Ordered that the mayor shall be 

indemnified for all escapes that may happen through the 
sergeants at mace. 

Ordered that a copy be taken and a case drawn up of Mr. 
Bobert Thwaite's will and sent to London to advise in 
whom is the right of nomination of a lecturer, according 
to the donor's attention. 

Ordered that the mayor, as he has not the usual salary of 
40/., shall have 61. allowed him towards his charges for 
entertaining the corporation and such other persons as 
he shall invite to drink the health of the king and queen 
and royal family on the 30th instant, being the King's 
birthday, and on 5 November next. 

26 December, 1729. Ordered that a bill in Chancery be 
filed in the name of the Attorney General at the relation 
of the mayor &c. against Francis Sympson in order to 
settle all doubts and disputes relating to the 20/. per 
annum left by the will of Bobert Thwaites to a minister 
to preach every Sunday afternoon in the parish church 
of Doncaster. 

Page 675. 26 December, 1729. Ordered that the town clerk do write 

to Mr. Shore to ask why he refuses to pay toll for his 
goods going down and coming up the river by Doncaster. 

8 January, 1729-30. At a meeting of the corporation a 
writ of viandarmLS, issuing out of the King's Bench, 
directed to the corporation peremptorily to restore 
Christopher Scott to the office of a capital burgess, 
whence he was lately removed for several misdemeanors, 
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being read, the corporation have immediately restored 
the said Christopher Seott, and WilHam Brook who was 
elected in his stead was displaced. 

15 January, 1729-30. Ordered that the school windows 
which were broken by tlie school boys at their barring 
out the master l)e for this time n^paired at the charge of 
the corporation, but it is unanimously agreed that there 
shall be no barring out for the future, and that the 
masters shall not be tied by any orders from correcting 
the boys. And in case the windows shall at any time 
hereafter be broken upon any like occasion the master 
shall be at the charge of repairing them and the charge 
thereof shall be deducted out of his r.alary. 

17 February, 1729-30. Ordered that the judges at the 
next assizes be treated at Mr. Whitaker's house at the 
rate of 12/. and lO^*. for sack. 

Page 676. 7 February, 1729-30. Ordered that five sash windows be 

put in on that side the hall next the Magdalen's 
churchyard. 

Ordered that all the grants or charters which have been 
granted to the several companies of this town, as set out 
before, be brought in by the masters of the several 
companies and laid before the corporation. 

3 March, 1729-30. Mr. Richard Flam having resigned his 
office of a capital burgess which he has held many years 
and likewise served the ofhce of chamberlain, but by 
misfortunes in trade having been reduced to very low 
circumstances he petitioned the corporation for an 
allowance ; and being a person who formerly lived very 
well and had been in good circumstances, the corporation 
have agreed to allow him 4.s'. weekly tow^ards his 
maintenance. 

Ordered that the mayor and recorder wait upon the judge 
and acquaint him about the charters of the Blacksmiths' 
Company and what ill use they make of it by extorting 
great sums of money from poor tradesmen and making 
several persons free of their company who are not free 
of the town and that they refuse to show their charter. 

Page 677, 13 March, 1729-30. John Herst having made complaint 

that he and some other tradesmen, inhabitants within 
the borough, had been summoned by the Company of 
Blacksmiths, Lorimers, &c., to make themselves free of 
their company, otherwise they would be prosecuted at 
law, they accordingly attended the said company to 
know on what terms they were to be admitted and the 
demands being too great for them to comply with, the 
company threatened to prosecute them at this assizes 
and put them to great trouble and expense, notwith- 
standing some of the tradesmen are not free of the 
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company and so not subject to their by-laws granted to 
them by the corporation. And the said tradesmen have 
petitioned the corporation to be relieved of such arbitrary 
proceedings. And the corporation, upon a former 
occasion, having summoned the masters of the company 
to appear before them and to produce their by-laws, for 
settling the hardships complained of, the company 
refused to do so. Therefore it is agreed that the said 
tradesmen and others shall be indemnified by the 
corporation against all prosecutions brought against 
them by the company. 

Pcige 678. 3 April, 1730. Ordered that the town clerk write, as from 

the mayor, to Sir Thomas Saunderson or lord Malton to 
be redressed from the hardships the town labours under 
by the soldiers being constantly quartered on them. 

22 May, 1730. Ordered that the mayor have SI. allowed 
him for a treat on 29 May and 11 June next for both 
days, he not having the salary that former mayors had. 

30 June, 1730. Ordered that the corporation advance 
200Z. at present towards erecting a workhouse, according 
to the plan or model now given in. 

Ordered that the judges at the next assizes be treated at 
Mr. Whitaker's house at the usual rate of 12Z. and 10s. 
for sack. 

Page 679. 24 September, 1730. Ordered that the mayor have the 

tolls <&c. and 10s. in lieu of the fishing in the rivers Don 
and Eossington. 

Page 680. 2 October, 1730. Ordered that the mayor shall have 40Z. 

allowed him as formerly, he keeping the 29th May, the 
King's Accession, the King's Birthday, and the 6th of 
November. 

Page 681. 13 November, 1730. Ordered that a committee be 

appointed to set out a place for a guardroom. 

18 November. Ordered that the low gaol be laid with 
sleepers and boarded. 

16 December, 1730. Ordered that such methods be taken 
as counsel shall advise to compel Mr. Hugh Hamersley 
to deliver up all papers and writings, now in his custody, 
belonging to the corporation. 

Page 682. 25 January, 1730-31. Ordered that lOZ. be paid by the 

corporation to any who discover any persons attempting 
to break open shops or dwellinghouses in the borough. 

10 February, 1730-31. Ordered that the judge at the next 
assizes be attended and treated by the mayor and justices 
only and that no other persons be treated at the 
corporation's expense, except the judge's attendants, 
and that no more than 5Z. be expended on that account.

Ordered that the mayor and others 
be a committee to prepare by laws for the government 
of the town. 

Page 780. 17 December, 1747. Ordered that if Mr. Gill reject the 

proposal made to him by the corporation for fixing a 
wheel or wheels at the mills for grinding hardware that 
then Mr. Molyneux and Mr. Burdon shall wait upon 
Mr. Copley to know if the mills of Sprotborough be at 
liberty and to learn on what terms he will let them to 
the corporation. 

28 December, 1747. Ordered that Joseph Parker of 
SheflBeld be allowed 20/. towards the expense of removing 
his efifects from Sheffield to Doncaster and that a further 
sum of 100/. be lent him for seven years without interest. 
And it is ordered that the mayor and others do enquire 
for a proper place to erect one or more wheels for 
grinding hardware. 

Page 781. 26 February, 1747-8. Ordered that the alteration over 

the door of the mansion house be made agreeable to the 
design sent down by Mr. Paine. 
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Page 783. 26 February, 1747-8. Ordered that the alteration in the 

middle window of the great room of the mansion house 
be made according to the design sent down by Mr. 
Paine. 

Page 787. 13 October, 1748. Ordered that Mr. Blyth and his wife 

be permitted to live in the mansion house during 
pleasure, they to clean the place and keep good fires. 

Page 788. Ordered that Mr. Burdon write immediately to Mr. Paine 

to know what furniture is thought proper by him and 
Mr. Copley for the mansion house and for an estimate 
of the same. Also that he be asked to buy the grand 
lustre which was designed for Hanelagh house and that 
he send it down as soon as possible. 

3 November, 1748. Order that Charles Townley, Esq. 
York Herald, be paid three guineas for taking out of that 
office the arms of the corporation. 

Ordered that Mr. Paine be acquainted that the corporation 
were induced to buy the large lustre which was made 
for Kanelagh upon the supposition that it was cheaper 
than usual and since it cannot be had at the price 
proposed they would not have him contract for any 
others without express order. 

Appointment of a committee to give directions for 
purchasing and making the following for the mansion 
house, viz. : For the great room, deal benches covered 
with red or green baize and two large stone grates ; for 
the drawing room one stone grate, walnut tree chairs 
with Spanish leather bottoms ; for the low rooms, plain 
grate and elm chairs ; four glass chandeliers for the 
vestibule ; ranges for the kitchen and back kitchen and 
such other kitchen furniture as Nanny Smith shall 
advise. 

16 December, 1748. The corporation's answer to the bill 
in Chancery brought by Lord Irwin and others was put 
in under the seal of the corporation. 

13 February, 1748-9. Ordered that the corporation do 
attend the meeting at the town hall on Thursday next at 
10 o'clock in the forenoon in order to proclaim the peace 
according to the proclamation for that purpose and that 
they appear in their gowns and cloaks. Also that the 
chamberlains do order a cold entertainment at the town 
hall at 6 o'clock on Thanksgiving Day, 26 April, and that 
Mr. Whitaker and Mr. Jaques shall provide the same. 
Also that the chamberlain provide a hogshead of ale 
" for the populous, to be drank in the Maudlins." 

Page 789, 11 April, 1749. Ordered that the gentlemen in the town 

and parish of Don caster and no others be invited to the 
entertainment on Thanksgiving Day. 
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Ordered that the roof over the gateway at the mill bridge 
be pulled down and that the gateway be raised to the 
level of the rest of the ground. 

Ordered that Mr. Newbold be employed to get Mr. 
Bonnington a new or second hand bass viol and that 20s. 
be deducted out of his salary every year till the money 
be paid. 

Page 790. 31 August, 1749. Ordered that Crimsall shall be broken 

open every year on or before the 10th day of August at 
the discretion of the mayor. 

Page 792. 22 March. 1749-50. Ordered that one large and two 

lesser lustres be bought for the mansion house and 
that money be borrowed to pay for the same and such 
other furniture as shall be ordered, the lustres not to 
exceed 140Z. 

Ordered that the benches in the great room be covered 
with crimson or scarlet damask instead of red or green 
baize. 

5 September, 1750. Ordered that Mr. George Hallifax, 
watchmaker, be made a freeman upon providing and 
setting a watch of the value of seven guineas in such 
part of the mansion house as the corporation shall direct 
and upholding and maintaining the same so long as he 
shall continue to live in Doncaster and upon payment 
of the usual fees. 

Pa>ge 793. Ordered that Mr. Richard Kent be made a freeman upon 

• his providing a set of damask table linen to the value of 
eleven guineas for the use of the corporation, and upon 
paying the usual fees. 

Page 794. 22 October, 1750. Ordered that the subscribers of the 

Assembly shall have leave to make use of the grand 
room in the mansion house to keep their assemblies, 
they being liable for damage to the rooms or furniture 
and that no servants be permitted in the grand 
apartments. They shall also clean the room [after 
use.] 

Ordered that the entertainments on 30 October and 
5 November be kept at the mansion house and that 
Mr. Whitaker and Mr. Jaques shall provide the same, 
except ale which Mr. Audus must provide. Mr. Jaques 
is to provide for the King's birthday and Mr. Whitaker 
for the other. 

31 October. The corporation's answer to the amended 
bill of Lord Irwin and others was taken under the 
corporation seal. 
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Page 797. 26 Februaiy, 1750-51. Mr. Burden then brought to this 

meeting the nine charters with several rentals and other 
old papers which were in his hands ; the charters were 
put into the old hutch and the rentals &c. into the press. 

Ordered that from Lady day next 10/. be deducted from 
the organist's salary. 

Page 798. 9 May, 1751. Ordered that the mayor and other members 

of the corporation do attend at Wentwortli house and 
pay the compliments of the corporation to the Marquis 
of Rockingham on his coming of age and that the 
steward distribute three guineas amongst the servants 
in such proportions as he shall think fit. 

Ordered that entertainments be made on 24 May, the 
Prince of Wales' Birthday, and 29 May but that no 
eating shall be provided nor any liquors sent in but such 
as shall be ordered by the chamberlain. 

18 July, 1751. Ordered that Viscount Downe, the 
Marquis of Granby and the Marquis of Rockingham be 
presented with their freedoms in silver boxes gilt wnth 
gold with the corporation arms engraved on the lids and 
that the mayor and other members do wait upon them 
with the same. 

Page 799. 29 August, 1751. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 60/. 

in lieu of the tolls towards making an entertainment on 
his going out of office and maintaining the officers, and 
that 20/. be subscribed to the races. 

Page 800. 15 October, 1751. Ordered that upon the corporation's 

waiting upon the Marquis of Rockingham with his 
freedom that the chamberlain do pay into the hands of 
Mr. Rollins three guineas for the use of the servants but 
being well pleased with the kind entertainment they met 
with agreed to and did give five guineas. 

18 October, 1751. Ordered that 2/. 7s. {sic.) be allowed 
to the chamberlain which was thought proper by the 
members at the Marquis of Rockingham's should be 
given to the servants over and above what was ordered. 

Page 801. 3 November, 1751. Ordered that Mr. John Beal shall not 

be restored to the place of one of the aldermen of the 
borough and that a committee be appointed to employ 
agents and counsel to make a return to the tnandamus 
lately served upon the corporation for the purpose of his 
being restored. 

11 December, 1757. Appointment of Pierce Galliard as 
recorder in succession to Brian Cooke. 

16 December, 1757. Ordered that the corporation do 
contribute five guineas towards raising money for the 
purchase of a fire engine for the use of the town. 
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Ordered that all persons who keep open shops without 
taking up their freedom shall be summoned to appear at 
the next meeting in order to agree what they shall pay 
for their freedom. 

Page 803. 20 January, 1752. Ordered that the corporation subscribe 

101. 10s. towards purchasing a fire engine for the use of 
[ the parish of Doncaster.

Ordered that Mr. Crochley's salary of 70Z. a year be 
continued till Lady Day next. 

Page 804. 17 April, 1752. Ordered that the chamberlains set up the 

** policies " provided by the corporation upon the front 
of the houses belonging to the corporation in the town 
of Doncaster. 

10 June, 1752. Ordered that Mr. Burden write to the 
recorder to acquaint him that John Beal is restored to 
his place of alderman by niandavms from the court of 
King's Bench upon which Mr. Smith who was senior 
common councilman and chosen in his. place, or Mr. 
Hawley who was chosen junior common councilman 
must be removed and the corporation desire the 
recorder's opinion who is to be removed ; and also to ask 
when the recorder intends to come into the country to 
reside amongst them. 

Page 805. 23 June, 1752. Ordered that at the next meeting it be 

agreed whether there shall be a steward or not. 

Page 806. 27 August, 1752. Appointment of a committee to view 

the wash at the engines for supplying the town with 
water and also to view the stone quarries at Exthorpe 
and report where stone may be got for repairing 
Marshgate. 

5 October, 1752. Ordered that 12Z. be paid towards 
buying a fire engine to be lodged at the mansion house. 

Page 807. 11 May, 1753. Ordered that the steward pay the expenses 

of making a road and building a bridge over the west 
end of the river Torn in Eossington. 

Ordered that the committee appointed 14 December, 
1750 for furnishing the mansion house do alter the sashes 
therein and make such additional lights in the grand 
room as shall be necessary. 

Ordered that 300/. be borrowed for paying John Thompson 
and Henry Walker for making a new road from Fryer 
Bridge to the Navigation Bridge. 

Page 811. 22 June, 1753. Ordered that Mr. Beal be paid 200Z. in 

discharge of his damages and costs in his suits against 
the Corporation. 
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Page 812. 14 September, 1753. Appointment of a committee to 

prepare a petition to Parliament for obtaining an act for 
the more easy recovery of small debts within the 
borough and soke. 

27 September, 1753. Appointment of a committee to meet 
Mr. Smith in order to settle the rates on water from the 
engine and all other matters that may tend to the better 
supplying of the town with water. 

Ordered that the mayor be allowed 200Z. to be paid 
quarterly for making two public feasts, one this day 
month and the other on his going out of office and also 
for keeping the usual public days. He is also to have 
the usual perquisites and to be indemnified against al 1 
escapes of prisoners for debt and that he enter 
immediately into the mansion house and do all business 
and give his entertainments there. 

Pcuje 813. 26 November, 1753. Ordered that the town clerk send 

for the acts passed for the recovery of small debts within 
Boston, Liverpool, Canterbury and St. Albans. 

Page 814, 21 June, 1754. Ordered that 50/. be paid to the person 

who shall discover the author of two incendiary letters 
lately sent to Mr. Copley of Nether Hall, on the 
conviction of the offender. 

Ordered that the mayor be desired to go to the 
commissioners of the turnpike from Doncaster to 
Tadcaster Cross to represent the bad state of the road 
from Miln Bridge to Lady Pitt Bridge and to obtain an 
order for the repair thereof. 

Page 816. 13 June, 1754. Ordered that Mr. Stovin be written to 

that if he do not come down within two months and 
reside in the town and act as recorder the corporation 
will elect a new recorder, the necessity of their affairs 
requiring the residence of their recorder amongst them. 

Ordered that a wall be erected across the lane end going 
into Marsh Gate. 

[Tlie entries in the remainder of this Courtier appear in 
Courtier IV.] 
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Page 1, 11 April, 1755. Appointment of Richard Sheppard as 

deputy recorder, common clerk, and town clerk, in the 
place of Richard Burden, removed on account of ill 
health. Signatures follow. 

Page 2, Ordered that an advertisement be inserted in some or one 

of the public newspapers that 405. will be paid by the 
corporation to every able seaman, and 20s, for an 
ordinary one, over and above the reward offered by the 
King, who will join the fleet. 

14 April, 1765. Ordered that the banks and passages 
made by the corporation in Rossington for convenience 
of hunting '' out of compliment to the Marquis of 
Granby, be stopped up and obstructed till the mayor be 
applied to and hear from his lordship what he desires to 
have done about them.*' 

Ordered that a copy of the last charter be laid before Mr. 
Stanhope for his opinion. 

Ordered that a gown be made for the town clerk at the 
expense of the corporation. 

Page 3. Ordered that the blacksmith's shop and toll house in the 

market place be pulled down. 

18 April, 1756. Ordered that the steward employ 
labourers to take up the pavement from the crown of 
the Fryer Bridge so far up the street as belongs to the 
corporation, and put it in repair. 

Page 4. 15 August, 1755. Appointment of Mr. John Camidge of 

York as organist of the parish church of Doncaster, in 
the room of Mr. Maddox, deceased, at a salary of 30^. 

28 August, 1766. Mr. Alderman Wainman and Mr. 
Alderman Beale having each presented to the corporation 
a silver punch bowl, it is ordered that the same be 
accepted in lieu of a treat on the election of an 
alderman. 

Ordered that a salver presented by Mr. Stovin be accepted, 
in lieu of five guineas for his freedom. 

Ordered that the mayor and others shall contract with 
proper persons for an entertainment, not to exceed 15Z., 
for the corporation on Thursday after Doncaster races. 
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Payc 6, 25 September, 1755. Ordered that tlie mayor be allowed 

200/. for making entertainments as usual and maintaining 
the officers. 

22 October, 1755. Ordered that the mayor be indemnified 
against all costs for actions brought against him for 
committing several persons to the common gaol or for 
arresting others and keeping them in custody for being 
guilty of a riot or other misdemeanours at the election 
of John Beale the younger as a common councilman. 

Ordered that the mayor and others wait upon the Marquis 
of Kockingham, Viscount Downe and such other 
gentlemen and noblemen as have interested themselves 
in preventing Pierce Galliard, Esq., lately elected 
recorder, from having his fiat from the King, to desire 
them to withdraw their petition and assist in obtaining 
tlie King's order for the approbation of the said Pierce 
Gal Hard as recorder. 

Paije 6. Ordered that no tradesman who is not a freeman shall be 

invited to the present mayor' n or any future entertain- 
ments. 

18 November, 1755. Ordered that the Votes of the House 
of Commons and the Gazette shall be sent for and kept 
at the house of Mr. Benjamin Audus at the expense of 
tlie corporation and that such Votes and Gazette shall 
be regularly filed and kept for the use of members of the 
corporation to be read by them gratis and not to be lent. 

Pacje 8, 3 March, 1756. Ordered, upon reading a letter from the 

Marquis of Rockingham and an advertisement by his 
order for the encouragement of volunteers for the King's 
service in General Napier's Regiment of Foot, his 
lordship proposing to add by w^ay of advance money, 
over and above the money allowed by the government, 
the sum of one guinea for every Yorkshireman entering 
as a volunteer in that regiment within one month from 
the 1st of this month the corporation proposes that there 
shall l)e paid to every Yorkshireman so enlisting who 
resides within the borough and soke of Doncaster, one 
guinea besides the government allowance and the money 
proposed to be given by the Marquis of Rockingham. 

9 March, 1756. Ordered that the committee appointed to 
enquire into the conduct of Mr. Croachley the school- 
master, do meet as soon as convenient and report. 

The corporation taking into consideration that inconvenience 
may attend several members of the corporation if the 
living of Rossington should become vacant, by application 
by the country gentlemen for their votes, did order that 
the next presentation should be sold to the highest 
bidder.

Page 9. 27 April, 1756. Order that the sale of the living of 

Rossington he advertised. 

22 June, 1766. Ordered that the town clerk write to Mr. 
Ghilders and Mr. Shaw who claim some of the stalls or 
standings in the Butchers' Shambles as their own 
freehold, to know if they would accept the same rent 
from the corporation as is now paid for them and grant 
a lease for a long term. 

Page 9a. 2 July, 1756. Ordered that 300Z. part of 760Z. for which 

the presentation of the living of Rossington is sold 
should be paid into the hands of the mayor to be 
disposed of as the majority of the meniibers shall think 
fit. 

22 July, 1756. A plan for building a shambles and an 
octagon cross at the end of the shambles was produced 
by Mr. Platts and approved by the corporation and it 
was ordered that sealed proposals be received at the next 
meeting for building the same according to the plan 
produced which buildings are to be erected with stone 
from the Marquis of Rockingham's quarries at Denaby. 

Page 10. 3 August, 1756. Order that a meeting be held the next 

day at 9 o'clock to receive estimates for building the 
shambles and cross. 

Ordered that John Beale, junior, prepare ashler stone and 
other materials for building a new bridge over the river 
at Rossington where the old bridge now stands which is 
to consist of one arch of ashler stone and the sides of the 
bridge are to be built with ashler and covered wnth 
"capion" stones. 

Page 11, 4 August, 1756. Ordered that if an alderman after being 

elected shall choose to pay fifteen guineas instead of 
giving an entertainment the money shall be paid down 
upon the board in public meeting before the usual oaths 
be administered, to be disposed of as the corporation 
shall direct. 

Ordered that John Platts of Rotherham shall build the new 
shambles, according to a plan given, for 550/. 

19 August, 1756. Ordered that the old hall at Exthorpe 
shall be rebuilt according to the plan delivered by Mr. 
Rickard. 

Page 12. Appointment of Mr. Edward Miller as organist of the 

parish church of Doncaster at a salary of 30/. 

26 August, 1756. Ordered that Pierce Galliard be removed 
from the recordership, he living at such a distance that 
he cannot attend to the business of the corporation. 
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Page 14, 13 September, 1766. Ordered that the town clerk wait 

upon Bichard Frank Esq. of Gampsall to acquaint him - 
that he was this day elected recorder. 

The said Bichard Frank took the oath on 15 September. 

Page 16, 23 September, 1766. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

200/. for giving the usual feasts and maintaining the 
officers and also for giving an additional feast on the 
day the general quarter sessions are usually held after 
Easter. 

Ordered that the recorder shall have a yearly salary of 20/ . 
in lieu of 13/. 6*. M, 

17 January, 1767. The corporation taking into considera- 
tion the scarcity of corn and the dearness of all sorts of 
provisions in regard to the poor do order tbat 10/. be 
given by the corporation for the relief of the poor and 
that members of the corporation shall collect further 
subscriptions in the town and the money so raised is to 
be laid out in corn. 

Page 16, 4 March, 1767. The question being put whether Mr. 

Wilsford be removed from his office of a capital burgess 
for frequent misbehaviour and refusing to settle his 
accounts, 16 voted for his removal and 10 against. 
Ordered that the free burgesses meet on 7 March to give 
their assent or dissent to this and if Mr. Wilsford should 
expend money to influence the votes of the free burgesses, 
the corporation should be at the expense of treating the 
freemen. 

7 March, 1767. The charge against Mr. Wilsford being 
read, a vote was taken whether or not he be continued a 
capital burgess, 62 voted for his removal and nine 
against ; he was therefore removed accordingly.* 
Pa^e 18. 27 May, 1767. Ordered that a defence be made at the 

costs of the corporation to a mandamus intended to be 
moved by James Wilsford to restore him to his place. 

Page 20, Appointment of a committee to inspect the by-laws and to 

make such alterations and additions as shall be necessary. 

Page 21, 18 January, 1758. The common seal was affixed to a 

petition to the King for his approbation of Mr. Kichard 
Sheppard as town clerk. 

Page 23, 13 April, 1768. Ordered that the rules and orders lately 

drawn to be observed by the butchers renting stalls of 
the corporation shall be painted in the new shambles by 
Mr. Hawley. 

* In Courtier III. on p. 835 there is an entry of an order on 7 March, 1757, 
that Theosebins James Buckley Wilsford be removed from his office of a 
capital burgess for obliterating an entry in the "quotier or courtier*' 
whereby it was resolved that the lands leased to one Thomas Smith should 
at the expiration of his term be let to another person. 

This crossed out entry appears on p. 781. 
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Page 24. 18 May, 1768. Ordered that the breadth of the road or 

passage in a place called the Common Lane as set out 
this day by the members of the corporation and the 
grand jury should be insisted on as the right of the 
corporation as lords of the manor. And that if John 
Watson or any other person should build or put any 
obstruction in the common lane so as to take away any 
part of the ground as now set out being 9ft. 3^in. in 
breadth they shall be prosecuted. 

Page 25, 14 June, 1758. Ordered that the corporation treat with 

some persons for covering the Guildhall with slates. 

28 June, 1758. The corporation agree to take a lease from 
Mr. Sheppard of the road leading into Grimsall for 100 
years at 20s. rent. 

Page 26. Ordered that the judges be entertained at the Mansion 

House. **The reason why the corporation made this 
order was in complement to Lord Mansfield as being the 
Lord Chief Justice of England, but that for the future 
the judges shall be entertained in the usual manner." 

21 July, 1758. Ordered that the roof of the Guildhall 
shall be entirely taken down and new framed by Mr. 
Eickard. 

Ordered that 50/. shall be sent towards the encouragement 
of the Marine Society in London. 

31 August, 1758. Ordered that the corporation do make 
Mr. William Partrick a present of 20 guineas to be laid 
out in plate as an acknowledgment of the service he has 
done them in the accounts between them and the late 
Mr. Burdon, and that the corporation's arms shall be 
engraved thereon. 

Page 28. 26 January, 1759. Ordered that at all future elections of 

a common councilman if any member shall come to the 
meeting after the nomination of the four from whom two 
are to be elected and declared as candidates such member 
shall not have any right to vote for the two candidates. 

Page 29. 12 February, 1759. Ordered that the old large mace be 

double gilt and tbe top part which bends over the King's 
arms and the bottom part and such other parts as 
require it shall be made new and that the two small 
maces are to be made new and as large as the bigger of 
the two. 

Ordered that the seats of the mayor and aldermen in the 
church shall be new lined and the cloth provided by 
Alderman Brook and that the seats where the common 
council sit shall also be new lined and the cloth provided 
by Mr. Nathaniel Pearson. 
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16 February, 1759. The corporation seal was affixed to 
the counterpart of lease for two butchers' stalls demised 
to the corporation for 200 years. 

The seal of the corporation was affixed to their answer to 
a bill filed in the Exchequer against the corporation by 
Theowbius James Buckley Wilsford, to the answer of 
John Hancock, Charles Herring and Richard Sheppard 
and to the answer of John Beal to the said bill. 

Page 30. 6 March, 1759. Whereas Theosebius James Buckley 

Wilsford obtained a peremptory writ of mandamus from 
the King's Bench directed to the corporation to restore 
him to his place of a capital burgess it is now ordered 
that he be restored and that Robert Hudson who was 
elected in his place l)e removed therefrom. 

19 March, 1759. Ordered that an answer be drawn hy 
the town clerk to be inserted in the York paper to an 
advertisement inserted in that paper by Mr. Wilsford 
and to lay the same before the corporation for approval. 

26 March, 1759. Order that the said answer be inserted 
in the York Courant. 

Page 31, 1 June, 1759. Ordered that the recorder's opinion be 

taken whether persons serving an apprenticeship with a 
freeman of the corporation inhabiting out of the borough 
is entitled equally to his freedom as one serving his 
apprenticeship with a freeman living within the borough. 

Page 34. 20 July, 1759. Ordered that the town clerk shall be 

indemnified against the suit brought by Theosebius 
James Buckley Wilsford against him for damages in 
relation to his removal from the office of a capital 
burgess. 

16 November, 1759. Ordered that at all future casual 
entertainments by the corporation no eating shall be 
provided but only liquors. 

Page 36. 18 April, 1760. Ordered that contracts be made for taking 

off the slate and repairing the roof of the council room 
and building a chimney. 

Page 3S, 19 August, 1760. Ordered that the boundaries of the 

corporation's lordship l>e immediately ridden and viewed 
by the corporation and that courts be kept at Sandall 
and Exthorpe. 

Ordered that David Richards be discharged as one of the 
town waits or fiddlers and be paid at the rate of 2s. 6J. 
a week. 

Page 39. 12 December, 1760. Appointment of Charles Bradford of 

Doncaster as steward at a salary of 20/. 
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Page 42. 20 August, 1761. Ordered that the Carr and Doncaster 

Common be driven and the cattle found there not having 
right of common impounded. 

Page 43. 4 December, 1761. A letter said to be written by the 

command of the Duke of Kingston inviting the 
gentlemen of the neighbourhood and the inhabitants of 
Doncaster to a meeting to be held at Nottingham to 
consider of and subscribe to the expense of obtaining an 
act of Parliament for repairing the road from Nottingham 
to Blyth being read It is resolved that the town clerk 
shall attend the meeting and acquaint those present that 
the corporation are willing to make the road as far as 
their liberty extends perfectly good and therefore cannot 
subscribe. 

Ordered that the Archbishop of York and the Earl of 
Kinnoul be written to to know if it would be agreeable 
to them to meet to consider an application to Parliament 
for an Act for repairing the road from Doncaster to 
Sheffield. 

Ordered that counsel's opinion be taken whether it be 
practicable to remove Mr. Crochley from his place as 
schoolmaster for his neglect of duty and misbehaviour. 



29 January, 1762. Ordered that Alderman Healey do 
endeavour to compromise the matter of complaint made 
by Mr. Joseph Hargreave of Wakefield for a deficiency 
of wool bought in this market and weighed with the 
weights of this corporation, on the best terms he can. 



Page 44. Ordered that Mr. Watson, the architect employed in 

building the cross and shambles be paid five guineas for 
his extra work over and above the ten guineas before 
agreed to. 

2 March, 1762. The corporation seal was affixed to a 
petition to Parliament about the application for making 
the river Witham navigable from Lincoln to Boston as 
it is apprehended that the manner proposed of doing it 
will damage the navigation of the river Foss and 
consequently prejudice the trade upon the river Don. 

27 April, 1762. Ordered that the corporation allow 20/. a 
year and a frock of blue shag faced with red to the 
person who will undertake to hunt the corporation 
hounds and that the mayor for the time being and six 
senior members of the corporation shall be a committee, 
to continue for one calendar month, to have the 
management of the hunt and the procuring of the 
hounds and at the expiration thereof the next six senior 
members and the mayor for the time being shall do the 
same and so on from month to month to be continued 
annually from 1 May next. If none of the committee 
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be out hunting on field days the majority of the 
corporation members then present shall have the 
management that day. 

Page 46. 27 April, 1762. Ordered that if any members of the 

corporation be indicted for hunting, coursing, shooting 
or in any way killing game in the royalty of the 
corporation, they shall be indemnified by the corporation. 

15 June, 1762. Election of Robert Boper, Esq., as 
recorder in the place of Richard Frank, deceased. 

21 June, 1762. Ordered that Mr. Colbek take a survey 
of all the houses and lands belonging to the corporation 
not already planned out and surveyed in the parish of 
Doncaster. 

Page 50, 24 February, 1763. Ordered that lOZ. be paid into the 

hands of the mayor *' to be applied by him and the rest 
of the gentlemen that will undertake to give an account 
of the poor in the respective streets that are proper 
objects of charity towards the relief of the poor and 
indigent at this scarse and dear time for provisions." 

29 March, 1763. At a meeting of the corporation, upon 
an order for proclaiming peace, it was ordered that on 
Thursday 7 April next, the members of the corporation 
be summoned to attend the mayor at the mansion house 
by 10 o'clock in the forenoon in their proper habits as 
aldermen and common councilmen in order to proceed 
to proclaim the peace at the usual places and that in the 
evening there be a ball at the expense of the corporation 
at which cake biscuits and wines shall be provided at 
the corporation's expense and that the wives and 
children of the members be invited and also such 
gentlemen and ladies as are subscribers to the Assembly. 

Page 61, 6 May, 1763. Ordered that every member that shall 

hereafter be elected into the corporation shall have the 
right to use the mansion house to give entertainment 
upon such election. 

Ordered that the payment for public newspapers be 
stopped. 

Page 52, 13 May, 1763. Ordered that if Mr. Miller, the organist, 

will undertake to instruct the corporation band of music 
to play upon the hautboy and bassoon the corporation 
will be at the expense of the instruments. 

20 May, 1763. Ordered that the widow of David Richards 
late of the corporation band of music be allowed two 
guineas. 

Ordered that the band be immediately clothed in the 
proper and usual livery and henceforth shall be clothed 
every three years. 
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Ordered that William Deal try of Beverley be sent for to 
view the corporation pavements in order to give an 
account of what quantity of cobbles will be required to 
repair them. 

Page 63. 5 September, 1763. An information having been laid 

before the mayor against Mr. Solomon Holmes, a 
member of the corporation, for carrying a gun within 
the liberties of the corporation, it is ordered that the 
town clerk state a case and lay it before Mr. Stanhope 
for his opinion whether such member or others may not 
be defended as a member and being within the 
corporation's royalty, and also a general case how and 
where the members have a right to hunt, shoot, &c. 

Page 55. 3 November, 1763. Ordered that one half of Mr. Smeaton's 

bill for 26Z. 55. for viewing Potterick Carr and drawing 
a plan to show how it might be drained, be paid by the 
steward. 

4 November, 1763. Appointment of William Stephenson, 
huntsman to the corporation, as their gamekeeper for 
the manors of Doncaster, Bxthorpe with Balby, 
Wheatley with Sandall and Rossington. 

Ordered that if the Rev. Mr. Berrow accepts the next 
presentation to the living of Rossington the corporation 
will at their expense enclose the commons and other 
waste lands in their manor of Rossington at a convenient 
time. 

Ordered that the old moot hall together with the garden 
in the possession of Mr. Stiffel be advertized to be let 
upon a building lease for 100 years. 

Page 56. 2 December, 1763. Ordered that the mayor shall have 

power to subscribe 300/. on behalf of the corporation 
towards repairing the road from Doncaster to Tinsley 
and also the sum of 200/. towards repairing the road 
leading from Chesterfield towards Rotherham towards 
which repairs application is to be made to Parliament to 
take tolls. 

12 January, 1764. The corporation seal was this day put 
to a petition to Parliament for leave to bring in a bill for 
the more easy recovery of small debts and for lighting 
the streets. 

Ordered that the mayor and others do meet William 
Dixon, Esq., and other proprietors of the Carr at Mr. 
Jaques on Tuesday next to consider proper methods for 
draining the Carr. 

20 January, 1764. Ordered that Mr. Snieaton the surveyor 
be asked to fix a day to come to Doncaster and that 
when he has fixed a day a corporation meeting shall be 
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appointed and notice ^iven to the several owners of lands 
in Wad worth Carr, Potterick Carr and Holmes Carr and 
the f^rounds in Wellingley and Stancell and elsewhere, 
to meet Mr. Smeaton to ohtain his opinion whether it is 
practicahle to drain the lands belonging to those owners 
and to compute the expense. 

Page 67. Ordered that the Secretary of State be written to to have 

a royal pardon inserted in the Gazette, at the request of 
the corporation, in respect of an incendiary letter written 
to a servant of Mr. Stiffel of Doncaster, to any person 
or accomplice who shall be discovered to have written 
such letter and that a reward of 60/. be offered to any 
person who shall discover who wrote the said letter. 

21 February, lliM. Demand to be made upon Mr. Wilsford 
for the costs recovered against him in the Exchequer. 

Ordered that a quantity of land be enclosed on Hossington 
Common, not exceeding four acres, and sown with 
** whinns or goss" in order to make a fox cover, to 
comply with the request of the gentlemen in the 
neighl>ourhood and that the same shall be done at the 
corporation's expense. 

Page 68. Ordered that Mr. Colbeck shall plan and set but the 

coi-poration's houses and lands in and about Doncaster. 

Ordered that the next turn of presentation to Rossington 
living be immediately advertized to be sold and the time 
fixed for Monday, 25 June next. 

15 March, 1764. Ordered that the old materials belonging 
to the corporation be viewed by Mr. Eickard and a plan 
drawn for building one low room and one or two 
chambers over it and a vault at Rossington bridge and 
also a stable opposite the house and that an estimate be 
delivered by him at the next meeting of the corporation. 

Ordered that new flood gates be made and the bridge 
repaired in Crimsall at the corporation's expense. 

23 March, 17G4. Ordered that a writing be drawn up to 
be signed by William Dixon, Esq., Thomas Tofield, Esq., 
and other owners of lands who will be benefited by the 
proposed drainage of Potterick Carr, Holms CaiT and 
Wad worth Carr and other lands, and that the several 
freeholders claiming a right of common in any of those 
places be applied to to sign such instrument to show 
their consents that a petition be presented to Parliament 
for leave to bring in a bill for draining and enclosing 
those lands. 

On 25 May the corporation seal was aflixed to an agreement 
that application should be made to Parliament for leave 
to bring in a bill for draining the carrs of Doncaster, 
Balby, Rossington, and other places adjacent.

Page 59, 23 June, 1764. Ordered that the house intended to be 

built at Bossington bridge shall be begun immediately 
and that Mr. Kickard shall have for building thereof 
120Z. with an addition to the plan that he shall build a 
vault and a bow window in the low room and that all 
materials wanting shall be led to the place by the tenants 
of the corporation. 

Ordered that the town clerk advertise the next presentation 
of Bossington living to bo sold by auction at the town 
hall on Monday 3 September in the York Courant, St. 
James' Chronicle, the Whitehall Evening Post and the 
Sheffield paper. 

11 July, 1764. Ordered that the corporation raise 50Z. to 
be run for on Doncaster horse course this year on which 
day of the next public races the gentlemen stew^ards 
shall appoint and that the plate or sum of money when 
run for shall be called the Corporation's Plate. 

30 August, 1764. Ordeied that eveiy person hereafter 
elected mayor shall either accept the usual salary and 
make the entertainments as usual, or otherwise shall not 
have the allowance for supporting the sergeants or other 
officers or any perquisites generally received by the 
mayors but the officers shall be maintained by the 
corporation and the perquisites taken to the use of the 
corporation. 

Page 60. Ordered that the mayor have power to subscribe 200/. on 

behalf of the corporation towards the expense of an 
application to Parliament to repair and amend the road 
from Balby to Worksop provided no toll bar be set up 
nearer the town of Doncaster than the town of 
Warnsworth or any clause be put in the Act to enable 
the commissioners to appoint a bar nearer than that 
town. 

Ordered that 160/. be paid in discharge of two calls towards 
repairing the road from Doncaster to Tinsley. 

Ordered that the fire bell be immediately put up at the 
usual place. 

Page 61. 26 November, 1764. Ordered that Mr. Solomon Holmes 

be paid his charges for taking counsel's opinion upon a 
prosecution against him by Sir Jirian Cooke for carrying 
a gun in the corporation's liberty, the corporation being 
determined to defend its members in hunting and 
shooting in their own liberty. 

Ordered that a committee be appointed to collect subscrip- 
tions for purchasing and erecting lamps for lighting the 
streets and that the corporation shall afterwards be at 
the expense of lighting and maintaining them and paying 
the lamplighter. 
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Page 62, 24 December, 1764. Ordered that a committee enquire 

into the lands Sir Brian Cooke holds^of the corporation 
and give particulars at the next meeting. 

15 January, 176/3. Ordered that a bill for making a 
turnpike road from Doncaster to Drayton be opposed if 
a turnpike bar is proposed to be placed nearer Doncaster 
than Bawtry Lane end. 

Page 63. 27 May, 1765. Ordered that for the future the corporation 

beadle shall have yearly a coat, waistcoat and breeches, 
one hat, two pairs of shoes and two pairs of stockings, 
two shirts and two stocks. 

Ordered that the committee for the mansion house do order 
what wine and other liquors shall be provided for the 
entertainments on 29 May and the King's birthday and 
that none but members of the corporation be invited and 
that no provision be made for eating. 

17 June, 1765. Ordered that Mr. Brindley, the engineer, 
be paid eight guineas for taking the levels of Potterick 
Carr. 

Page 64. 12 July, 1765. Ordered that the claim of the corporation 

for such proportion of messuages, cottages and lands as 
they claim allotments for in the lands intended to be 
divided in Potterick Carr, be delivered to the com- 
missioners under the late Act on 16 July next. 

Ordered that 501. be paid for a plate for Doncaster races 
which is to be run for on the first day of the race if three 
days plates more are raised. 

Ordered that only members of the corporation shall have 
leave to fish in the rivers, lake^ and brooks belonging to 
the corporation ; other persons must obtain leave at a 
public corporation meeting. 

Ordered to value the wood in the decoy. 

Page 65. 12 Aug. 1765. Ordered that the ringers be paid half a 

guinea for ringing when Lord Gran by was in the town. 
And for the future the bells arc not to be rung for any 
noblemen or gentlemen that Lhall come into the town 
without the leave of the corporation, and that nothing 
shall be allowed to the ringers on any future occasion. 

15 August, 1765. Ordered that 15Z. yearly for life be 
allowed to Thomas Mai in late of Doncaster, apothecary, 
formerly mayor of Doncaster, who is in low circumstances. 

Page 66. 20 August, 1765. Lord Effingham Howard (sic.) this day 

desired leave for himself and Capt. Stephenson to fish in 
Rossington river, which leave was granted. 
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Ordered that the turnstile lately erected in the highway 
called the common lane he pulled up. 

29 August, 1765. Ordered that a new chimney be erected 
at the schoolhouse in Fishergate late in the possession 
of Dorothy Spencer and that the roof be tiled. 

Page 67. 4 November, 1765. Ordered that the mayor shall not let 

the town hall to any players hereafter attempting to take 
the same. 

Page 68. 27 December, 1765. Various members of the corporation 

drew lots for the lands which were out of lease at 
Michaelmas. 

Ordered that the penalty directed by the Act be levied on 
Mr. Goodrick for breaking a lamp. 

Page 69. 28 January, 1766. The corporation seal was affixed to the 

lease for 100 years to Solomon Holmes of the skin yard 
in Fishergate. 

15 July, 1766. A letter was produced from Lord Efl&ngham 
Howard (sic.) and Anthony St. Leger, Esq., stewards 
of Doncaster Kaces, stating that if the corporation will 
pay 50Z. that was not run for last year and called their 
plate, the stewards will raise the sum of 30/. more to 
make up a plate or cup of 80/. besides the usual plates. 
It is resolved that should so much money be raised as 
would make five days plates the corporation would pay 
50/. not run for last year, and 50/. more to be run for 
this year and called the Corporation's Plate, but if only 
four days plates be raised then only 50/. should be paid 
and advertized as the Corporation's Plate. 

Page 70. Ordered that Dr. Dawson may erect a wall upon the lands 

belonging to the corporation at a place called the 
Waterdale. 

Ordered that a survey and plan of all the corporation's 
lands in Doncaster be made and also a survey and plan 
of the town and that every part of the corporation 
property be distinguished thereon. 

A bond to Mr. Bingley for 200/. was sealed which money 
was borrowed to pay the corporation's subscription 
towards erecting a turnpike from Balby Pinfold to 
Worksop. 

Page 72. 2 September, 1766. Ordered that the town hall be let to 

the players for the next races, provided they quit it 
within a fortnight after the races are over. 

Ordered " that a wall on each side of the bridge between 
the new one and the old one at Rossington bridge be 
built and repaired by the corporation and that the same 
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be built as far as necessary on each side of the bridge 
and the same to be built on the other side being one 
half of the way extending from the old to the new 
bridge.** 

Page 73. 25 September, 1766. Ordered that a wall lately erected 

across the road at the back of the town of Balby leading 
to Loversall, be thrown down, as it totally obstructs the 
passage, and that the turnstile placed in the common 
lane be pulled up. 

16 Octolxjr, 1766. Ordered that an enquiry be made what 
ground at the back of the Falcon belongs to the 
corporation. 

Ordered that the committee for draining and enclosing 
the several carrs near Don caster state a case for 
counsol's opinion, pointing out the several clauses of the 
late Act of Parliament and setting out the grievances the 
freeholders and occupiers of lands in the carrs apprehend 
they sustain by the manner in which the Act is carried 
out, and the committee is to wait upon Mr. Dixon to 
know if he will join with the freeholders in an application 
to Parliament. 

Page 74. 13 November, 1766. Ordered that the committee for 

viewing and valuing the corporation's lands at Kossington 
ask Mr. Simpson if it will he agreeable to him to have 
the lands at Sandall '* flatted *' and enclosed. 

20 November, 1766. John Stanhope, Esq., took the oath 
of recorder. 

Page 76. 19 January, 1767. The corporation taking into considera- 

tion the present necessities of the poor of this town order 
that the steward pay 20 guineas to the mayor to be applied 
to the relief of the poor and that the mayor and others 
be a committee for disposing of the same, and what other 
subscriptions shall be collected, in the purchase of flour 
potatoes and coals to be distributed amongst the poor. 

8 April, 1767. The salary of Mr. Miller, the organist, is 
increased to 40 guineas in consideration of the dearness 
of provisions and of his business as a teacher of music 
having declined. 

Page 77. 27 April, 1767. Ordered that those who erect stalls in the 

Magdalen's for the sale of greens or any other kind of 
stufif on the market days shall pay M. a foot for their 
stalls. 

Page 79. 14 August, 1767. Ordered that the fence between 

Doncaster Common and Cantley Hills be repaired. 

Ordered that 50Z. be paid to Mr. Jaques to be run for on 
Doncaster Common on Tuesday 20 September next. 
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Page 80. 24 September, 1767. Ordered that all perquisites usually 

received by the mayor shall be taken to the use of the 
corporation, except what are allowed to the mayor by 
the charters. 

Page 81. 30 September, 1767. Ordered that the pavements in Far 

St. Pulcher's Gate be taken up and the road from Font 
Stone to the gaol made in turnpike fashion and that 
plans be procured for building a new gaol in the Shoe 
Market. 

Page 82. 4 April, 1768. Ordered that Mr. Thomas Heaton burn 

the whins in the Low Pasture and the ashes be sold to 
the use of the corporation. Also to build bridges of stone 
or brick over the cuts in the Low Pasture. 

4 April, 1768. Appointment of a committee for building 
a new gaol in the Shoe Market and to pull down the old 
gaol and apply the materials to the new building and 
also all the stone that remains of the old Moot Hall. 
Also that a temporary gaol be " pitched " upon till the 
new one is erected. 

Page 85. 15 April, 1768. Ordered that the committee appointed to 

consult with Mr. Dixon join with him in an application 
to the King's Bench for a mandamus to compel the 
commissioners for the drainage of Pottery Carr to make 
their award. 

Ordered that the presentation to Rossington living be 
advertised in the York Courant and other papers to be 
sold on 8 June next. 

Page 86. 8 June, 1768. A plan was produced for building a new 

gaol in St. Pulcher*s Gate near where the old gaol 
formerly stood, which plan was agreed to and a 
committee was appointed to carry out the same. 

Ordered that 6Z. 135. ^d. be paid to the churchwardens of 
Doncaster for the newly erected stalls or pews in the 
south gallery of Doncaster Church, which the corporation 
have agreed to pay for the use of the schoolmaster and 
scholars of the Free Grammar School of Doncaster. 

Ordered that the charge of the beadle for bringing strollers 
before the justices and conducting them out of the town 
be not allowed in future he having sufficient salary for 
the same. 

25 August, 1768. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 
300/. for entertainments &c. 

Page 87. 22 September, 1768. Ordered that for the future the 

corporation will not give a plate of 50/. to be run for on 
Doncaster Common unless the races for the future shall 
be in June or July. 
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Ordered tliat the steward "do in the name of the 
corporation insist that Thomas Lister shall not pay to 
Mr. George Jarratt the sum of ten pounds or ten guineas 
that he has given him a note for, for leave of acting in 
the Hall, but if the said Thomas Leister be sued for the 
same, to be indemnifyed by the said corporation and at 
their expense, but that the same be paid to the corporation 
steward, €ind also such other things as their steward 
shall make him a bill of, as perquisites he received 
belonging to the corporation." 

9 November, 1768. The committee appointed to view and 
value the corporation's estate at Rossington delivered in 
a book of particulars of the respective farms by 
computation as to admeasurement and the respective 
values thereof, which the corporation approved. 

Page 88, Ordered that a building or workhouse be erected for William 

Needham to carry on the trade of making sail cloth, sack 
cloth and other cloths, he allowing the corporation 4/. 
per cent, for the money laid out on the building. 

8 December, 1768. The corporation seal was affixed to 
the grant of the next presentation of Bossington living 
(by the appointment of Mr. James Stovin) to Miss Ann 
Hammersley, and 610^. purchase money was then paid 
into the steward's hands. 

Page 00, 14 April, 1769. Order that Joseph, son of William Hat- 

field, one of the corporation band of music, be added to 
their number. 

Page 91. 2 May, 1769. Ordered that Edward Jackson be admitted 

to his freedom for his trouble in drawing a plan of the 
gaol and for his attendance to see the work properly 
executed. 

Page 92, 6 June, 1769. Ordered that the town clerk write to Lord 

Kockingham that although the corporation requested 
him to have the races in July instead of September, in 
which he concurred, yet on further consideration they 
were satisfied that having the races at the usual time in 
September will be more beneficial to the town, but if 
the holding of them in July will be more agreeable to 
his lordship, the corporation are willing to have them at 
that time. 

Ordered that a dog kennel be erected and a little house 
built at the top of the lane called Laithgates for the 
huntsman to live in ; and Sir George Cooke is to be told 
that his servant has shot a " hound dog " belonging to 
the corporation. 

Ordered that the corporation give for the next races two 
50Z. plates to be run for on Tuesday the second day of 
the races ** by horses &c. that never won 50Z. matches 
excepted," and the other 50Z. on Friday **by horses give 
and take, and that three reputed running horses to start 
on each of those days or no race." 
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Page 93. 6 Juae, 1769. Ordered that the steward pay 25Z. to Mr. 

John France as a debt due from the corporation to Mr. 
William Townshend for drawing a plan of the town of 
Doncaster and for the frame for the map. 

Page 94. 31 August, 1769. Election of John Lee of Leeds, barrister- 

at-law, as recorder, in the place of John Stanhope, 
deceased, as a testimony of the corporation's approbation 
of his very able and spirited support at the bar of the 
House of Commons in the last session of Parliament of 
the rights of the freeholders of Middlesex and in them 
the rights of all the freeholders and electors of this 
kingdom. 

1 June, 1770. Ordered that Edward Jackson shall be paid 
for the stone he has prepared and dressed for the intended 
building of a cross in the market place. 

Page 95, Ordered that the several shops and tenements in the 

Market Place in the possession of William Jackson and 
other tenants of the corporation extending from the 
Parsonage Gate to the White Horse be pulled down and 
a new wall, if thought necessary, erected ; and that part 
of the house and penthouse in the possession of William 
Slingsby and Widow Bullas be pulled down and Widow 
BuUas shall have the shop in the possession of John 
Ward, belonging to the corporation, and that all the 
tenants have notice to quit. All which buildings are 
described in a plan delivered to the corporation by Mr. 
Scott who shall instruct the paviours in the level of the 
Market Place. 

Ordered that George Hallifax make a deal clock, the same 
as Mr. Broadhead's, at the price of seven guineas, to be 
put up in the kitchen of the mansion house. 

Page 96. 28 June, 1770. Ordered that Mr. Jaques be requested to 

get a plan and estimate of the playhouse at Scarborough 
and Mr. Kickard is to get one from Stamford and Mr. 
Holmes one from Hull. 

Ordered that the committee for the mansion house provide 
for the use of the corporation, six silver salvers, 3 dozen 
large silver spoons, 4 dozen tea spoons, 4 or 5 pyramids, 
4 dozen sweetmeat glasses, 8 deep china dishes, 
flummery moulds of new forms, a green cloth, one 
flummery mould, a landscape with men, trees, cattle, &c., 
3 of the largest stew pans, 6 pairs of plated candlesticks, 
3 chandeliers for candles in the aldermen's room, and 
that the common councilmen's room be papered, ** and 
paintings in the mansion house where necessary." 

Ordered that Mr. Kickard draw a plan and estimate for a 
house for the miller to live in, to he built on the place 
where the chapel house now stands. 
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Page 07, 17 July, 1770. • Ordered that the corporation give {or the 

next races at Doncaster two 50/. plates. 

Page 98, 27 September, 1770. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

315/. for entertainments &c. 

Page 99. 16 February, 1771. Ordered that 20/. be given to the 

poor on account of the severity of the weatiher. 

31 May, 1771. Ordered that the steward shall pay the 
balance of the account of the commissioners for the 
drainage of the carrs near Doncaster and to value the 
damage done by the commissioners in cutting through 
the corporation's lands. 

Page 100, 29 July, 1771. Ordered that William Needham shall pay 

for the new manufactory, workshops, and the house and 
premises the corporation lately erected, 20/. per annum. 

26 August, 1771. Ordered that if any dispute arise about 
driving Grimsall and Exthorpe Ings and driving and 
impounding the cattle of freemen and others not entitled 
thereto, it shall be defended by the corporation. 

Page 101, 26 September, 1771. Ordered that Mr. Bichard Tetlow 

be paid 75 guineas and a cup, value 10 guineas, with 
the corporation's arms engraved thereon, for transcribing 
and translating the several charters of the corporation. 
Also ordered that copies of the translations be bound. 

Page 102, 11 December, 1771. Election of Mr. James Stovin as 

town clerk, in the room of Bichard Sheppard, deceased. 

Ordered that a good strong horse be bought for the 
huntsman, not exceeding 15 guineas ; that the huntsman 
shall not use the horse from the end to the beginning of 
the hunting season, and that the corporation shall 
provide a " goist " for the horse for the summer season. 

Ordered that a scarlet gown trimmed with fur and also a 
gold chain with a medal with the corporation's arms on 
one side and the King's arms on the other (if the price 
shall be approved by the corporation) shall be had for 
the use of the mayor for the time being. 

Page 103. 1 June, 1772. Ordered that Mr. Stovin write to the 

recorder to order a gold chain with four links and a 
medal, to be worn by the mayor and that the steward 
pay for the chain and gown when they shall be received. 

Ordered that 50/. be paid towards the relief of the sufferers 
by the late inundations in the north. 

Page 105. 10 July, 1772. Ordered that the corporation's allotments 

in Doncaster and Balby Carrs as laid out by Mr. Kelk 
(19 in number) be let. 
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Page 108. 24 September, 1772. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

350/. for entertainments &c. 

Page 109, 16 November, 1772. Ordered that a petition to the 

county members from the corporation and the traders in 
the town be drawn to draw their attention to, and ask 
their assistance in Parliament for obtaining relief to the 
settled trader against the licensing of hawkers and 
pedlers. 

Ordered that a reward of 20/. be offered to the accomplice 
in the murder of Thomas Ossling (not being the person 
who actually shot him) on turning evidence for the 
Crown. 

14 December, 1772. Mr. Stovin, as the corporation's 
proxy, having subscribed 1,000/., being 100/. a share for 
the corporation's ten shares in the navigation of the 
river Don, towards making a navigable canal from 
Stainforth into the river Trent at Althorpe with a side 
branch therefrom into the river Don at Hangman Hill, 
the same is approved by the corporation. 

Ordered that 50/. be paid towards the intended lunatic 
hospital at York. 

Ordered that the Proprietors of the Navigation of the Don 
shall have the refusal of the corn mills continuing to use 
them as such, when the present lease expires. 

Page 110, Mr. Stovin having proposed to take of the corporation a 

quantity of land in Eossington Common, between 200 
and 300 acres, at his option, on the terms that he should 
choose from which part of the common he would take it 
so that he take it all together, to pay 10s. an acre and 
all taxes, to enclose the same at his own expense, to 
build a house thereon with barns, stables, &c., upon 
condition that the corporation will grant him a lease for 
99 years and permit him to make brick upon some other 
part of the estate for building, and until the remainder 
of the common be enclosed he shall have equal rights 
with the Eossington tenants. The corporation agree, 
reserving power to hunt, course and shoot over the said 
lands. 

6 January, 1773. Ordered that the committee for lighting 
the lamps cause the same to be lighted all the night 
through both in dark and moonlit nights. 

The corporation seal was affixed to a letter to Sir George 
Savile and Mr. Lascelles desiring their assistance in 
bringing in a bill for redress of the fair trader against 
hawkers and pedlars. 

Page 111, 1 March, 1773. Mr. Thomas Gill having claimed a right 

upon Eossington Common in respect of his estate there 
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and having agreed to lay his title before the recorder for 
inspection it is ordered that the recorder inspect the said 
title. 

Appointment of a committoe to treat with the Proprietors 
of the Navigation of the Don for taking Doncaster Mills 
for seven years. 

Ordered that five guineas each be paid to George Farrer 
and Benjamin Ilorner and that they be permitted to go 
about the town of Doncaster with a petition towards 
their loss of time in lying in York Castle charged with 
the murder of Thomas Ossling, it appearing they were 
innocent of the crime. 

Page 112. 4 March, 1773. Ordered that a lease of the water corn 

mills be made to the Proprietors of the Navigation of 
the Don for 63 years at a rent of 150/. and that the 
corporation shall allow 200/. for building a house where 
the old chapel stood, for the miller. 

Page 113. 16 April, 1773. Ordered that the corporation make a 

common sewer from the corner of Timothy Clark's house 
to the corner of Thomas Atkinson's house to take the 
water down the High Street, it being the ancient 
watercourse. 

Ordered that the mayor write to the Proprietors of the 
Navigation of the Don to ask if they will take the mills 
at the rent of 130/. and the allowance of 200/. for the 
miller's house. 

Ordered that another musician who can play the hautboy 
be added to the band. 

Appointment of a committee to advise on the best manner 
of rebuilding the old building leading from the church 
gates to Mr. Pearson's wine vaults. 

Page 114. 11 August, 1773. The letter from the Archbishop of York 

consenting to the removal of the Parsonage gates in the 
Market Place was deposited amongst the corporation 
deeds, &c., (see Calendar to Charters and Deeds, No. 832). 

Ordered that Mr. Gill be permitted to enclose 23 acres, 
2 roods, 18 perches, from Rossington Common in lieu of 
all common right and right of average in the lordship of 
Bossington. 

Ordered that the corporation grant to Mr. Gill 8J acres 
from the common to be enclosed at his own expense in 
exchange for his King's Flatt Close in Bossington, 
containing about 4 acres. 

Ordered that the tenants of Rossington be offered new 
lands in exchange for their old lands taken from them to 
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lay to the new proposed farm in Holmes Carr in order 
to enclose the said new lands. 

Ordered that a farm at Kossington, newly laid out, part 
old enclosure and part new, containing 293 acres of 
arable meadow, be advertized to be let. 

Page 115. The seal of the corporation was affixed to the lease to the 

Proprietors of the Navigation of the Don of the corn 
mills in Doncaster for 63 years. 

Page 116. 21 September, 1773. Appointment of a committee to treat 

with Sir George Cooke and Mr. George Cooke for making 
an exchange of their right of the driving road from 
Armthorpe Fields Gate over part of Sandall Common to 
the South Moor and also over the north end of South 
Moor, belonging to the parish of Sandall and leading to 
Armthorpe South Moor, for a strip of land in Sandall, 
beginning at the south end of Armthorpe Field and 
extending all the way from Sandall South Moorcommonly 
called Sandall Beat and Armthorpe South Moor and 
ending at Cantley Low Common. 

17 May, 1774. Ordered that Sir George Cooke quit all 
the lands he rents of the corporation at Candlemas next 
and be asked for arrears of rent. 

Ordered that a piece of land called Snipe Bog containing 
13 acres, lately enclosed from Kossington Common be 
drained. 

Page 120. 25 August, 1774. Several non-resident freemen pretending 

a right to depasture cattle in Crimsall or the Low 
Pasture, It is ordered that their cattle found there shall 
be impounded and they shall be fined 25. 6ci. for every 
beast or horse. 

Ordered that the steward view the pavements in the streets 
of Doncaster once a week and repair them where 
necessary. 

Page 121. 4 October, 1774. Ordered that a committee treat with the 

tenants of the line shops &c. on the south side of the 
Magdalen's for quitting the same as soon as possible and 
that they apply to Mr. Lindley of York to draw a plan 
for a playhouse and make an estimate of the expense of 
building. 

Ordered that a particular be made of all the corporation's 
lands near the town of Doncaster which will be out of 
lease in 1775 ; and the question being put whether the 
resident aldermen and common councUmen shall have 
any of the said land it was unanimously voted they 
should not. 

Page 122. 12 January, 1775. Ordered that the mayor and Mr. Stovin 

treat with Mr. Smyth for the purchase of the water 
engine. 
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Ordered that the committee for the theatre treat with Mr. 
Lyndley or any other person for building a new theatre 
according to Mr. Lindley's plan (see also p. 122) and 
when built Mr. Wilkinson is to have the refusal of the 
theatre. 

Page 123, 13 February, 1776. Ordered that the contract with Mr. 

Smyth for the purchase of the water engine and all his 
and Mr. Bamsden's term therein and a freehold messuage 
in Frenchgate for 2,300/. be confirmed. 

Ordered that counsel's opinion be taken whether the 
highways within the borough and soke are indictable at 
the quarter sessions for the West Biding, and if they are 
not, that the inhabitants of Sandall "plead to" the 
jurisdiction of those sessions at the expense of the 
corporation. 

Ordered that the corporation shall in due time before the 
next session of Parliament prepare estimates for making 
a turnpike road from the Hall Cross in Doncaster to 
Bawtry and take other measures for obtaining an Act. 

Appointment of a committee to dispose of the corporation's 
hounds or some of them and provide a pack of slow 
beagles against next winter. 

Page 123-4, 21 February, 1775. Copy of a letter to John Lee, the 
recorder, asking for his resignation on account of frequent 
absence, and his reply (dated at Lincoln's Inn) acceding 
thereto, and appointment of Samuel Tooker, counsellor- 
at-law, in his place. 

Ordered that John Bennett have notice to put up a proper 
stile at the north west corner of his close where a stile 
lately was for the convenience of foot passengers passing 
through his close to the south east corner of the said 
close into the field which he has partly stopped up, and 
if he refuse, the steward is to pull down his nedge at the 
said north west corner. 

Page 125. Ordered that the mayor and others speak to Mr. Ellison 

about the foot roads over the Little Holmes which are 
ruinous and dangerous and if he refuse to repair them 
the said roads shall be indicted at quarter sessions ; and 
that they view the footway from Mr. Copley's gate to 
the river for the same purpose. 

8 March, 1775. Ordered that an exchange be made of 
some lands at Balby with Mr. Whitaker for Inman's 
Folly in Doncaster. 

Ordered that Joseph Hatfield be admitted one of the waits 
in the place of Mr. Dixon. 
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Page 126, 9 March, 1775, Ordered that the consent of the freeholders 

of Sandall and Balby be asked for applying for an Act to 
enclose the several open fields and commons in those 
townships. 

13 May, 1775. Agreed that Mr. Stovin have the indulgence 
of presenting a person to the rectory of Eossington in 
case the present incumbent shall happen to die before 
his son shall be of age to take it over. 

Page 127, 28 August, 1776. An exchange was agreed to between the 

Eossington committee and the tenants of the rectory 
with the approbation of Mr. Leeds the sequestrator of 
the rectory, for the life of the present incumbent, that 
the glebe lands in the fields and meadows containing 
25a. 3r. shall be held by the corporation in exchange for 
46a. 3r. 34p. of the common adjoining the lands lately 
given to the rector in lieu of his common right, the 
corporation to make sufficient out fence and one division 
where Mr. Stovin shall approve with stoops rails and 
quicksets and to make and maintain a drain along the 
side of the churchfield. 

Pa>ge 128. 2 November, 1775. Ordered that the mayor subscribe 500Z, 

on the corporation's behalf towards making a turnpike 
road from Doncaster to Bawtrey. 

22 November, 1775. Ordered that 200Z. be borrowed and 
paid to Mr. Horner's executor for the purchase of the 
surrender of a term in certain premises in the 
Magdalen's, now pulled down, to make the street more 
commodious. 

Page 129. 4 March, 1776. At this meeting a question was put to the 

recorder whether the leases of the corporation's lands 
lately granted to several members for 25 years were 
legal and he being of opinion that they are not, it was 
resolved by twenty one against three that they be 
rescinded. 

1 May, 1776. Ordered that the lease from the corporation 
to Mr. Yarnold of the water engine be delivered to Mr. 
Standish, Mrs. Halliwall's attorney, she giving security 
to return the same after the next assizes at York, Mrs. 
Halliwall acknowledging by a proper instrument the 
right of the corporation to a carriage road to the engine 
from a street called the back of the buildings alias St. 
Pulcher's Ea, and undertaking to support the said road 
for ever. 

Page 131. 14 May, 1776. Ordered that the shops under the play- 

house and the chambers in the playhouse be let to such 
members as will occupy them themselves. 

Page 132, 21 May, 1776. Appointment of the Rev. Luke Willey as 

master of the Free Grammar School in the place of the 
Bev. Mr. Croachley, deceased. 
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24 June, 1776. Ordered that the stones and rubbish 
lately laid upon the wash across the river Gheswold and 
adjoining the river Don called the Old Wash at the 
upper end of Grim sail shall be removed and the Wash 
put into its original state and the old salmon hecks in 
the wash shall be reopened and a shuttle fixed in the 
same manner as formerly for better supplying the engine 
with water for the use of the inhabitants. 

Appointment of a committee for the alterations of the said 
wash and to set out the foundation of the house in 
Frcnchgate intended to be built by Mr. Mandall and the 
gateway in the said building and the alteration of the 
main pipes belonging to the water engine intended to be 
laid through the gateway into the said building and also 
the repair of the pipes of the said engine. 

Page 133, 23 July, 1776. Ordered that Mr. Wilkinson be informed 

that the corporation will not take a less rent than 70/. 
for the playhouse for the term of seven or eleven years. 

7 August, 1776. Ordered that Mr. Wilkinson shall have 
the playhouse at the rent of 70/. the corporation paying 
all assessments to be charged thereon and allowing him 
15 guineas for fitting up the green rooms, and the 
corporation will abate SOL of the said rent in those years 
in which there shall be no races. 

Page 134. 26 September, 1776. Ordered that the mayor shall have 

400 guineas for entertainments and the usual perquisites, 
except the 10/. usually paid by the players for the use 
of the town hall. 

Ordered that the setting out and direction of making a new 
course for the races on Doncaster Common and a 
commodious stand be referred to the Marquis of 
Rockingham and others. 

Page 137, 5 February, 1777. Ordered that 150 tickets for admission 

to the stand to be erected upon the intended course be 
offered for sale at 7 guineas each and that the noblemen 
and gentlemen who live in the town and neighbourhood 
shall have the first refusal thereof. 

Ordered that all works be stopped except the stand and 
race ground and that no works be undertaken by the 
corporation or their order until after 1 May, 1779. 

Page 138. 25 September, 1777. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

450/. for entertainments, &c. 

4 December, 1777. Appointment of a committee to treat 
with Mr. Thomas Atkinson for the purchase of his 
corner house in Baxter Gate in order that the house may 
be taken down for widening the street and making the 
same more commodious to the public. 
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Page 139. Ordered that the corporation shall join with the freeholders 

in purchasing and taking down such buildings and 
nuisances in the town as shall be thought necessary for 
widening the streets by the committee intended to be 
appointed by Act of Parlian^ent for paving the streets 
the present session of Parliament, and that the expenses 
thereof shall be borne by the corporation, after the sum 
of 150/., agreed to be given by the freeholders, shall 
have been paid. 

Ordered that the tenant of the Chequer House have notice 
to quit possession at the end of this year. 

Ordered that the Pound Fold be let on building lease and 
a new pound fold be made in the Sand Pits. 

Page 140. 12 January, 1778. Ordered that all unqualified persons 

found shooting, coursing or endeavouring to destroy the 
game within the corporation liberties shall be prosecuted. 

Ordered that a committee view the place in Mr. Drabble's 
yard, where the inhabitants in Marshgate usually took 
water from the river, and report the state and situation 
thereof. 

15 January, 1778. Ordered that all elections and other 
business of the corporation shall be determiaed by ballot 
with balls put into a box. 

Page 141 . Ordered that George Wood be paid for making a wooden 

pump and fixing the same in the river Don for the use of 
the inhabitants of Marshgate. 

Page 142. Ordered that Mr. Lindley's bill for the plan and 

" estimation " of the playhouse be paid. 

Page 143. 2 July, 1778. Ordered that the committee appointed for 

the purchase of Mr. Atkinson's house shall treat with 
the tenants of the houses ordered to be purchased of 
Mr. Partrick to quit possession thereof, and as soon as 
possession shall be taken the committee shall have 
power to take down the houses for widening and 
improving the street and to erect such buildings as they 
shall think proper. 

Page 144. 27 August, 1778. Ordered that the ancient road in Thief 

Lane leading from Exthorpe Lane into Crimsall shall be 
laid open and a bridge built of rough stone over a 
watercourse adjoining to Crimsall and that a good 
carriage road be made into the same and all the posts in 
the lane shall be immediately taken up. 

12 February, 1779. Ordered that the bills for the new 
stand be paid. 
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Ordered that the committee for the stand treat with Mr. 
Childers for a long lease for the 15a. 2r. 4p. of land on 
Cant ley Common, over which the course lies, at the rent 
of 21$. an acre. 

Pitijr 14'j, Appointment of a committee to take down the gaol and the 

house lately occupied by — Jackson adjoining thereto 
and to contract for building a new gaol. 

Pdijr 140. 23 February, 1779. This day was executed a counterpart 

of the lease from Childere Walbauke Childers, Esq., of 
two parcels of land in Cantley Common, over which part 
of the horse course has been formed, for 99 years at the 
rent of 15/. 

Pa(jc 148, 30 June, 1779. Appointment of a committee for causing 

the footpaths in St. George's Gate and on the north side 
of Baxter Gate to be flagged and the pavements in the 
streets there to be repair^. 

The same committee is empowered to treat with the owners 
of the houses on the north side of Scott Lane, adjoining 
the High Street, for the purchase thereof, on condition 
that the owners will allow the purchase money to 
remain in the corporation's hands for seven years at 
interest. 

Ordered that the same committee shall have power to stake 
and set out the grounds on the back side of Mr. 
Rimington's house and other houses adjoining on the 
back of the buildings for the improvement of the road 
there. 

Pcujc 160, 22 September, 1779. Ordered that the late Mr. Alderman 

Seaton's bill of costs amounting to 38/. occasioned by 
refusing to quarter soldiers on Mr. Thomas Stanwell, be 
paid by the corporation. 

PoAjc 151, 23 February, 1780. Appointment of a committee for 

causing the corporation's part of the bridge at the mill 
bridge and at Eossington bridge to be rebuilt and to 
contract for making the necessary roads and temporary 
bridges during the time such bridges shall be repairing. 

15 March, 1780. Appointment of a committee to purchase 
Mr. William Heaton's lease in the house in the High 
Street in the occupation of Mr. Wardman for 180/. and 
to purchase Mr. Mandall's rent issuing out of the same 
house and to take down the said house for widening and 
improving the street and rebuilding the same or such 
part as they shall think fit. 

Page 152. 19 June, 1780. Ordered that the Butchers' Shambles be 

enclosed and that one row of out stalls at the end of the 
Shambles, to cotitain eight stalls and no more, be 
continued. 
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24 July, 1780. Ordered that the committee for altering 
the Shambles shall take down the old Pound Fold walls 
for widening the street towards the front and to let the 
back part thereof as building ground. 

31 August, 1780. Ordered that Mr. Bradford's salary be 
advanced from 30/. to 40Z. a year he having additional 
trouble in collecting water rents. 

Page 153, 25 January, 1781. Ordered that the waits' salary of 15/. 

a year shall be increased to 20/.. and in consideration 
thereof the aldermen are to be released from the usual 
quarterly donations made to them. 

Page 157, 4 June, 1781. Order to pay Mr. Carr 105/. for his trouble 

in " architecting ** and directing the stand. 

10 October, 1781. The tenants at or near Sandall having 
complained against Mr. Martin of Kirk Sandall for 
surcharging their common fields with cattle brought from 
Kirk Sandall into the township of Near Sandall without 
having a legal right so to do, It is ordered that the 
corporation shall join with the freeholders of Near 
Sandall in supporting their right in the above case 
against Mr. Martin or any other person. 

25 October, 1781. Appointment of a committee to view 
the ground on the east side of the parsonage yard and 
prepare the same for a market for the sale of cattle. 

Page 158. Appointment of a committee to enclose the bog waste 

ground and the boundaries at Rossington and to plant 
the same. 

12 December, 1781. Ordered that Messrs. Hargrave & Co. 
be allowed five per cent, for 150/. on account of letting 
the temporary bridge stand till the corporation give them 
notice to take it down. 

Ordered that Mr. Gott be desired to attend at Sheffield and 
take his instructions relating to the navigation bridge 
that he may attend the committee of the navigation with 
the mayor and town clerk at Sheffield for prevailing 
upon them to take down the navigation bridge and 
rebuild it to the height of the old bridge (see also p. 159). 

Appointment of a committee to draw up by-laws to restrain 
persons from running wheelbarrows " and otherwise " 
upon the flags in the streets. 

Page 159, 3 April, 1782. Ordered that the corporation hounds shall 

l>e immediately disposed of and that Mr. Wrightson and 
Mr. Althorpe of Dinington shall have the refusal of 
them and the huntsman shall have the rest t ) dispose of 
to his own advantage in case they refuse to take the 
whole pack. 
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Page IGO, Ordered that the dog kennels and stable shall be under the 

direction of the mayor for the time being ; that the 
huntsman shall live in the house belonging to the 
corporation wherein he now dwells and he paid 10/. 
a year. 

Further order that the huntsman shall have 4s. weekly in 
lieu of 10/. yearly and shall have the horse for his own 
benefit. 

11 May, 1782. Ordered that handbills be printed and 
distributed requesting the gentlemen, freeholders, and 
inhabitants within the borough and soke of Doncaster to 
meet at the Town Hall on Wednesday 15 May to take 
into consideration the plan and propositions transmitted 
by the Earl of Rhelburne Principal Secretary of State, 
for augmenting the domestic force of the nation. 

Ordered that the recorder prepare an address to the King 
of the coi-poration's approbation of the changes in his 
council and ministers and of the plan of economy 
recommended by his Majesty to his subjects. 

Entry of the address to the King. 

Page 161, 22 October, 1782. Ordered that Mr. Rickard, the present 

mayor, be allowed 100 guineas in addition to his former 
salary of 420/. 

Ordered that each member of the corporation with two of 
his family be allowed to go upon the stand without 
payment. 

Page 162. 24 February, 1783. Ordered that Mr. Hallifax and Mr. 

Eickard shall have liberty to make bridges at their 
expense over the drain into their closes from the Decoy 
bank and to use the road upon the said bank. 

15 May, 1783. Ordered that the committee for the mansion 
house shall receive estimates of the expense of ornament- 
ing in water colours and by paint the great room, the 
drawing room and the vestibule in the mansion house. 

Page 163. 6 June, 1783. Mr. William Lindley having agreed to paint 

and repair the ball room in the mansion house a white 
and French grey three times oyer with oil colour and 
ako to paint and repair the vestibule three times over 
with oil colour a white and light straw colour and to 
repair and paper the drawing room with such coloured 
paper as the committee shall think proper (such paper 
not to exceed five guineas) for 61/. 75. *6d. it is ordered 
that he be paid that sum. 

Page 164. 30 July, 1783. Ordered that the pavements in Laithgates 

shall be repaired at the corporation's expense. 
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6 September, 1783. Ordered that the clerk give notice of 

the corporation's intention of applying to Parliament for 

an Act for the enclosure of the open fields &c. within 

the townships of Long Sandall and Exthorpe with Balby 

^ in the parishes of Doncaster and Kirk Sandall. 

Page 165. 25 September, 1783. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

400 guineas and the usual perquisites, it being left at 
the discretion of the corporation whether they will allow 
him another 100 guineas. 

20 November, 1783. Ordered that the passage leading 
from St. George's Gate to Mr. Woodcock's yard be 
properly paved for foot passengers. 

Ordered that directions be given for laying one breadth of 
flag stones from the Church gate m Fisher Gate to the 
house lately occupied by Mr. Robinson. 

Page 166, Ordered that the executor, administrator or other personal 

representative of any member of the corporation who 
shall die possessed of any land held as his allotment 
under the corporation shall not plough, dig up or convert 
into tillage all or any part of such lands at any time 
within three years after the decease of such member ; 
and in case such land shall happen to be in tillage at the 
time of the decease of such member that then and in 
such case the same shall be laid down to grass within 
one year next after the decease of such member, or 
otherwise be given up to the corporation at the option 
of the person entitled to holdHhe same. 

20 January, 1784. The corporation taking into consideration 
the distressed state of the poor and labouring people of 
the borough occasioned by the long continued frost and 
inclement weather, disabling them from following their 
employments, do order that 50/. shall be distributed 
amongst them by the members of the corporation who 
shall also collect the charity of the inhabitants. 

Page 167. IG February, 1784. The frost and snow still continuing 

it is ordered that a further sum of 50/. be distributed 
amongst the poor distressed labouring and ** mechanical " 
people of the town. 

25 February, 1784. Ordered that the common council 
room and part of the town hall shall be taken down and 
rebuilt according to Mr. Lindley's plan which he has 
contracted to do for 280/. 

5 March, 1784. Address to George the Fourth, as 
follows : — 

*' We the mayor, recorder, aldermen and burgesses of 
Doncaster beg leave to approach the Throne to 
assure your Majesty that it is with the utmost 
concern we observe the unhappy disputes in 
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Parliament which, fomented with violence, not only 
interrupt at this critical time the national business 
but also endanger the true principles of the 
constitution, in the maintenance of which we are 
deeply concerned. Anxious as we are for the 
preservation of your Majesty's just prerogative we 
are not less so for the real and constitutional right 
of the other two branches of the legislature, and 
however favourable we may think of the institution 
of the House of Commons and feel ourselves 
interested in supporting its just rights, yet we think 
ourselves called upon to declare that any attempt, 
however disguised, to wrest from the Crown the 
real power of appointing to the officers of executive 
government and placing it in the house appears to 
us neither constitutional or likely to be productive 
of the publick welfare. And the well timed exercise 
of your just prerogative in dismissing from your 
Council those ministers by whom the late bold 
attempt to annihilate the chartered rights of the 
p]ast India Company was made and supported, 
furnishes a still additional reason why we ought not 
to wish the Crown to be deprived of its due 
authority. And we beg leave to assure your Majesty 
that we shall ever be ready to support such legal 
exercise of your prerogative as may best tend to 
give strength and vigour to your government and 
secure the just rights of the Crown and the liberties 
of your people.** 

Page 168. 29 March, 1784. The corporation taking into consideration 

the sudden dissolution of Parliament and the unsettled 
state of the kingdom it appears that the Parliamentary 
conduct of Henry Duncombe, Esq. and William 
Wilberforce, Esq. has been truly constitutional and 
merits our utmost support. 

Appointment of a committee to solicit the freeholders of 
the borough and neighbourhood for their votes in favour 
of Mr, Duncombe and Mr, Wilberforce to represent the 
county in Parliament and that the committee are 
empowered to draw upon the corporation's steward for 
any sum not exceeding 100/. to defray the expenses of 
supporting the intended election. 

25 June, 1784. The common seal was affixed to a letter 
of recommendation of the Rev. Mr. Henry Wray 
addressed to Lord Thurlow, he having applied to his 
lordship for the living of the rectory of Armthorpe. 

Page 169, 12 August, 1784. Mr. Brooke having offered to sell to the 

corporation his manor and estate at Bessecar and High 
Kllers the town clerk is directed to thank him for his 
oflfer but to state that the corporation decline to treat for 
the same, the price being too high. 
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Page 170, 23 September, 1784. Ordered that Mr. Holmes the late 

mayor shall be paid 100 guineas ia addition to his salary 
of 400 guineas. 

12 November, 1784. Appointment of a committee to 
inspect the corporation's estates at Sandall and Exthorpe 
with Balby and to give such directions to the com- 
missioners now acting under the Enclosure Act for 
allotting the corporation's allotments, as will be to the 
best advantage of the corporation's estates. 

Page 171. 2 March, 1786. Ordered that both the streets called 

Spooker Gates be flagged. 

26 March, 1786. Ordered that a bill be filed in Chancery 
against the commissioners for the allotments in Sandall 
and other persons for an injunction to restrain them 
from proceeding with their award. 

Page 172, 12 July, 1786. Ordered that the committee for Rossington 

shall have power to lay out 21Z. for the repair of 
BoBsington Church. 

29 August, 1786. At this meeting Mr. Heaton has agreed 
with the corporation to accept Is. an acre for all the 
lands allotted upon the enclosure from Balby Carr and 
Is. &d. an acre for the lands allotted from Doncaster 
Carr in lieu of the tithe hay therefrom. 

Page 173. 28 October, 1786. Appointment of a committee to set out 

a proper place upon the common for the exercise of race 
horses and to enquire the best way of fixing fire places 
in the great room of the stand and the expense of 
completing the same. 

Page 174. 30 November, 1786. Appointment of a committee for 

employing labourers to throw up clay in the township 
of Bossington for making 400,000 bricks for the repair 
of the corporation's houses there. 

Ordered that an Act of Parliament be applied for for 
preserving the pavements and removing nuisances in 
the streets and bye places in and near the borough. 

3 April, 1786. Ordered that the Sandall Committee shall 
have power to widen a lane called ** Shoulder and 
Mutton " Lane in Sandall. 

Ordered that two iron chests be bought for the corporation's 
plate. 

Page 174. 26 April, 1786. Appointment of a committee to join with 

the trustees for the drainage of Doncaster and other 
carrs for building the corporation bridge across the 
drain at Bossington bridge uniform with the bridge of 
the trustees across the drain. 
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1 June, 1786. Further order that the said committee 
carry out the building of the corporation bridge without 
joining with the said trustees. 

Page 175. 31 August, 1786. Address to George the Third, as 

follows : — 

** We your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal subjects 
the mayor, recorder, aldermen and capital burgesses 
of your ancient borough of Doncaster beg leave to 
express our sincere congratulations to your Majesty 
on your happy and most providential escape from 
the late horrid attempt of your life. 

We consider the happiness and welfare of this country 
as so intimately connected with your Majesty's 
personal safety that whatever endangers that must 
necessarily excite in our minds the most alarming 
apprehensions. And we most ardently wish that 
your Majesty may long continue in health and 
security the guardian and protector of our rights 
and liberties and rect^ive in return every loyal and 
grateful testimony of affection from a free, united 
and prosperous people." 

Page 1 76. Ordered that 50Z. be given towards the expense of 

establishing and supporting Sunday Schools. 

2 November, 1786. Order that the mayor shall have a 
chaise to Bossington court and that the former chaise 
be paid for. 

Page 179. 14 May, 1788. Appointment of a committee for rebuilding 

the bridge across the river Cheswold and for purchasing 
land near or adjoining for widening the road in the 
Fryers leading into Marshgate and to cause one side of 
the bridge to be laid with flagstones. 

Page 180. 25 September, 1788. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

100 guineas for maintaining the sergeants -at- mace and 
providing dinners as usual for the four quarter sessions 
for the borough, and he is to have the usual perquisites. 

27 October, 1788. Appointment of a committee for 
directing an entertainment at the Mansion House for 
celebrating the 100th anniversary of the Constitutional 
Revolution. 

Page 181. 15 December, 1788. The corporation recommended to the 

mayor and justices to take due consideration for enforcing 
the laws to compel the publicans to sell full measure in 
retailing ale and beer within the borough. 

5 January, 1789. Ordered that bOl. be distributed amongst 
the poor and labouring people in the borough, the 
inclemency of the weather disabling them from following 
their employments. 
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14 March, 1789. Appointment of a committee for 
providing a public dinner at the Mansion House on 
Tuesday next and a ball in the evening. 

Page 182. 18 March, 1789. Address to George the Third, as 

follows : — 

** We your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal subjects 
the mayor, recorder, aldermen and burgesses of 
your ancient borough of Doncaster beg leave to 
approach your Majesty with our most sincere 
congratulations on your perfect recovery from your 
late severe indisposition. 

The alarm and anxiety which appeared in all ranks of 
your Majesty's subjects during your illness and the 
general joy which now prevails on your Majesty's 
being again able to attend to public business must 
afford most unquestionable proofs of the firm and 
zealous attachment of your people to your Majesty's 
person and government. 

The affectionate and exemplary conduct of the Queen 
in her late distressing situation has not failed to 
make the strongest impression on our minds and, if 
possible, would have increased our respect and 
veneration for her. Her Majesty's happiness on 
the present joyful event must be great and we hope 
it will be of long continuance. 

And we most earnestly pray that your Majesty may 
long reign in health and prosperity honoured and 
revered as the guardian and support of the rights 
and liberties of a free, grateful, happy and 
prosperous nation." 

Page 183. 6 July, 1789. Ordered that the committee for the 

waterworks shall have power to cause proper pipes for 
carrying water from the main pipe near the gaol to the 
west corner of John Palmer's house in St. Pulchre Gate 
for the use of the inhabitants of that street, such pipes 
to be laid either of lead or saw metal, and to cause such 
pipes to be laid for supplying public water cocks 
convenient and necessary for the use of the inhabitants 
and that the trustees of St. Thomas' Hospital shall 
have power to lay a pipe into the main for supplying the 
hospital with water without paying any rent for the 
same. 

Page 184. 24 Septemb3r, 1789. Ordered that the subscription of 

20 guineas to Doncaster Stakes be continued for three 
years. 

Page 185. 9 February, 1790. Ordered that the corporation shall 

accept the possession of the tolls, wharf and warehouse 
from Mr. Henry Hcaton on 6 April next and that they 
be let to the highest bidder at the town hall on 8 March 
next for 11 years. 
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23 September, 1790. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 
200 guineas for maintaining the sergeants-at-mace and 
providing the usual dinners. 

28 October, 1790. Ordered that the street called Silver 
Street from the High Street to Bower Fold shall be 
paved as carriage road and flagged for foot passengers 
on one side. 

Page 287. 21 June, 1791. Appointment of a committee for regulating 

and assisting the freemen in obtaining a regular stint of 
the Low Pasture and for improving the same. 

Page 189. 22 September, 1791. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

100 guineas for maintaining the sergeants-at-mace and 
providing the usual dinners. 

Page 190. 29 May, 1792. Ordered that the regulation lately made 

by the above committee for stinting and stockmg the 
Low Pasture shall stand approved by the corporation 
and be entered in this book. 

Page 292. Ordered that every freeman of the corporation residing 

within the town shall turn into the Low Pasture four 
head of cattle and no more which shall be bojia fide his 
own cattle. 

Ordered that neither male asses nor sheep be put into the 
Low Pasture. 

11 June, 1792. Address to George the Third, as 
follows : — 

** We your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal subjects 
the mayor, aldermen and common council of your 
ancient borough of Doncaster in common council 
a>isembled most humbly beseech your Majesty to 
accept our grateful thanks for the additional instance 
you have given of your parental care for the 
happiness and prosperity of your people by issuing 
your late royal proclamation for suppressing those 
seditious publications and criminal correspondences 
which may be productive of the most alarming and 
dangerous consequences. 

We venerate the constitution of this kingdom as 
established by the glorious Revolution and since 
improved as occasion required, because it connects 
the honour of the sovereign with the liberty of the 
subject ; and our attachment is increased from the 
consideration that it contains the regular means of 
advancing those objects with the change of time and 
circumstances. 

The present prosperity of these kingdoms far beyond 
any former period fully evinces the wisdom of your 
Majesty's government, and those who feel, as they

ought, the blessings they now enjoy should be 
ready to stem that licentiousness which we fear is 
now prevalent in many parts of the country. 

We therefore beg leave to assure your Majesty that 
we will in our respective stations endeavour to 
carry into effect your Majesty's most gracious* 
intentions by enforcing obedience to the laws and 
thereby securing tranquillity and order as the most 
likely means to continue us a free and happy 
people." 

Page 192. 4 July, 1792. Ordered that the corporation subscribe 1001. 

to the infirmary intended to be established at Sheffield 
and 1001. a year towards the expense of establishing a 
dispensary in Doncaster if the same shall be properly 
instituted. 

Ordered that the small tolls collected at the fairs and 
markets in the borough of Doncaster and all other small 
land tolls (except the toll of wool and the water tolls) 
shall be given up and discontinued, and that Mr. 
Eobinson the occupier shall have an allowance of 12^. a 
year out of his rent for the same. 

Page 194. 17 October, 1792. Ordered that the hill near the Hall 

Cross in Hall Gate shall be lowered and the street 
repaired. 

Page 196. Ordered that an entertainment be given to the Duke of 

Norfolk and the militia officers and others at the Mansion 
House at the expense of the corporation. 

3 May, 1793. Ordered that the Hall Cross be taken down 
and rebuilt at Hob Cross Hill. 

13 June, 1793. Appointment of a committee for building 
a house fit for a dispensary in such place and upon such 
plan and dimensions as they shall think proper, the 
whole expense not to exceed 500 guineas. 

The corporation taking into consideration the distressed 
situation of the poor French clergy who have been 
obliged, through self preservation, to emigrate from 
their own country on account of the murders committed 
and other unhappy disturbances there subsisting and to 
fly for protection to this happy island, and having been 
educated and brought up for the service of religion they 
are unable to acquire their subsistance and necessary 
support by manual labour and are now rendered objects 
of compassion and humanity and have lately been by the 
King recommended to all his charitable and well disposed 
subjects. It is therefore ordered that the sum of 40 
guineas be paid by the corporation towards their relief. 

Page 196. 19 July, 1793. Ordered that 700/. be allowed for building 

the dispensary, the sum allowed by a former order being 
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insufficient ; and Mr. Thomas Ainley's estimate of 6601. 
for completing the same is accepted. 

26 September, 1793. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 
150 guineas and the usual perquisites. 

14 November, 1793. Ordered that 50 guineas be sub- 
scribed by the corporation to be laid out in buying 
** flannings " or other necessaries for the use of the 
British Army now serving on the continent under the 
Duke of York. 

Ordered that the reservoir now begun near the Hall Cross 
shall be finished as a reservoir only, without any room 
over it. 

Ordered that the low rooms in the stand are not to be 
used for selling liquor in race week. 

Page 197. Ordered that proper pipes be laid Church Lane and across 

the churchyard for the use of the inhabitants of Fisher- 
gate. 

Page 198. 27 January, 1794. Several persons having combined to- 

gether and entered into subscriptions Tor paying the 
expenses of applying to the Ecclesiastical Court at 
York by citation for the recovery of the several best 
pews in Doncaster church usually occupied by the most 
respectable part of the inhabitants, it is ordered that 
the corporation join the better part of the inhabitants 
for preventing such pews being so recovered. 

Page 199. 26 May, 1794. Ordered that the corporation subscribe 

500 guineas for providing men for the internal defence 
of this countrv to be paid into and consolidated with 
the general subscription entered into by the inhabitants 
of the West Kiding and that the mayor for the time 
being be empowered to sign the subscription books for 
the corporation accordingly. 

Page 200. 21 October, 1794. Appointment of a committee to pro- 

vide a dinner at the Mansion House on 7 November 
next for the five troops of cavalry. 

Ordered that the committee for building the house for the 
dispensary shall let the same for such rent and term as 
they think reasonable. 

1 November, 1794. Ordered that the stand of colours 
with the royal arms lately provided shall be paid for 
and presented by the corporation to the company of 
yeomanry cavalry raised in and near Doncaster. 

Page 201. 26 January, 1795. Ordered that 52Z. 10s. shall be dis- 

tributed to the poor for their relief at this inclement 
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season by the members of the corporation who shall 
collect the charity of the inhabitants together with the 
several gentlemen of the town. 

29 June, 1795. Ordered that the mayor subscribe 60L for 
the relief of the poor on account of the high price of 
com and other provisions, if the inhabitants of the 
borough and neighbourhood enter into a subscription 
for the like laudable purpose. 

Page 202. 8 August, 1795. It being found that, since the above 

order, corn has considerably advanced and is now so 
extravagantly high in price that the poor and labouring 
part of the community, burthened with large families, 
are unable to acquire a sufficient quantity of bread for 
their support ; and a further subscription is found 
absolutely necessary and intended to be immediately 
made, It is therefore ordered that the mayor subscribe 
the further sum of 502. towards raising a further sum 
for their relief. 

Page 203. 24 September, 1795. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

200 guineas and the usual perquisites. 

Ordered that the thanks of the corporation be given to 
the Bev. Mr. Lowe for his excellent discourse delivered 
to the corporation in the parish church of Doncaster 
this day. 

Page 204. 19 November, 1795. Address to George the Third, as 

follows : — 

** We your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal subjects 
the mayor, the recorder the aldermen and common 
council of your ancient borough of Doncaster beg 
leave to offer our warmest congratulations to your 
Majesty on your happy escape from the wicked 
and atrocious attack made upon your royal person 
by a set of daring, deluded and unprincipled men 
when your Majesty was going to perform one prin- 
cipal part of your royal office — that of opening the 
present session of Parliament. 

We are truly sensible of the many blessings we enjoy 
under your Majesty's mild and just government 
and we most humbly beseech the Giver of all good 
to extend to your Majesty his protection and to 
grant you a long and happy reign and to your 
people a continuance of those blessings they now 
enjoy under our most excellent constitution," and 
that he will be pleased to guard this land from the 
designs of factions and from the evils ever attendant 
on political licentiousness. 

Page 204-205. 2 December, 1795. Petitions of the gentlemen, clergy, 
and freeholders of the county of York to the Houses of 
Parliament praying them to enact without delay a law 
against seditious assemblies. 
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Page 208, 17 January, 1797. Appointment of Mr. John Daniel of 

Doncaster as steward in the place of Charles Bradford, 
deceased, at a salary 80 gaineas. 

Page 209. 3 March, 1797. In consequence of an order of the Privy 

Council of 26 February last requiring that the directors 
of the Bank of England should forbear issuing any cash 
in payment till the sense of Parliament could be taken 
on the subject and the corporation being highly sensible 
of the responsibility of Messrs. Cooke, Childers, Swann, 
Ellison k Co., bankers in Doncaster, it is ordered that 
the corporation accept their notes and bills in payment 
without drawing any more cash from their bank than 
can be avoided and the corporation earnestly recommend 
others to do the like. Ordered that this resolution be 
published. 

Page 210. 11 December, 1797. Ordered that the main pipes from 

the water engine to join the iron pipes in Hall Gate 
shall be of iron. 

Ordered that the rent of the News Boom be reduced from 
UL to 101. 

Page 211. Several persons having lately complained to the mayor 

and justices against the keel owners and waggoners, as 
dealers and retailers of coals in the borough, of having 
been much cheated and imposed upon in the measure 
thereof, being considerably short of the measure they 
bought and paid for. It is ordered that the mayor and 
others be a committee for causing an engine, scales or 
other machine to be erected in some proper place 
adjoining the river Don convenient for the weighing of 
coals so brought for sale, in such manner as they shall 
think most proper and convenient for the public use 
and for preventing such impositions, to be built at the 
corporation's expense. Further ordered that the town 
clerk do consult with the recorder in preparing a by-law 
conformable to the corporation's charters, compelling 
the retailers and dealers in coals brought to the borough 
for sale and which shall be sold accordingly, to be 
weighed at the said machine or scales, and to deliver 
just weight, under penalties to be recovered in a 
summary way by the justices. 

Page 212. 22 January, 1798. " Resolved that at this alarming crisis 

when our inveterate enemy threatens to invade us for 
the avowed purpose of overturning the government and 
destroying the independence and liberty of our country, 
it is the duty of public bodies as well as individuals to 
give their utmost assistance to the government to enable 
them to defend the kingdom, and as voluntary contribu- 
tions appear to us a very desirable way of raising the 
necessary supplies we do therefore resolve to subscribe 
the sum of one thousand pounds at the Bank of England 
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for the service of the st^ite ancl the mayor is hereby 
requested to give immediate orders for that purpose." 

The corporation having resolved to subscribe 1,000Z. to 
government for the support of the war they have 
determined to use all frugality and economy in their 
affairs and they agree that the present mayor shall drop 
all future dinners and entertainments and that he shall 
be allowed 100 guineas for his past expenses including 
that already provided for tomorrow. 

Ordered that all tenants' dinners both at Doncaster and at 
Kossington be discontinued and that all the corporation's 
tenants shall in future pay their rents at the Town Hall. 

Page 213. Ordered that the judges' entertainments be discontinued 

but the judges shall be allowed in lieu thereof towards 
their expenses 10 guineas halfyearly as they pass 
through Doncaster to attend the assizes. 

Ordered that no new works be proceeded with by any 
committee till further order. 

30 January, 1798. " We your Majesty's most dutiful and 
loyal subjects the mayor, the recorder, aldermen and 
common council of your very ancient borough of 
Doncaster in the county of York, beg leave at this time 
when your Majesty has thought it necessary to inform 
your Parliament that our inveterate [enemy] threatens 
to invade us for the avowed purpose of overturning the 
government and destroying the liberty and independence 
of our country, to assure your Majesty that we will with 
unshaken resolution exert our utmost endeavours to 
defend your royal person, the lives and properties of 
your subjects, the government and constitution of our 
country and the honour and independence of the British 
Empire. 

We are well aware that during the continuance of the 
present war great pecuniary exertions must be called for 
and we will by every economical regulation in our 
power prepare ourselves to take our share of them in 
such manner as the wisdom of Parliament shall think 
most expedient. 

By the blessing of divine providence upon the united 
efforts of your faithful people we trust your Majesty 
will be enabled to defeat all the machinations of our 
implacable foes and at length induce them to put an end 
to the calamities of war by a safe and honourable 
peace." 

2 May, 1798. The corporation having met to take into 
consideration the most advisable plan for the purpose of 
forming a corps of infantry for the assistance of the 
magistracy of the borough and soke of Doncaster accord- 
ing to the Act lately passed for the defence of the nation 
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in genera], the following resolutions were unanimously 
agreed to : — 

That the coi-poration should pay the weekly sum of 61. 
to the said corps. 

Page 215. That the borough and soke should act alone and not 

with the wapentake of Straflford and Tickhill in 
forming the said corps. 

Ordered that the mayor shall call a meeting of the 
inhabitants of the borough and soke on Monday next 
to consider the propriety of enrolling themselves for 
the assistance of the magistracy. 

Page 217. 27 September, 1798. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

50 guineas for maintaining the sergeants and other 
ofl&cers. 

29 October, 1798. Ordered that the steward pay 20 
guineas being the remainder of the subscription for the 
Sunday Schools due at Christmas next, and that for the 
future he pay 10 guineas yearly which the corporation 
agree to subscribe to the Sunday Schools, the first 
payment to become due at Christmas, 1799. 

Page 218. 9 September, 1799. Ordered that the corporation sub- 

scribe the further sum of 10 guineas yearly to be divided 
between the Schools of Industry and the Sunday School, 
to commence from Christmas next. 

Page 219. 16 December, 1799. Ordered that on account of the high 

price of provisions and corn the corporation subscribe 
50 guineas towards the relief of the poor labouring 
people having great families. 

Page 221 . 22 May, 1800. Address to George the Third, as follows : — 

" We your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal subjects the 
mayor, the recorder, the aldermen and common 
councilmeu of your ancient borough of Doncaster in 
the county of York, beg leave to express our horror 
and indignation at the late treasonable attempt against 
your Majesty's life and sincerely to congratulate your 
Majesty and the country upon your escape from so 
emminent a danger. 

The long experience we have had of your Majesty's mild 
and beneficent government and of the many virtues 
which adorn your royal character have not failed to 
excite in our minds the highest respect and reverence 
for your Majesty's person and attachment to your 
government. Imprest with these sentiments we feel 
most sincerely thankful to divine providence for the 
protection afforded your Majesty in the moment of 
danger. And we ardently pi-ay that it may please 
the Almighty long to preserve a life so justly dear to 
us and so important to the happiness and prosperity 
of the country." 
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Page 222. 8 October, 1800. Appointment of a committee to employ 

an architect and workmen for putting the mansion 
house into proper condition. 

Ordered that three sedan chairs shall be provided by the 
mayor at the corporation's expense for public use, and 
also great coats and belts for six men to carry the same ; 
and a committee is to regulate the chair business and 
fix the rates and fares. 

Appointment of a committee for joining the inhabitants in 
obtaining an Act for making turnpike the road from the 
Hall Cross at Doncaster to the turnpike road leading 
from Bawtrey to Thorne at Bearswood Green in the 
parish of Hatfield. 

Several principal inhabitants and societies of clubs within 
the borough having agreed to subscribe money (bearing 
interest at five per cent.) towards raising a fund for 
buying corn to be ground into meal for sale by retail 
without profit other than the interest of the money and 
the necessary wages and expenses of executing the 
business, in order to serve the poor of the borough upon 
the lowest terms during the continuance of the high 
price of corn, It is ordered that the mayor and others 
be a committee to meet the gentlemen subscribers for 
forming a committee to conduct the business. 

2 December, 1800. Ordered that Mr. Lindley be paid 
950/. for making the alterations in the front of the 
Mansion House according to his plan this day produced 
and for making and completing all the repairs and 
improvements in and about the Mansion House yards 
cellars and outbuildings thereto belonging, the work to 
be completed on or before 15 August next. 

Page 223. 23 December, 1800. The tenants of Bossington on the 

advance of rents of their farms have requested the 
corporation to enclose the open arable fields as an 
improvement of their farms and it is ordered that this 
be done. 

The glebe land belonging to the rectory of Bossington 
lying partly dispersed in the open fields, which will be 
attended with great inconvenience on enclosing the 
fields, it is ordered that a committee treat with Mr. 
Stovin, the rector, for making an exchange of such 
lands so that they may be laid together. 

Ordered that the corporation contribute 5001. towards the 
relief of the poor in Doncaster. 

Page 225. 30 April, 1801. Ordered that the Bossington committee 

cause a school house and school room to be built at 
Bossington fit for the residence of a schoolmaster ** for 
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teaching the farmers' and other poor persons' children 
in that or any adjoining parish, suitable for their situa- 
tion and degree in life." 

Page 2-^6, 8 June, 1801. Ordered that the corporation purchase of 

Mr. Richard Kay his houses buildings and premises 
opposite the Shambles and adjoining on Meal Lane 
abutting on Mr. Jackson's premises on the one end and 
corporation's on the other. 

Page 2^7. 21 August, 1801. Appointm«,nt of a committee for 

regulating and lighting the lamps. 

Page 228. Ordered that the occupiers of lands upon the Carr who 

use the corporation's road called the Decoy Bank to 
their lands and have no right of way upon the said bank 
shall pay to the corporation for the use of the said road 
Is. an acre for each acre of land they occupy and for 
which they use the said road. 

Page 229. 24 September, 1801. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

250 guineas. 

Page 230. 3 February, 1802. Ordered that the shilling a year pay- 

able to the corporation out of land left to the poor by 
the late Mrs. Jane Ellerker shall be no longer paid 
'' but sink into the rent of the land for the benefit of the 
poor to which the rent is applied." 

Page 231. 23 September, 1802. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

600 guineas to support hospitality in his mayoralty and 
to give a ball at the Mansion House on 4 June next, to 
give four dinners for the four quarter sessions and to 
maintain the officers. 

Page 232. 12 October, 1802. Appointment of a committee to 

examine the corporation's titles and records respecting 
their title to their manors and especially to their manor 
of Long Sandall with Wheatley and to have the assist- 
ance of some able '* antiquarian " in translating any old 
Latin grants or deeds that may not be perfectly under- 
stood by them and to advise with counsel on the con- 
struction and meaning thereof. 

Page 233. The market at Doncaster having been lately much fore- 

stalled by persons buying various provisions and 
necessaries of life and selling them again in the same 
market on the same day and thereby greatly enhancing 
the price to the consumer. It is ordered that a reward 
of five guineas shall be given to any person giving infor- 
mation against such offenders. 

1 December, 1802. Appointment of a committee for re- 
pairing the footway near the river at Docken Hill. 
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Page 234. 7 February, 1803. Ordered that the action brought by 

Mark Trimmingham against Richard Marsh and others, 
the appointed butter weighers, for seizing butter in the 
market which was under 18oz. in the roll contrary to 
the custom in the market, shall be defended by the 
corporation. 

Ordered to pull down the wall lately built by Sir George 
Cooke near the Holmes across the foot road leading to 
and from Doncaster to Radcliif Wash and other places 
and that the town clerk inform Sir George Cooke of the 
purport of this order so that he may pull down the wall 
if he desire to do so. 

24 March, 1803. Address to George the Third, as 
follows : — 

** We your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal subjects the 
mayor, recorder, aldermen and burgesses of the 
borough of Doncaster in the West Riding of the 
county of York beg leave to offer you our most heart- 
felt congratulations on the timely discovery and defeat 
of the late wicked and traterous conspiracy against 
your Majesty's invaluable life and the liberty of this 
kingdom. 

We cannot fail being sincerely attached to our excellent 
constitution, which we have experienced the full en- 
joyment of, under your Majesty's mild and paternal 
government. We therefore feel the utmost abhorrence 
of those diabolical machinations which were so 
deliberately planned for the destruction of both ; and 
the firm and descided execution of the laws upon the 
guilty will, we trust, put an end to all future attempts 
of the like atrocious kind. 

We feel the utmost thankfulness for the providential 
protection which has so frequently been vouchsafed 
to your sacred person and we sincerely pray for the 
continuance of it and that your Majesty and your 
descendants may long reign over a free, happy and 
indepent people." 

Page 235, 24 March, 1803. Ordered that the corporation subscribe 

20 guineas towards raising a fund for paying the expenses 
of inoculating poor children with the cow pox. 

18 June, 1803. Richard Rowley, one of the constables of 
Doncaster having been balloted to serve in the Militia 
and the corporation being of opinion that he is exempt 
from such service. It is ordered that the deputy mayor 
wait upon Mr. Frank and inform him that the corpora- 
tion will support the said Richard Rowley in case it is 
attempted to compel him to serve and the corporation 
advises the said Rowley to refuse to be sworn in till the 
recorder is consulted. 
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27 July, 1803. Ordered that the mayor shall hire the 
" fat cook at the Angel " called Winterhotham to he a 
cook at the mansion house upon the same terms as the 
other two women kept there. 

Ordered that the corporation shall join the freeholders in 
the townships of Doncaster, Exthorpe with Balhy and 
Wheat ley with Long Sand all in defending any suit that 
may he commenced hy the tithe owners for the recovery 
of the tithe of hay. 

Appointment of a committee for making out the members' 
allotments and to give notice to the tenants to quit 
possession of the land intended to be let to the members 
for their allotments. 

An address to the King on the situation of the threatened 
invasion by France was executed. 

The address is entered. 

Page 236, 16 August, 1803. Ordered that the coi-poration subscribe 

500/. viz. : lOOZ. to the Yeomanry Cavalry to be consoli- 
dated in the general fund for the Southern Rt»giment, 
and 400/. to the Volunteer Infantry to be raised in the 
borough. 

Ordered that Richard Rowley and Thomas Rawson, two 
of the constables for the borough, and George Harrison, 
painter, lately balloted to serve in the said borough as 
militiamen, be paid such sums of money as they shall 
be put to for hiring substitutes. 

2 November, 1803. Appointment of a committee to 
enquire into the character and abilities of candidates 
who have offered or shall offer " for the appointment of 
the Grammar School in Doncaster." 

Page 239. 8 December, 1803. Ordered that Lord Eardley be admitted 

an honorary freeman as an honorary member without 
paying anything. 

Page 240. Ordered that no person shall hereafter purchase his 

freedom for a less sum than 30 guineas and the usual 
fees. 

Page 241. 10 February, 1804. Ordered that the Sandall committee 

shall appoint a person to see that the tenants perform 
their statute duty on the high road leading to Hatfield ; 
and after the performance thereof the corporation will 
advance 200/. towards the repair of the said roads in 
the case of their own tenants' assessments only. 

Page 242. 29 March, 1804. A committee state that the rector of 

Rossington has agreed to advance 500/. and such sum 
of money as arbitrators shall award for dilapidations at 
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the old rectory house and buildings towards the expense 
of the new buildings and alterations at the new house, 
according to Mr. Lindley's plans &c. 

Page 243, Ordered that the mayor and justices shall take proper 

measures for compelling the butchers in the market to 
sell their meat by scales and weights instead of by steel- 
yards and that proceedings be taken for perpetuating 
the testimony of several old persons in the customary 
weight and form of selling butter in the market. 

5 May, 1804. Ordered that the corporation subscribe 20 
guineas towards the relief of the wives and families of 
such of the volunteers in the Doncaster troop as shall 
be in want of relief whilst the volunteers shall be from 
home on exercise and a further sum of 20 guineas to 
the volunteers for refreshment on Monday next when 
the colours are to be presented. 

Petition by the corporation to the Archbishop of York. It 
states amongst other things that the rectory house in 
Rossington is in decay and must be taken down and 
that it lies in a low morass and unhealthy situation and 
is at a great distance from the parish church. That 
proposals have lately been made between the corpora- 
tion and the rector and it has been agreed that the 
rector will give in exchange to the corporation the said 
rectory house and buildings and land called the Parson- 
age Ings containing eight acres lying dispersed in the 
several open fields and that the corporation will give to 
the rector a parcel of land now staked out nearly 
fronting the parish church containing 34 acres and 
extending towards the south, to be divided into closes 
for occupation and also all or so much of two closes of 
land belonging to the corporation and lying on the north 
or north east side of the road in Bossington and near 
the church there with part of the croft of land as will 
be equal in value to the said eight acres of land given 
by the rector. The corporation shall also give to the 
rector a new built house lately erected upon a piece of 
ground belonging to the corporation near to and adjoin- 
ing the churchyard intended to be given in exchange to 
the rector and also part of the croft of land whereon the 
said house is now built and also to complete and finish 
the inside work of the house and to erect new buildings 
for kitchens stables and all other out offices suitable to 
the said house, according to a plan drawn by Mr. 
Lindley, an able and experienced architect. 

The cost of completing such buildings and finishing the 
inside of the house will amount to nearly 1,600/. which 
with the sum of 800/. expended in building the said 
house will make 2,400/. and the whole when completed 
will make an elegant and commodious dwelling adjoin- 
ing the churchyard, in a dry, pleasant and beautiful 
situation y for the residence of the rector of so valuable a 
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living as the rectory of Rossi ngton. In consideration 
of the advantage of such exchange the rector}' has volun- 
tarily agreed to give to the corporation 5001. 

They pray the Archbishop to give his consent to the 
exchange. 

Page 248. 18 September, 1804. Ordered that the mayor write to 

Lord Eardley to thank him '* for his kind benevolence 
in making them a present of so rich and elegant a 
picture of our beloved and much respected sovereign 
George the Third." 

Ordered that the corporation join with the landowners in 
the borough and soke in defending and trying the right 
in the suit commenced by the tithe owners for the 
recovery of the tithe of hay in kind notwithstanding an 
ancient modus having been paid in lieu thereof from 
time immemorial. 

Ordered that the corporation subscribe 501. to Dr. Miller 
towards engraving the plates of the public buildings in 
the borough intended to be inserted in his publication 
of the history of Doncaster. 

27 September, 1804. Lord Eardley took the oath of a 
common councilman. 

Page 250. 9 October, 1804. Ordered that the course on the race 

ground near the stand bj altered conformable to the 
plan produced at this meeting. 

Ordered that the Mansion House committee apply for 
permission to take a copy of the original picture of the 
late Marquis of Bockingham to be put up in the man- 
sion house. ^ 

Ordered that Mr. Heaton, Mr. Jackson and Mr. Branson 
be added to the committees for the Grammar School at 
Doncaster and to assist in making enquiries respecting 
the original endowments and the mode of appointing 
a master for the school. 

Page 251. 9 January, 1805. Ordered that the house and premises 

adjoining the Mansion House be fitted up for the 
residence of a Grammar School master and he is to pay 
no rent for the same, and he shall be paid a salary of 
80Z. 

Page 252. 12 March, 1805. Appointment of the Rev. Thomas 

Weatherhead as master of the Grammar School. He is 
to provide a proper person to teach 30 boys of the free- 
men's children reading, writing and accounts without 
charge, the corporation providing a proper schoolroom 
for them. 
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Order that the corporation subscribe 100 guineas towards 
the support of the volunteer infantry belonging to Don- 
caster. 

Page 253. 30 April, 1805. Ordered that the building committee 

cause the alterations of the Mansion House and the 
buildings adjoining thereto to be made according to Mr. 
Lindley's plan. 

Ordered that the corporation subscribe 25 guineas to the 
Doncaster West Biding yeomanry cavalry. 

Ordered that the aldermen, ** aldresses " and common 
councilmen's pews and seats in the church shall be 
repaued and books provided at the corporation's ex- 
pense. 

Page 254. Ordered that the corporation provide a dinner for the 

volunteers on their return from their annual exercises 
in the same way as was done last year. 

6 August, 1805. Order as to the free admission of mem- 
bers of the corporation to the stand at the races and 
that tickets for admission thereto shall be advanced to 
one guinea each for the week. 

26 September, 1805. Order that the recorder thank Lord 
Fitz William for the present of the picture of the late 
Marquis of Bockingham to be placed in the Mansion 
House. 

Page 256. 4. December, 1805. Ordered that the corporation subscribe 

lOOZ. towards the support of the Doncaster Volunteers 
to be paid immediately. 

Page 257. Ordered that the corporation give 50 guineas to Mr. 

Bigland, late schoolmaster at Bossington for his merits 
and labour in completing the publication of several 
books of great use to schools, education and the infor- 
mation of young people and the community in general. 

Appointment of Samuel Webster of Doncaster as surveyor 
of the Low Pasture and he is to occupy the house called 
the Nauter House adjoining the said pasture and have 
the same salary and benefits usually enjoyed by former 
*' nauters." 

Page 258. 17 December, 1805. An address to the King as follows : — 

"We your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal subjects the 
mayor, recorder, aldermen and common council of 
your ancient borough of Doncaster in the West 
Biding of the county of York beg leave to congratu- 
late your Majesty on the late glorious and decisive 
victories obtained by your Majesty's fleets over the 
combined fleets of fVance and Spain. And although 
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in these congratulations we can neither forget nor 
cease to lament the loss of that skilful and gallant 
commander, Lord Viscount Nelson and those other 
hrave men who so nohly fell on those memorable 
days, yet we hope and trust the examples of their 
courage and magnanimity as well as the zeal, bravery 
and conduct of those who survived and so gallantly 
and successfully compleated the defeat of our enemies 
will stimulate every description of your Majesty's 
subjects thus gloriously to fight and nobly fall if 
providence so decrees it rather than your Majesty's 
person and government our laws liberties and religion 
should become the victims of that unbounded ambition 
and unjust aggression which have already enslaved 
the greatest part of Europe." 

Ordered that the corporation subscribe 60 guineas towards 
the fund at Lloyd's for the relief of the widows, orphans 
and relatives of those killed in the late engagement with 
the combined fleets of France and Spain. 

Page 259. 31 January, 1806. Ordered to defend the suit in the 

Exchequer brought by Granville Sharpe, Esq., to re- 
cover tithe in kind, especially tithe of hay, in the parish 
of Doncaster. 

The Common Pasture and cattle gates at Rossington 
having been surveyed and some parts allotted for plant- 
ing for wood lands and other parts set out in lots to be 
let to the respective tenants in lieu of their cattle gates 
and enclosed, cleared and cultivated, It is ordered that 
the lots be so let. 

Page 260, 17 April, 1806. Questions were put whether an opinion 

be taken of the right of the corporation as lords of the 
manor to enclose part of the waste ground in Waterdale 
lying on the west side of the premises of Mr. Cooke, 
Mr. Kamsden and Mr. Jackson, so as to be laid to their 
respective premises, or that the corporation give them 
leave to so enclose they giving a bond to indemnify the 
corporation for the same, it was carried by 15 against 7 
that leave be given to enclose. 

Page 261. 9 July, 1806. Ordered that the three present waits shall have 
their salaries increased from 61. ISs. ^d, to 10 guineas. 

28 August, 1806. Appointment of a committee to enquire 
of Lord Fitz William and the recorder of the best 
manner for the corporation to pay their respect to the 
Prince of Wales if he attend the next races at Don- 
caster. 

Page 262. 8 September, 1806. Resolved that the corporation'present 

the freedom to the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Clarence in gold boxes at the next races if they attend 
and that the form of the freedoms shall be settled and 
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approved by the recorder and engrossed on vellum and 
stamped with the proper stamps and that Mr. Brooke 
who proposes going to London tomorrow shall get the 
vellum properly stamped and the freedom engrossed 
thereon in London and shall order proper gold boxes to 
be prepared. 

Ordered that unless Mr. Wilkinson make a proper apology 
to the corporation to clear up some misunderstanding 
respecting the three nights " Master Betty " acted at 
the Theatre in Doncaster, to the satisfaction of the 
corporation he shall have notice to quit the Theatre 
" and that the corporation expects that he performs at 
the Theatre the next races." 

Page 263, 23 September, 1806. The corporation having been in- 

formed that the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Clarence intended being at the present races and they 
having hpth arrived here on Monday morning last, the 
Prince was on that day waited upon by three members 
of the corporation and requested to know when he 
would be pleased to be waited upon, and at what place, 
by the corporation to receive their address and he was 
pleased to appoint this day at a quarter to one to receive 
the address at his lodgings at the house of Mr. William 
Lindley in the South Parade. In consequence of this 
appointment the corporation met in their gowns at the 
Town Hall and perused and approved of the address 
and ordered it to be sealed with the common seal and 
presented to the Prince. The corporation then proceeded 
in form (attended by the constables) to the Prince's 
lodgings and the address was carried up to the Prince 
by the mayor, the recorder, six senior aldermen, the 
town clerk and six senior common councilmen and 
presented to the Prince. 

The address and entry of the freedoms follow. 

Page 265, 25 September, 1806. Ordered that the corporation sub- 

scribe 20 guineas towards the " Fitz William Stakes." 

Page 266. 24 October, 1806. Election of Earl Fitz William as a free 

burgess. 

Page 267, The corporation accept Mr. Wilkinson's apology respecting 

the Theatre. 

Page 268, 14 January, 1807. Ordered that a certificate of the 

election of Samuel William NicoU, Esq., barrister-at- 
law, as recorder, be made and sent to the King for his 
approbation. 

Ordered that the stand committee enquire into the tickets 
as many forgeries are suspected to have been committed 
therein and to provide fresh tickets by a new die to 
prevent future forgeries and that the holders of the 
present tickets be requested to deliver up the same in 
exchange for new tickets.

Pa^e 270. 14 September, 1807. Ordered that the corporation, with 

the subscription of the inhabitants of the borough, shall 
subscribe sufficient money for supporting the three 
companies of volunteer infantry rais^ in the borough 
upon condition that the gentlemen and inhabitants of 
the lower division of this wapentake shall subscribe 
sufficient to support the four companies raised in that 
division.

Doncastcr as organist in the pliU^e of Dr. Miller, 
deceased, at a salary of 50 guineas. 

Ordered that no person shall pur- 
chase his freedom for a less sum than 40 guineas and 
the usual fees. 

Page 274. 19 May, 1808. Ordered that the corporation shall allow 

Dr. Stovin 100 guineas towards making a proper kitchen 
to the rectory house and shall supply him with bricks 
from the corporation's kilns at Eossington at the usual 
price of bricks there. 

Ordered that the corporation subscribe 50 guineas for the 
use of the poor British prisoners in France. 

Page 275, Ordered that a proper house for the school of industry be 

built. 

Page 276. 18 August, 1808. Ordered that the mayor and others 

wait upon the rector of Eossington and Mr. Humble 
and consult with them respecting the corporation apply- 
ing to Parliament for an Act to make all the land at 
Eossington free from the payment of tithes in kind on 
compensation to be made in land to the rector and 
settling with Mr. Humble for the proportion of his 
leased land to be given up to make the residue tithe 
free. 

Page 277, Eates to be charged for landing goods at Docken Hill. 

Page 281. 30 May, 1809. Ordered that the corporation pay 90 

guineas towards maintaining Capt. Chorley's troop of 
yeomanry. 

Page 264, 7 February, 1810. Ordered that a petition to Parliament 

for leave to bring in a bill to confirm the enclosure of 
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the open fields &c. in Bossington and the exchange 
between the corporation and Dr. Stovin be presented to 
the House of Commons. 

20 February', 1810. A petition for licence to alter the 
ancient weekly market day at Bawtry from Wednesday 
to Thursday being read it was unanimously deternrfned 
that such alteration would be injurious to Doocaster 
market and the petition was therefore rejected. 

Page 288, 3 July, 1810. Ordered that the corporation concur with 

the inhabitants in applying for an Act to make a turn- 
pike road from Doncaster through Hatfield to Bears- 
wood Green there to join the turnpike road from Bawtry 
to Thome. 

Page 290, 27 September, 1810. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 

600 guineas for maintaining the sergeants-at-mace and 
other officers and for making the following feasts : — 

The first feast to be given in the month of October to 
the corporation and the nobility and gentry and clergy 
in the town and neighbourhood to fill the two long 
tables in the new dining room as usual ; a ball and 
supper to be given on the Queen's birthday to the 
ladies and gentlemen in the town and neighbourhood 
as usual ; a dinner to be given to the judges of assize 
on their passing through Doncaster to York to hold 
the Lent assizes and the corporation and as many 
gentlemen in the town and neighbourhood shall be 
invited to meet them as will fill one table in the new 
dining room ; a ball and supper on the King's birth- 
day as usual ; a Green Goose feast to be given |o the 
^orpdration and the gentlemen and tradesmen in the 
town and neighbourhood, not less than one long table 
in the dining room, the time and invitations to be aA 
the discretion of the mayor ; a dinner to be given to 
the judges of assize at the Summer assizes the same 
as at the Lent assizes but the invitations to the 
gentlemen to meet them to be varied at the discretion 
of the mayor. The last feast usually given by the 
mayor before he goes out of office to be abolished as 
being unnecessary and seldom well attended and the 
entertainments to the judges to be substituted in lieu 
thereof. The mayor to give occasional dinners to 
strangers at his discretion in order to support the 
credit of tlie corporation. 

28 September, 1810. Ordered that the freedom of the 
borough be granted to Sir William Sidney Smith one of 
his Majesty's admirals and presented to him in a box 
made of '' the heart of oak" as a mark of respect from 
the corporation for his faithful, just, and meritorious 
acts in the execution of the commands entrusted to his 
care and oonduct in his Majesty's service. 
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Page 292. 13 December, 1810. Ordered that the building committee 

shall forthwith procure an estimate of the expense of 
making such public drains and sewers in Doncaster as 
shall be thought necessary. 

Regulations for the Grammar School (printed by Tomlin- 
son pp. 268-9). 

Page 295. 8 January, 1811. The Rev. Leonard Hobson of Adwick 

le Street and Mr. John Sharpe of Doncaster having 
been proposed " as candidates for the Grammar School," 
18 votes were given for Mr. Hobson and 8 for Mr. 
Sharpe ; it is therefore ordered that Mr. Hobson be 
elected. 

Mr. John Allison of Rotherham and Mr. George Wragg of 
Winger worth having been proposed as candidates for 
the mastership of the English school in Doncaster, 17 
votes were given for Mr. Allison and 9 for Mr. Wragg ; 
it is therefore ordered that Mr. Allison be elected with 
the yearly salary of 1001. 

Ordered that Mr. Wragg be appointed one of the waits. 
The corporation will not allow the waits to play in the 
streets at night and compensation shall be made 
adequate to what has been collected by them for playing 
in the streets and their salaries shall be augmented to 
25Z. each. 

Page 297. 22 February, 1811. Address to the Prince Regent as 

follows : — 

** We the mayor, recorder, aldermen and capital burgesses 
of the borough of Doncaster most humbly approach 
your Royal Highness. We offer you the sincere 
assurances of profound respect for your royal person 
and of unalterable attachment to the constitution of our 
country. We feel with deepest commiseration the 
afflicted state of our rever'd sovereign, your royal 
father. And that he may speedily be restored to the 
full enjoyment of bodily health and the complete 
possessions of his royal functions is a wish jcommon 
to us with your Royal Highness and the whole body 
of his subjects. 

The princely dignity and highly constitutional demeanour 
exhibited by your Royal Highness during the progress 
of recent events have excited our warmest admiration, 
nor have we viewed with less pleasure those most 
honourable sentiments of filial piety which have sub- 
sequently formed the basis of your Royal Highness' 
conduct. 

Arduous as are the circumstances in which our country 
is placed we are persuaded that by the vigour and 
wisdom of your Royal Highness* counsels, both its 
safety and its honour will be preserved. That this 
nation may long be benefited by that vigour and by 
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that wisdom is the ardent wish of the loyal and faith- 
ful borough of Doncaster whose proudest boast it is 
that the name of your Boyal Highness is inrolled in 
the list of its burgesses." 

4 April, 1811. Ordered that the corporation subscribe 50 
guineas towards the relief of the British prisoners of 
war in France, being their second subscription. 

Page 298. 18 April, 1811. Ordered that the Court of Common Pleas 

be moved for a new trial between the corporation and 
Bolton and others. 

Page 299. 28 August, 1811. Ordered that a public drain sufficient 

for carrying water from the streets to the river Don 
shall be made from the river at Docken Hill to Mr. 
Morris's shop corner. 

26 September, 1811. Ordered that the mayor be allowed 
800 guineas. 

Page 300. 10 January, 1812. Agreed that Messrs. Morris and 

Robinson shall sweep and cleanse the streets for one 
year in consideration of having the sweepings and pro- 
viding eight men for watching the town against accidents 
by fire and otherwise. 

Pa^e 302. 27 February, 1812. Ordered that persons purchasing 

their freedoms shall, pay 60 guineas and the usual fees. 

21 April, 1812. Ordered that the Bossington committee 
agree with the Rev. Mr. Armitstead for making the 
proposed alterations respecting the river Torn above 
Bossington Grange. 

Page 303. 22 May, 1812. Address to the Prince Begent, as follows : — 

** We his Majesty's loyal and dutiful subjects the mayor, 
aldermen and capital burgesses of the borough of 
Doncaster in the county of York, humbly presume to 
approach your Boyal Highness to express the senti- 
ments of horror and indignation excited in our minds 
by the recent murder of your Boyal Highness' late 
Prime Minister the Bight Honourable Spencer Per- 
ceval. 

" We feel at the same time some consolation in its 
having been proved after the most solemn investiga- 
tion that this atrocious act was perpetrated by an 
individual solely from motives of private revenge and 
is wholly unconnected with those instances of outrage 
and disorder which have unfortunately occurred in 
different parts of the kingdom " &c. 

Page 304. 11 June, 1812. Ordered to subscribe 50Z. for the use of 

the Doncaster troop of yeomanry. 
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Ordered that from the 11th of July next butter shall be 
sold in the market of the weight of 16 oz. to the pound 
instead of 18 oz. 

Page 305, 18 August, 1812. Proceedings in the matter of Henry

ground near Friars Bridge for the erection of public 
baths at the yearly rents of 5s, 

Page 310. 19 October, 1812. The mayor produced a statement of 

what passed on 16 October last between certain members 
of the corporation and the committee of the Biver Don 
Company relative to a plan for altering the present 
navigation down to the Mill Dyke either by making a 
new cut across Sir Joseph Copley's Ings and the turn- 
pike road on the north part of the cottage at Bentley 
Lane End and to fall into the Don near Mill Thorne 
Lock or by making a new cut commencing from the 
tail of the present lock at Doncaster Bridge and con- 
tinuing across the Marsh Common and certain ancient 
enclosures so as to fall into the Mill Dike about 100 
yards above the point of the junction with the river 
Cheswold and thereby leaving the intermediate space 
open in order that the water in times of flood may freely 
flow over the same. 

Such statement having been considered It is ordered that 
the second proposed line of navigation on the south side 
of the Mill Dyke be approved provided the Biver Don 
Company shall not erect any wharves, quays, ware- 
houses, cranes, or other works, upon or near the said 
intended line. 

Pa^e 312. 14 January, 1813. Ordered that the future cleansing and 

watching of the town be referred to the consideration of 
the building committee. 

. A letter addressed to the mayor by Mr. Holden, the 
secretary to the committee appointed for managing the 
subscription raised for the relief of the inhabitants of the 
Bussian provinces suffering from the invasion of their 
country, having been read and considered and two sums 
of 200 guineas and 100 guineas having been proposed 
and the votes being taken, there appeared to be a 
majority in favour of the latter sum. It is therefore 
ordered that 100 guineas be subscribed. 

Ordered that Mr. Oakes, the engineer, examine the state 
of the water jengine and consider of the most effectual 
means of extending to all the inhabitants of Doncaster 
an adequate supply of water.

Ptige 314, 26 August, 1813. Ordered that the recorder's salary be

Ordered that Mr. Bright cause a search to be made 
amongst the records of the corporation in order to 
ascertain if possible the original endowment of certain 
old almshouses opposite the sandpits in Doncaster. 

Page 324, 14 October, 1814. Appointment of William Bright as 

steward and town clerk at a salary of 100 guineas and 
all fees pertaining to those offices. 

Piige 326, 8 November, 1814. Mr. Fitzgerald, the present manager 

of the Theatre, attended this court and stated his wish 
that certain improvements should be made in the Theatre 
and agreed to pay 7/. 10^. per cent, upon the sum to be 
laid out upon the improvements. It is ordered that a 
plan of the intended improvements and an estimate of 
the expense be submitted to the corporation and that 
the manager shall continue to pay the present rent of 
70/. and also 11.

It appearing that the corporation is entitled to a greater 
proportion of the Old Ea than what they are now in 
possession of.

in aid of the subscribers for watering the streets under 
the direction of the committee for the washes and water 
engine. 

Pax^e 343, 26 July, 1816. Ordered that the proprietors of the Baths 

be required to pay three guineas rent for water for 
supplying the baths. 

Page 344, 23 August, 1816. Regulations recommended by the game 

committee as to sporting and shooting in the manor of 
Rossington. 

Page 348, 13 December, 1816. Ordered that the corporation sub- 

scribe 200 guineas in aid of the intended subscription 
for the relief of the poor and 20 guineas to the ladies' 
subscription for supplying articles of clothing to the dis- 
tressed poor of Doncaster and also 20/. yearly in support 
of the national school in Doncaster, in lieu of the like 
subscription to the school of industry. 

Ordered that the house lately occupied as a school of 
industry be let to an eligible tenant. 

14 February, 1817. Address of congratulation to the 
Prince Regent on his escape from the attack made upon 
him when going to the House. 

Page 352, 28 August, 1817. Ordered that the corporation subscribe 

26 guineas to the *' Ten Guineas Stokes " to be run for 
on Tuesday in the race week ensuing in lieu of the 
** Prince's Stakes." 

29 August, 1817. It being stated on behalf of the River 
Don Company that they will expend 5031/. 4s. on re- 
building the mills according to the old plan or 6331/. 4s. 
in rebuilding them upon the improved plan suggested 
by Mr. Rennie on behalf of the River Don Company on 
being allowed an extension of their present lease or a 
proportionate part of the additional 1300/. being ad- 
vanced by the corporation. 

The motion that Mr. Ronnie's plan be adopted was carried 
by a considerable majority and the motion that the 
corporation pay one half of the sum to be expended in 
rebuilding the mills upon Mr. Rennie's plan exceeding 
Messrs. Lockwood & Fenton's estimate, provided that 
sum does not exceed 1300/., was carried unanimously.

Chapman, viz. : A new cut from the river at Isabel 
Wath to the river Cheswold at a place marked A on the 
plan and across Marshgate to the junction at H, which 
was seconded by Alderman Morris, to which the follow- 
ing amendment was moved : — That the line marked GG 
with the improvements proposed by the River Don 
Company be adopted by the corporation and that the 
site of the mills be removed to nearly opposite the com 
market. And the question being put the amendment 
was carried by a considerable majority.

it is resolved that the proposed junction of the canal 
with the River Don would be injurious to the interests 
of the town and corporation.

Piiije /y«^V. 22 December, 1819. The mayor having produced plans 

of the public library and news room proposed to be 
erected upon part of the site of the late White Hart Inn, 
It is ordered that the offer made by the mayor to give 
the sum of 500/. for the whole of the said site for the 
use of the intended library and news room, including 
all the old materials both on the premises and in the 
Parsonage yard, be accepted. 

Page 3Hr}, 7 January, 1820. The* town clerk laid before this court 

the opinion of Mr. Tindall as to the liability of the cor- 
poration to pay the county rates assessed upon the 
borough of Don caster. 

Page 390. 7 February, 1820. The following order of procession was 

agreed upon for the King's proclamation viz. : Trump- 
eters ; yeomanry cavalry ; the pinder and bellman ; 
constables, two and two ; volunteer band ; the town 
waits in their liveries; the two stewards; the capital 
burgesses, three and three : the two banners or flags ; 
the sergeants-at-mace carrying their maces ; the town 
clerk ; tlie gaoler carrying the great mace ; the mayor 
and the vicar ; the aldermen, two and two ; the two 
gamekeepers ; the gentlemen of the town and neigh- 
bourhood ; the clubs with their banners, according to 
their seniority ; the yeomanry cavalry. 

The proclamation will be first read in front of the Town 
Hall. The procession will proceed thence into the Corn 
Market, in the centre of which the proclamation will be 
read a second time. Thence the procession will proceed 
to the Butcher Cross, when the proclamation will be 
read a third time ; thence the procession will proceed to 
the Hall Cross at the top of Hall Gate where the pro- 
clamation will be read a fourth time and will then return 
to the Mansion House where the proclamation will be 
read the fifth and last time. 

The ceremony being finished the members of the corpora- 
tion with the principal gentlemen of the town and 
neighbourhood will take refreshments at the expense of 
the corporation at the Mansion House.

An estimate made by Mr. Grafton the engineer of the 
expense of lighting the town with gas was laid before 
this court. 

The resolution adopted at the court held on 25 January 
last that a piece of plate be presented to Mr. Justice 
Heaton having been read and Mr. Justice Heatou being 
present and having stated that he should decline to 
receive such piece of plate, It is ordered that such 
resolution be rescinded. 

3 March, 1820. Resolved that this court accept Mr. Hall's 
offer of 5000 guineas for the next presentation of 
Rossington living, he paying 3000 guineas on 5 April 
and 2000 guineas on 10 October next. 

Page 396. 10 April, 1820. The grant of the next presentation of 

Rossington living to Mr. John Hall of Scarborough was 
this day executed. 

8 August, 1820. Resolved that 10 guineas yearly be 
allowed to the Rev. John Sharpe, vicar of Donoaster for 
his services as chaplain to the corporation in lieu of the 
present allowance of one guinea. 

The subject of building a new church in the town having 
been considered. Resolved that it appears to this court 
that the erection of such new church will be of great 
advantage to the inhabitants of the parish and that this 
court will co-operate with the inhabitants in carrying so 
desirable a measure into effect. 

Page 399, 8 December, 1820. Ordered that a pair of floodgates be 

erected at the expense of the corporation across the 
Mother Drain towards the bottom of the Division Drain 
for the purpose of supplying Doncaster Carr and the 
lands adjoining with water in dry seasons. 

Page 400. Messrs. Watson & Copeland on behalf of the River Don 

Company attended this meeting with a plan of the pro- 
posed improvements in the navigation of the River Don 
^ from Sandall to Bramwith Lock and applied for the 

consent of the corporation as proprietors of lands in 
Long Sandall and the subject having been considered, 
It is resolved that the corporation will give their consent

Page 408. 29 June, 1821. Resolved that a ball and supper be given 

at the expense of the corporation to the inhabitants of 
Doncaster and the neighbourhood in honour of the 
coronation of the King on 19 July next and that a pro- 
cession take place and the members attend divine service 
on the day of the coronation and that instead of a 
general illumination the front of the Mansion House 
shall be illuminated in the same manner as was done at 
the last ball. 

Resolved that the corporation subscribe 50 guineas towards 
entertaining the populace on the day of the coronation 
and that 10 guineas be given in aid of the fund which 
may be subscribed for providing the soldiers of the first 
regiment of the West York Militia with sJe on the day 
of the coronation.

It is also understood that the River Don Company will pay 
to the corporation the sum of 42Z. 10s, being the differ- 
ence between the price of 130/. and 144Z. per acre on 
3a. Or. 17p. part of the land so purchased from Dr. 
Webster.

to lOOZ. to enable him to provide an English teacher to 
instruct the sons of freemen in the school set apart for 
that purpose. 

Ordered that the corporation subscribe 50 guineas towards 
the fund for establishing a nightly watch in the town. 

Resolved unanimously that it fully appears to this court 
that the conduct of Mr. Alderman Thomas Pearson to- 
wards this corporation has been marked by a series of 
deception and dishonesty evincing an entire disregard to 
every sense of correct and honourable feeling and that 
he has justly forfeited that confidence and esteem which 
ought to attach to the individual holding the office of an 
alderman of this borough. 

Ordered that the foregoing resolution be publicly read to 
the said Alderman Pearson in case he shall at any time 
hereafter think proper to attend the meetings of this 
corporation.
